
LAUGHTON HISTORY FACTS 

In May 1981 , Paul MacDonell Laughton sent a few paragraphs on the family history to another "Mrs. 
Laughton" who had inquired as to her origins, after reading about the birth of our triplets in the local 
Milton newspaper. I quote from Uncle Paul's letter as follows: 

"I doubt very much that we are related. Laughton 's are thick on the ground in the U.K. 
The village of Laughton in Leicestershire, a delightful gated village by ESE from 
Leicester, was mentioned in the Domesday Book (7 manors). A sergeant Laughton was 
killed at the Battle of Crecy (rvl note : Hundred Year War 1337-1453). Other places called 
Laughton are Laughton-en-le-Northern a few miles SSWfrom Doncaster; two Laughton 
villages within 20 miles N & S of Lincoln; Laughton & Laughton Place NE&E from Lewes 
in Sussex. A few years ago a friend was showing us around the University of Leeds, 
which has an abandoned graveyard on its grounds - Laughton headstones in 
abundance!" 

"My own branch was started by one Gilbert Laughton (also spelled Lachtan) who jumped 
ship from an English pirateer (yes, he was presumably a pirate!) at Orkney in 1674. In 
1972, we met only two people on two of the Orkney Islands who were not obviously 
related. Unfortunately I cannot trace back to that Gilbert in an unbroken line because 
the church in Ham (spelled "Hohm") burned down about 1805 with all the parish records. 
I descend from a Gilbert Laughton born in that parish between 1 770 & 1 775 - there are 
four such born in that period (!), three of whom had mothers with names common in my 
line." 

A copy of the genealogy chart that was sent with the above note has been transcribed to computer 
format and is updated on a regular basis, or might I say a "never ending" basis. 

The letter of January 20, 1981 came with the first copy of the family tree (genealogical chart) that I 
had seen, in response to a local resident who saw the newspaper article about the birth of our 
triplets. The second letter of August 22, 2003 was in response to my request for more information 
about Uncle Paul's father (my grandfather - George Van Wyck Laughton) for my Great War Website , 
which chronicles his exploits during WW1 in France. The third letter of April 6, 2004 came as a 
result of the publication of the story on Mary Buckley Laughton in the Toronto Star, which without 
doubt was the initiative to get me started on this Family Tree Website .

One of the more interesting letters that was discovered in the search for our roots was the letter from 
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Archie Laughton to John Ivan Laughton in 1960. This letter tells of the origins of the Laughton 
Family on the Orkney Islands from the beginning until the closure of Vigga. This letter has been 
transcribed and posted on a new page called Orkney Roots , as it is a most interesting story. I hope 
you will take the time to read the letter and check out the maps and sketches that Archie provided in 
1960. 

Uncle Paul has certainly prepared some interesting letters and memoirs to record the family history, 
all of which contain perhaps the most detailed information on the family history that is available. 
Initially most of the family history associated with Uncle Paul's story and chart appeared here on this 
page, but as the project moved forward much of the information that was specific to a branch or 
person was moved to a separate page. The genealogy charts are now available as JPEG images, 
WORD documents or Adobe PDF documents on the Genealogy Page . 

In February 2009, Cousin David (Paul's son) came to Milton to deliver the files that Uncle Paul had 
prepared for sorting, filing, scanning and publishing so that I could update the web site. Included on 
the files are a number of documents that detail the history of the Laughton families in a "story 
format". In a short while, those stories will appear here. Specific details will be added to the pages 
of the branch or person to whom it applies. 

Here are those stories, in the words of the original authors: 

M John Ivan Laughton Collection 

■ Letters of Edward Laughton and John Ivan Laughton, May-June 1960 

■ establishing the connection between various family members 

■ Edward was writing from 111. 770 Grant Street in Manheim, Pennsylvania USA 

■ Edward notes his father John 1829 and John's brother Jerome 1834 had been in 
Hamilton and Niagara-on-the-Lake, prior to settling in Walkerton (my note: this 
suggests the settlement in Walkerton may be much later than what previously 
thought, as it had been assumed they went there directly after emigration to 
Canada in 1853) 

■ John Laughton moved from Walkerton to Niagara Falls, New York USA in 1892 

■ David Laughton (year - not on chart), the son of David Laughton 1841 (i.e. not 
John 1829 son David) did come to Walkerton, but Edward says that after a couple 
of months he returned to Orkney 

■ Ivan responded to Edward to let him know that he had also received letters from 
Scotland and all of these had been sent on to Julia Laughton 1866 in Niagara 
Falls (assume USA), as Julia had kept in touch with the Orkney clan 

■ John Ivan referred to "Tot" (he said "Dot") who was living in Toronto (Louise Van 
Wyck Laughton 1892) and for some reason indicated that he did not think she 
would respond to any queries 

■ John Ivan refers to John Campbell Laughton as a "unique lad, boy of the outdoors 
and likeable" but notes that the other "half" brothers and sisters did not have 
much to do with father John Hugh 1859 after he married Katie May Campbell 

■ Herbert Laughton 1887 is noted to have had been living at 2316 Jackson Street in 
Wilmar, California USA (near Los Angeles), however he had died in 1950 

■ Ida Laughton 1881 is noted to have died young and her sister Lillian married a 
Dinsmore, lived in Toronto, died of cancer without children 

■ Edward notes that his wife "Bert" is still alive in 1960 but is failing (note: she died 
November 10, 1964) 

■ Julia and Margaret (says 86 on 17th - correct as born June 17, 1874) are in poor 
health (note: Julia died in December that year and Margaret in 1964) 

■ my note: Edward 1876 and his wife are buried in Niagara Falls Ontario, in a 
different plot but the same cemetery as John 1829 - when did he go back to 
Niagara Falls? 
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■ Scots Ancestry Research Society, January 19, 1961 

■ lists members of John Laughton 1801 & Jane Spence family 

■ comments on link to Gilbert Laughton & Margaret Miller 

■ check to make sure details of Gilbert Laughton are up-to-date on the web site 

■ John Ivan to George Van Wyck Laughton, February 1, 1964 

■ comments on 2 marriages of John Hugh Laughton 1859, father of George 

■ notes that John Laughton 1829 moved from Walkerton to Niagara Falls USA in 
1892 

■ John Hugh Laughton 1859 and David Laughton 1861 stayed in Canada, so we 
must assume that all the others went to the USA with father John 

■ David 1861 moved out west, John 1859 stayed in Ontario 

■ refers to photographs and other family details (will try to collect all photographs 
from Ivan - a lot have been sent in 2008-2009) 

■ George Van Wyck Laughton Letter to John Ivan, December 1965 

■ George confirms to John Ivan that John Hugh 1859 was his father, connection 
complete 

■ George reports that only he has surviving children and that Harry was the only 
other to have a child, who died 

■ George comments on his service with "an English Regiment" in the Great War, as 
a casualty in 1917 (we know that to be at Passchendaele), work with the 
government after the war and then to MacLean Hunter Publishing Co., expecting 
to retire the following year (1966) 

■ Louise and George left Parkhill for Toronto after their father John Hugh Laughton 
married very soon after the death of their mother 

■ Edward in Manheim Pennsylvania (1 1 1 North Grant Street) is the only contact that 
George has with his fathers family, then 87 years old in 1965 and drives no more 
than 20 miles per hour 

■ George had only faint memories of one of his fathers brothers that went to British 
Columbia (and his supposition was correct, it was David 1861) 

■ interesting note that Uncle Paul was restricted from service in WWII due to his 
advanced chemistry knowledge on explosives, work he was doing at the 
University of Toronto 

■ Paul Laughton and John Ivan Laughton Letters, Summer 1971 

■ notes that David Benson Laughton 1920 is Consul General in Seattle 

■ planning to meet in British Columbia, Paul sent his charts and notes 

■ notes that "Louella" was a nickname for Louise Estelle Laughton (nee Van Wyck) 

■ questions about Laughton's in the Orkney's (Julia's cousin & Willie - 1939 letter) 

■ Joan & Joan Ivan Laughton Christmas Report 1998 

■ contains PREHISTORY report based on discussion with Norm Laughton 1917 

■ no death record of John Laughton 1801 as death records for 1796-1854 are blank 

■ John 1801 lived on 52 acre farm called "Vigga", County of Orkney with 9 children 
and 2 servants 

■ John has "passed on" in 1851 census and Thomas 1831 is the head of the family 

■ John 1829 had moved to Kirkwall (on island off tip of main Scotland) and became an 
excellent carpenter, but emigrated to Canada due to lack of jobs on May 20, 1853 
aboard the S. S. Jamaica (other reports suggest Jerome 1834 emigrated with 
John 1829) 

■ supposition that the Laughton's came to Canada with many other Orkney men in 
the recruitment drive from the Hudson Bay Company (HBC white men were 78 % 
Orkney men) 

■ Paul Laughton letter to John Ivan Laughton, January 17, 1999 

■ details on the children of Paul MacDonell Laughton 1923 (Mary Frances 1951; 
David 1953; Brian 1957; Keith 1961) 

m details on the siblings of John Hugh Laughton 1859 
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Paul had communicated with Lily Laughton in Orkney's (check to see if husband 
mentioned as "Archie" matches "Dinsmore" on the chart - nope letter refers to son 
and they had none!) 

■ discusses family of Edward Laughton 1876 

■ states that Louise Estelle Laughton is buried nearby (as in close to Jerome's 
grave in Walkerton - that must be checked!)

■ Ancestors of Paul MacDonell Laughton 

■ Newspaper death notice for John Hugh Laughton 

■ Controversy of two (2) John Van Wyck Laughton children (unresolved) 

■ John Laughton 1829 died in Malton, Ontario June 9, 1896 (not in USA) 

■ John initially farmed in the Malton area after arriving from Orkney in 1853 

■ Julia 1866 raised the twin boys (John & William 1913) after parents deaths 

■ Edward also lived with Julia for several years before his death in 

■ Niagara Falls USA address is 1315 Niagara Falls Avenue, Niagara Falls NY 

■ details of note from Julia to William on his 21st birthday on July 27, 1934 

■ Newspaper death notice of Julia Laughton December 30, 1960, includes detailed 
lists of relatives and locations at that time 

■ names of direct line of Van Wyck's, family of Louise Estelle Van Wyck (add to Van 
Wyck page) 

■ extended details of Van Wyck lineage 

■ Descendants of Gilbert Laughton 

■ contains details on the children of Elizabeth and Jane 

■ details in letter written by John Addison Corbett Laughton to "El & Bill". Logic tells 
us that was his cousin William Alfred Laughton 1913 "Bill" and his wife Eleanor 
"El". 

■ many mentions of "have Remembrance Book" so that will tell who wrote these 
notes 

■ William Severn Laughton owned and operated "Laughton Creamery & Dairy" 

■ details of William Alfred Laughton (extract and add to page for William Severn 
Laughton) 

■ Laughton/Milley Family History (very detailed, please read for yourself!) 

■ 1993 document, as refers to 50th anniversary in 3 years, that being 1946-1996 

■ interesting history of Charles 1919 and Paul 1923 as youngsters in Toronto living 
first on Vimy Ridge Drive (later Glenhurst Avenue) and then 254 Glenview Avenue 
(east of Avenue Road) 

■ brother "Van", as he was not called "Charlie", attended Lawrence Park Collegiate 
Institute, briefly attended University of Toronto, then dropped out to join the 
Canadian Navy in WWII 

■ Paul reports that Van eloped with Maureen to Niagara Falls and married June 22, 
1946, then off to Halifax where Van attended Dalhousie Law School 

■ considerable detail is provided on the John Hugh Laughton 1859 family in Parkhill, 
courtship of Louise, marriage in Walkerton, clerked for White's drygoods in St. 
Mary's, birth of Fred in Thedford, took over Gibb's grocery in Parkhill 

■ interesting comments about the others such as Fred, Myra, Clair, Eva, Harry and 
Mary 

■ details of George and Louise, leading up to George starting law school at 
University of Toronto (with Mary) then in 1915 joining the University C.O.T.C. 
(Canadian Officers Training Corp) and then off to serve in France and Flanders 

■ the WWI (Great War) story of George at Vimy Ridge and later being buried alive at 
Passchendaele and sent home wounded 
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Back in Canada, George was back at the UofT training soldiers for the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force contingent that was going to North Russia and Siberia against 
the Bolsheviks 

■ George went on to work for Department of Soldiers Civilian Reestablishment (now 
Veteran's Affairs) to help set up convalescent hospitals across the country, then 
started his long career at MacLean Hunter Publishing

■ this document is in 2 parts and although directed to me in parts, I never saw this 
document until it arrived in the package from David in January 2009 

■ MacDonell or McDonell, the same families mustered out for British troops, for even 
Paul got MacDonell and his mother was christened McDonell 

■ Paul comments on the many inconsistencies in the family history documents, 
responding in part to our queries on the family history - and there are some 
strange storiesl 

■ details are worth reading for the descendants of George Van Wyck Laughton 

■ Collection of Notes 1960s-1970s 

■ Miscellaneous Family Charts 

M Lindy Laughton Collection 

■ Lindy's husband "Mike" David Michael Laughton, descendant of John Laughton 1829, 
via William Severn Laughton 1872 and William Alfred Laughton 1913 

■ Norm is a descendant of Jerome Sines Laughton 1834 via Herbert Laughton 1887 

■ Herbert left Walkerton when he was 19 years old for Los Angeles where he met and 
married Gladys 

■ includes e-mail from Paul Laughton answering some of Lindy's questions 

■ Paul identifies "Willie of the Park" (who is mentioned in other letters) as William S. 
Laughton, son of David Laughton 1841 - who Paul met in 1972 when Willie was 85, in a 
nursing home, died 1973 

■ Paul's letter to Lindy of December 21 , 1998 covers a number of "interpretations" of 
names, dates and places in the family tree 

■ in the line of Mary Ann Laughton 1863, it is noted that her husband John Wesley Black 
deserted her 

■ Herbert is reported as having died on June 17, 1950 and the chart says June 7, 1950 

■ report includes copy of text Paul wrote to Captain Michael Laughton in Oahu in 1996 
(maybe the same Michael I have been corresponding with?) 

■ Lindy's letter to Paul of January 18, 1999 confirms who wrote some of the material in the 
"Paul Laughton Collection" (see above), as it is Lindy who has the Remembrance Book 
of Margaret Elizabeth Laughton 1874 

■ Lindy also has the Remembrance Book of Julia Laughton 1 866, confirming her birth and 
death dates (now corrected on the main chart) 

■ Lindy's letter of January 31 , 1999 reports on the chart sent to Paul, as noted above and 
suspected of having origins with Lindy 

■ Paul reports to Lindy in August 1999, in amongst other items, on the matter of the 
suspected ancestor of Mary Elizabeth McDonell, who we now know to be Lt. Col. John 
McDonell aide-de-camp to General Brock in the Battle of Queenston Heights, who had a

Sj Norm Laughton Collection 

■ Norm contacted me from Arizona back in 2003 (check date) and only later (January 
2009) did we come across the prior exchange with other Laughton members 

■ Norm had the pictures of Vigga (circa 1905-1910) the Orkney homestead ( see John 
1801 page ), with Thomas Laughton (Norm sent a copy to the Orkney's to get 
identification of the people in the photograph - see web page for details) 

■ also a 2nd photograph of Great War (WWI) soldiers helping at the Vigga Farm (add this 
photograph to the web page) 

■ a great news clipping from 1946 (Wilmar, California) after WWII showing 5 sons of 
Herbert Laughton 1887 with mother Gladys after arriving back from the war, all survived, 
all together the first time since Pearl Harbour 

■ family photograph (copy of copy, etc.) of the 7 sons and 2 daughters of Herbert and 
Gladys in 1934 (2316 Jackson Avenue, Wilmar, California) 

Sections of the text related to these stories has been extracted and added to the pages of the 
authors or the family members they were discussing. Copies of the original letters are posted so that 
future generations will be able to read it "as it was written". 

If you or any member of you family have other first or second person family histories, please send 
them in so that they can be added to the web site. 

One of the stories that came in the package from John Ivan Laughton in March 2009 was a letter 
from Jim Laughton of Orkney dated September 3, 1999. It relates to his Laughton Family of 
Margaret Laughton 1847 who married David Laughton "from the Park". I have included it here, 
although not our line of Laughton's, as it illustrates the history of the many Laughton Clans in 
Orkney at the time our Laughton Clan was developing.

Orkney Roots 
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ORKNEY ROOTS 

The records of John Ivan Laughton (1929) provided us with background on the origins of the 
Laughton Family in the Orkney Islands of Scotland. In addition to the specific information provided 
below, John Ivan also provided us with a historical and geographical summary of the Orkney's. I 
have scanned and "cleaned up" those documents which presented below. Before we get to that it is 
probably best if we located Vigga in the Orkney's so everyone knows where we are. 

In the images that follow you will find the old and new photograph of the Laughton Homestead at 
Vigga, as well as new 2012 Google Earth Images that show where Orkney is located and then 
additional details on the exact location. Although there was still some cloud cover during the latest 
satellite run, it is much better than the previous images. You will note the property is near the 
intersection of Greenwall Road and Woodstock Road. The GPS co-ordinates are 58°53 , 49.67"N 2° 
51 , 39.03"W, based on the Google map.

This all comes together now when you read the 1960 letter from Archie Laughton. 
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In September 2008, John Ivan Laughton 
1929 provided the project with a copy of 
a letter he received from Kirkwall, 
Orkney written in 1960 by "Archie 
Laughton". That letter provides 
interesting background on the Laughton 
clan as follows: (/ have linked it to 
people mentioned in the letter). 

Below you will find a complete 
transcription of this most wonderful 
letter, as best I could interpret the 
writing. If you wish to read it in the 
original format (I agree that has more 
impact) then you can find it here: 

Archie Laughton's 1960 letter from the 
Orkney's to John Ivan Laughton in 
British Columbia. 
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This is the sketch that I believe was 
included in the letter from Archie 
Laughton to John Ivan Laughton in 
1960. 

A Google Earth image of the Orkney 
Islands has been added to the main 
page of the ERAS so that you can see 
where these "Isles" are located. As 
noted there, the cloud cover was so 
intense that you can not see the details, 
however next time the satellite images 
are update the image may be better.

Foveran 
St. Ola 

Kirkwall Orkney 
10/4/60 



Dear John, 

Seeing that we have a common ancestor in the dim? past, I'll risk a 
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familiar approach in answer to your letter in our local paper, referring to 
the Laughton family. 

As far as we know, the Laughton's settled in a small island called Lambs 
Holm, or more frequently remembered by the Laughton's as "Lamman", 
or just "The Isles". It lies opposite the parish (or area) of Holm 
(pronounced Ham, I suspect by the Norseman who settled in Orkney 
some eight or nine hundred years ago and it means good land). I hope to 
be able to send you a map of Orkney later on so that you may have a 
better idea where your ancesters lived. 

My father, who is now 91 years of age was the last Laughton to live in 
Lamman. He had to leave it when his father died as he was considered 
too young to follow on in the farm after his father's death. 

As his memory is still fairly good for his years, I read your letter to him, 
and he could remember Tom and Dave mentioned in your letter. (My 
father was born in 1869). 

Now Tom, Dave and Jerome , or Jerry as he was called, and your great- 
grandfather John_ lived on a farm called Vigga. It was situated on the 
larger island, or what we call the mainland of Orkney, almost opposite 
Lamman. The "boys" as they called them, used to visit the Isle by boat, 
there being a stretch of water with a 6 to 8 knot tide running between, so 
you may be sure that the Laughton's of a former generation were famous 
boat-men. 

Now, there is a cousin of my fathers called Willie o' the Park living in 
Holm who is descended from the Laughton's of Vigga. We used to visit 
them in the summer months but have not seen them for some time now, 
as my father is unable to travel. I hope that he will contact you as he 
must be descended from Tom or Dave. 

I recollect my Auntie Jessie (my father's sister) speaking about the 
"boys" who went to "America" some years ago. She is hard on 90, so 
you may be sure that the Laughton's have been a hardy race. 

I am enclosing a rough sketch of some of the Orkney Islands showing 
where we live and also giving the position of the ancestral home, (insert 
map) 

The snapshot enclosed was taken about two summers ago and it shows 
a field of oats growing on Lamman. A spot of sunlight leaked into the 
picture and somewhat spoiled it, but it will give you a fair idea of the 
likeness of some of you to 2 nd cousins at this side. 

My father has been a farmer all his days, I am a mason by trade, and my_ 
boy is still at school. We looked up your place on the map and believe it 
to be near the south end of B.C. 

Now although Wllie o' the Park (people are usually named after the farm 
or house) is closer related than we are we still hope that you may find 
time to drop us a line. 
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My father would be delighted to hear from a descendant of the "boys" of 
Vigga. 

Hoping these few lines, map and sketch of islands will interest you.

Archie (Laughton) 



My comments on the letter (February 2009): 

M There is an Archie Laughton shown as the son of John Laughton xxxx, 

married to Lily, (need to check him out). Archie's boy would be John Laughton 

who is shown on the chart as having died in 1974. 
M Willie O' the Park would be William S. Laughton (1888 - 1973?) shown on the 

charts as the son of David Laughton 1841 . 
S3 There is a Jessie 1870 on the chart who is also a daughter of David 1841 and 

that would be the aunt of Archie Laughton (show location on tree) 

There are a number of questions related to the issue of David Laughton 1841 which 
should be able to be resolved by the family in Scotland. What was taken from the 
initial family tree chart from Uncle Paul may be in error.

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THE FAMILY TREE 

In May 1981 I received my first copy of the genealogy that had been assembled by Paul MacDonell 
Laughton ("Uncle Paul"), who unfortunately left us all in the fall of 2009. In 2004 I started the 
process of transposing that chart from the handwritten version of Uncle Paul to a computerized 
format so that it could be updated with time. In January 2009 Cousin David Laughton 1953 brought 
Uncle Paul's records to Milton. Using these originals and all the new information in 2009 and 2010 
from the "Other Laughton Clan" (Norm in Arizona, John Ivan in British Columbia, Lindy in 
Texas, Sue in Scotland & Hamish in Orkney), a number of the missing links have been resolved. 
There are still additions and corrections needed and we encourage anyone who is reviewing these 
charts to send in your comments. 

A copy of the original 
chart from Uncle Paul 
showed the level of 
detail that he had gone 
to in the process of 
documenting the 
Laughton Family 
History. It was initially 
difficult to interpret some 
of the information, but 
as time went on, the 
information became 
more familiar, new 
information was found in 
census documents, 
other family members 
provided updates - and 
before too long (well 
okay maybe 20+ years) 
it all began to make 
sense. 

When we had the 
opportunity to review 
Paul's files in February 
2009, we were amazed 
to see the number of 
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iterations of the chart 
and the number of other 
charts and sub-charts 
that were used to put all 
the information together. 

In April 2004, Cousin 
David Laughton (Uncle 
Paul's eldest son) took a 
number of photographs 
of documents that were 
in Uncle Paul's records. 
That complete set is in a 
separate directory of 
images . Many of those 
images have now been 
integrated into the web 
site, but not all. One of 
the images was a 
revised chart of the 
family tree, which is 
shown here. 



There were other 
variations in the 
package we reviewed in 
February 2009 and 
some of those have 
been incorporated into 
the "History Documents" 
that are discussed on 
the History Page . One 
of those items listed is 
Miscellaneous Family 
Charts. 



Using the most up-to-date information from all of the above and the great new information from the 
other Laughton Family members listed above, we prepared the revised charts for 2009 and 2010. 
As some of the information in the old charts may be important in the future to show what changes 
were made, we have moved all the charts into a separate " Chart Directory ". There you can also find 
all the charts in the various formats in which they were produced {JPEG, Microsoft WORD, Adobe 
PDF). 

The charts that we are showing here may not be the most current images of the charts, just to 
demonstrate what is available. Please check the WORD of PDF version to ensure that you have the 
most current file. 

We have broken them down into three main charts, and from the links provided here you can 
download and open any of those versions. The JPEG images should open on any computer directly 
from the hyperlink, or they can be downloaded and used in a number of standard image software 
programs, just as if they were photographs. The WORD documents can be downloaded and opened 
with Microsoft WORD, however if you do not have that program you can use the free version of 
Open Office from Sun Microsystems . The Adobe PDF documents are the standard cross-platform 
documents and should be readable on almost any computer. If you do not have the fee reader, 
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download if from Free Adobe Reader .

If you are a male from the "Laughton" path or a female from the "Kirshner/Ognoski/Laughton" path, 
you do not need to sign up for the project, as your results will be the same. This would apply to all 
of the males from the Uncle Paul side of the family (David, Brian, Keith - and all sons) as well as to 
the Ognoski Sisters (Olga, Denise, Daphne - and all daughters) as well as to Grandmother Marina 
Ognoski and Great Grandmother Emilia Kirshner. 

One of the most interesting aspects of the project was the DVD that was sent with the package that 
explains the purpose of the project, how the test program was developed, how the results are 
tracked and what it all means to the individual. Each of the family members who has seen this 
deems it to be a "Great Movie", not just another DVD. I do not have the capability to copy the DVD 
but if there is an interest, I will look to see what can be done. For local family members, drop by and 
pick up our copy for your personal viewing - it is well worth the time!

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ORIGIN OF THE Van Wyck NAME 

The Van Wyck name entered the Laughton family by way of Louise Estelle Van Wyck 
(1 860 - 1 912), wife of John Hugh Laughton and mother to the first series of sons and 
daughters who carried the Van Wyck middle name. As a youngster, I was told that I 
carried the Van Wyck name as it was decided, I presume by my grandfather George Van 
Wyck Laughton , was to be passed on to the eldest son. By that route it passed through 
my father Charles Van Wyck Laughton to Richard Van Wyck Laughton. Apparently I 
brought this short lived tradition to a grinding halt with the birth of my four daughters, 
however no sons. 

In March 2006 I found out that the Van Wyck name had not disappeared from the family, 
rather my cousin David Graham Laughton 1953 had named one of his daughters "Sara 
Juliana Van Wyck Laughton". As such, the duplicate Van Wyck photographs were 
immediately sent to Sara for preservation into the future generations. 

In Uncle Paul's letter of April 6, 2004 he refers to the origin of the Van Wyck name in his 
discussion of Barent Van Wyck Laughton: 

"Cornelius Barentse Van Wyck was the one who emigrated from the 
Netherlands to New Amsterdam (note: now known as New York) in 1660 and 
established the family farm in Flatbush, later home of the Brooklyn Dodgers". 

When David Laughton 1953 brought his father's records (Paul Laughton 1923) in January 
2009, we discovered a number of "history summaries" that had been prepared by Paul. 
One of those, in Appendix B to the " Laughton/Milley Family History " contained a concise 
summary of the origins of the Van Wyck name into the Laughton family. Thanks to 
computers and optical character recognition, we can repeat that text here: 

Louise Estelle came from a cadet branch of the Counts of Utrecht, named for the town of 
Wyck on the Rhine in N Brabant (Roman Vicus) where Jacob Van Asch Van Wyck received 
Charles I's Queen Henrietta in 1642, with Princess Henrietta Marie & her son-in-law Prince 
Wm II of Orange, in the moated family castle, now a tearoom. 

The earliest known van Wyck was Alger the Crusader -1162. Three brothers emigrated for 
New Amsterdam [New York] in 1660; one was so seasick he dropped out in England & 
founded the Van Wick's there. Of the other 2, only Cornelius Barentse, the owner of the 
original Flatbush farm [site of the Bums, the Brooklyn Dodgers] was heard of again. He was 
elected constable in 1675. Cornelius married Anna, daughter of Dominie Theodorus 
Johannes Pol hem us, b. Bern, Switzerland, 1596, minister in Drenthe, Netherlands, emigrated 
to Brazil in 1637, & became the first minister on Long Island in 1654. 

His grandson Cornelius (1702-1769) married Mary Hicks, daughter of 1621 Plymouth settlers 
& descendants of Sir Ellis Hicks, knighted at Poitiers by the Black Prince. In the next 
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generation, 2nd son Cornelius was elected to the 3rd & 4th [rebel] provincial assemblies, 
while 3rd son Gilbert, a Justice of the Peace, was a Loyalist. On 14 Jan 1768 he married 
Abigail Seabury, sister of 1st bishop Sam Seabury & greatgreatgranddaughter of John Alden, 
commander of the troops on the "Mayflower' and co-founder of Augusta, Maine, wife Priscilla 
Mullens. 

Louise Estelle was Gilbert's greatgreatgranddaughter by Samuel (1770-1815, to 
Chincuagousy Tshp -1797, Sarah Bartow, daughter of Veart, Lt in the King's Militia 
Volunteers); Cornelius (1800-?, ammunition boy at Queenston Heights, Matilda Forsythe, 
buried in Balaclava cemetery on a farm near Annan N of Owen Sound); & John (Eliza McNeill 
Phillips, d. 26 Jun 1882 at 49 yrs & 6 mths, both second marriages, her father's kilts fr 
Northern Ireland.) Her siblings were: Abigail (d. 5 Feb 1888, "at 20 years 1 1 months & 3 
days", Eugene Doberer); & John (photographer in Hanover, Alpha.) Brothers Norval & Adam 
Van Wyck lived in Parkhill, then Norval moved to Owen Sound. 

The details of this information were found in the many files and charts of Uncle Paul. It 
confused Paul when he assembled this information and remains confusing, but his notes 
and charts are detailed enough to at least sort out the MODERN day Van Wyck line ... 
almost! Much progress was made after the June 2009 visit to the Walkerton Public 
Cemetery where we found the gravestone of Eliza Van Wyck (nee Elizabeth McNeil), wife 
of John Van Wyck and mother of Louise Estelle Van Wyck. 



The earliest correspondence 
on the Van Wyck line 
appears in the letters written 
between Great Aunt Tot 
(Louise Van Wyck Laughton 
1892), daughter of John 
Hugh Laughton 1859 and 
Louise Estelle Van Wyck 
1860. The photograph to the 
right is noted to be that of 
John Van Wyck (circa 
1800s). Initially I presumed 
that this was the father of 
Louise Estelle Van Wyck 
1860, however now that the 
site visit to the Walkerton 
Public Cemetery has been 
completed and other records 
have been found, I suspect 
this is the son of John Van 
Wyck, who by the 1881 
Census Records was born 
circa 1866.

The June 2009 
trip did not result in a visit to 
the Van Wyck Cemetery, as 
it was some distance further.

The missing link in the Van 
Wyck line occurs at this 
point, as laid out in Paul's 
letter and chart (see Paul's 
Van Wyck Chart ). There is 
reference to the sons of 
Cornelius Van Wyck but no 
mention of John Van Wyck 
who married Elizabeth 
McNeil. The chart (to the 
right) shows all the links 
back up from Louise Van 
Wyck, showing John Van 
Wyck added into the Van 
Wyck line after Cornelius. 

In the prepared history of 
The Van Wyck Tree , which I 
presume was prepared by 
Paul, there is more detail. 
That refers to the marriage 
of Samuel and Sarah, the 
birth of Cornelius Van Wyck 
on June 26, 1800 and the 
marriage to Matilda 
Forsythe. All of this 
apparently came from the 
Family Bible of Gilbert Van 
Wyck. Gilbert is the Van 
Wyck often referenced in the 
Battle of Queenston Heights 
in 1812 in the 2nd Lincoln 
Militia. The document 
provides details on Mary C. 
White-Reeves who had the 
family bible and the 
heirlooms of Gilbert Van 
Wyck.

We definitely know that John 
Van Wyck did exist, as in 
the file of Paul's is the 
original of the lease for his 
property on Durham Street 
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in Walkerton. The death 
report of Elizabeth McNeil in 
Tot's 1 974 letters refers to 
the funeral procession 
leaving that property for the 
cemetery.

If anyone has information on 
the connection of John Van 
Wyck Laughton, please let 
me know. 

The June 2009 site visit to 
Walkerton did confirm that 
Durham Street exists, 
however confirmation of the 
specific address was not 
obtained. 

Included in the files from 
Paul Laughton was the 
death card, photograph and 
notice of the passing of the 
sister of Louise Estelle Van 
Wyck, daughter of John and 
Eliza Van Wyck. You will 
note that the picture of 
Abbie clearly says 
"Walkerton". 

I suspect that if we find the 
Van Wyck cemetery and 
graves in Walkerton (or is it 
in Owen Sound?), we will 
find Abbie as well. There 
are also notes that indicated 
that Louise Estelle Van 
Wyck (wife of John Hugh 
Laughton 1859) is buried in 
Walkerton as well and not in 
Parkhill. The references also 
suggest that they are in the 
same cemetery as Jerome 
Laughton (the Walkerton 
Public Cemetery) and not 
the Van Wyck Cemetery. 

The June 2009 site visit did 
confirm that Eliza Van Wyck 
(nee McNeil) was buried in 
the Walkerton Public 
Cemetery .

Abbie Van Wyck , Sister of Louise Estelle Van Wyck 
Died in Walkerton on February 5, 1888 

The 1881 Census documents show this to be 
"Abigal Van Wyck" who was of German descent 
and 1 3 years of age at the time of the Census. 
Her brother John Van Wyck was listed as being 
15 years of age. Their parents were shown as 
John and Eliza Van Wyck. There was no mention 
of Louise Estelle Van Wyck. 
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"marker stones" for what 
could be other family 
members, many of which 
had no markings.

There is no mention of 
Louise Estelle Laughton 
being buried in Walkerton.

The Parkhill 
Gravestone 
indicates that 
young John Van 
Wyck Laughton 
(JVWL) lived 
from 1896 to 
1898, a mere two 
years. The 
original chart of 
Paul Laughton, 
which we have 
confirmed from 
the available 
records, shows 
that JVWL was 
forn on August 
17, 1881 and 
died on October 
2, 1881 - a 
period of 1 month 
and 15 days. 

The Ontario 
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Death Registry 
1869-1947 (LPS 
Pilot Site ) lists 
John as passing 
on October 2, 
1881 at the age 
of 1 month 15 
days. It lists his 
birth place as St. 
Marys Ontario 
but his place of 
death as South 
Marysburgh, 
Prince Edward 
County, Ontario. 
History may have 
confused the St. 
Marys and the 
Marysburgh. 

I have not found 
a record of a 
John Laughton 
who was born in 
1896 or died in

In the package of 
information that 
came from John

The 
card was sent 
from Belgium on 
December 7, 
1915 so logic 
would say that 
Dave McAlmon 
was in the Great 
War (First World 
War 1914-1919) 
and serving in 
France & 
Flanders. 




Where did Uncle Dave go after 1891 and 
is he the same Dave that showed up in 
France in 1915 and sent the postcard to 
his niece Grace Laughton? 

We should also look for independent 
confirmation that David Laughton was in 
fact born in 1864 as shown on 1901 and 
1911 Census documents and not 1 861 
as noted by his grandson John Ivan 
Laughton. 



I was able to find 
David Laughton's 
family in the 
1901 and 1911 
Canadian 
Census, where 
we also found 
out that David 
was born in 1864 
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(we previously 
had 1861). His 
wife is listed as 
"Minnie" who he 
married in 
Brandon, 
Manitoba. 
Minnie was 
originally from 
New Brunswick. 
The parents 
David and Mary 
are shown in the 
1901 Census as 
living alone and 
in the 1891 
Census with their 
children, 

including 16 year 
old Mary (Minnie) 
and 5 year old 
David (presume 
that is "Uncle 
Dave"). 

I could not find 
any reference to 
Uncle Dave after 
1891 until he 
showed up on 
the Christmas 
Card from 
Belgium in 1915. 
There is no 
record of a 
Canadian Soldier 
in the war by that 
last name. There 
is no record of a 
McAlmon on the 
Commonwealth 
War Graves 
Commission 
registry, nor in 
the United 
Kingdom 
National 
Archives.

A few days later after I asked if he could 
send the map so I could plan a trip (check 
the sites on GPS first), Chuck sent some 
photographs that clearly show the grave 
site of Clair and Eva Laughton. There 
were others, perhaps Wickert's which I will 
need to check when I go to Parkhill.

Our Thomas Laughton 1831 appears in 
the Vigga photograph in 1905-1910 and 
certainly appears to be older than 53, 
suggesting the picture date is correct (in 
which case the man is 75+ years old). The 
question then is, did Paul Laughton 
assume that the Thomas Laughton 1831 
from the Orkney Islands that was in the 
Walkerton area was our Thomas 
Laughton? Is that then why he noted "died 

in Canada" on his chart? 

The problem was resolved when Sue 
located a number of critical documents:

The charts have been corrected to show 
this information and all of the details have 
been posted to a new page for Thomas 
Laughton 1831. 

This was confirmed in March 2009 with 
receipt of the "Letters Package" from John 
Ivan Laughton. In there was a 1960 letter 
from Ralph Bews (Orkney) who stated 
Tom died in Canada. He was talking 
about the family of Sarah Laughton 1833 
so he was referring to Tom Wooldrage, 
Sarah's son with David Wooldrage (see 
Sarah 1833 for details). 


Sue Yannaghas 
(nee Petrie -

raised this 
question again in 
her e-mails in 
February 2009.

For future reference, as the history of the family surfaces, we have set aside a 
directory on the web site for each era. You will note that the "link button" on the 
left side of the page points to the next person in line, for example, starting with 
Gilbert 1771 . The Van Wyck link is for those that want to know about the origin 
of this name in the Laughton clan of John Hugh Laughton 1859 . For those 
interested in the origins of the Laughton's in Orkney Scotland, I suggest you read 
Archie Laughton's 1960 letter shown here under Orkney Roots . 

You can also follow the list to the Laughton era that you are interested in, 
however for this list we have activated a link only for the male that led to the next 
generation leading to our immediate families. Note that there are no surviving 
families from the John Hugh Laughton era other than through George Van Wyck 
Laughton . Please follow this page down to find your place in the Laughton 
Family Tree. If you do not find it, please let us know so the site can be updated. 

The information that was initially on this site related only to the family of John 
Hugh Laughton 1859 as that is the line leading to my family (Richard Laughton 
1952) as the creator of the web site. As more and more members of the 
Laughton Clan have come forward with new information, the site has been 
expanding, so this has truly become a "Laughton Family Tree". The information 
now found here on the Laughton Family Tree has primarily originated from each 
of these descendants:

We have "put out a 
calf to the Laughton 
clan in Scotland, 
Canada and the 
United States asking 
for other cemetery 
and general 
information. 

The following path shows the family tree, linked to their own page as the 
information becomes available. The individual pages for the clan were stopped 
after the children of George Van Wyck Laughton, as the principle reason of this 
web site was to establish our roots and no additional information was received 
from George's grandchildren. I leave it to a future generations to revive and 
continue these postings, if they so desire. Parts of the family clan highlighted 
green do not have additional information at this time. Known multiple births (twins 
and triplets) are marked in blue. 

Members of the Laughton family that have served in the British, Canadian and 
American armed forces in the Great War (WWI 1914-1919) are marked with their 
Name in Bold and Service Number. Many of their service records have now 
been summarized and they are shown in detail on the Soldiers' Blog Site , where 
detailed information of a military nature is stored. We are learning more about the 
service of the Laughton Clan in the Second World War (WWII 1939-1946) and so 
we have marked those members (men and women) as WWI and/or WWII 
Service. Please let me know if you have additional information on any of the 
Laughton Clan who served in WWI or WWII, particularly if it is not noted here. 

As new members of the Laughton Clan come forward and identify themselves 
(i.e. Norm Laughton, Lindy Laughton, John Ivan Laughton) we are adding 
additional pages to the site and paths to the family tree. The project is thus 
growing past the original concept of doing only the direct line to the family of 
George Laughton 1897. Not all of the detail is shown on the web site or the 
charts at this time. If you are a "Visiting Laughton" (by birth, marriage or 
whatever!) please do not hesitate to contact us for additional information. 

We are also going back into the system to add the names of the spouses of the 
members listed, plus children where know. It is also important to document those 
couples that did not have children, thus ending a line.

On February 24, 2009 we received the first photographs of grave sites and/or memorials from 
Orkney, Scotland . Details on the location of this site and other family members I trust will follow! 

The London Mount Pleasant Cemetery was found via an Internet search and the grave site of Katie 
Campbell (2nd wife of John Hugh Laughton) was identified. That location has now been added and 
the site will be visited in the Spring of 2009. 

On July 15, 2008 I went to the Niagara Falls Fairview Cemetery to find and photograph the plots of 
John and Edward Laughton. This information came via a tip in an obituary from Lindy Laughton of 
Piano, Texas. John Laughton 1829 was the parent of each of John Hugh Laughton 1859 and 
William Severn Laughton 1872 , which lead to each of the Canadian and American Laughton clans. 

On September 1 1 , 2004 family members gathered at the Exeter cemetery to intern the ashes of 
Charles Van Wyck and Maureen Montgomery. There are photos on the web site that have not been 
edited or sorted. After the service in Exeter, I went to Parkhill and took photographs of the historic 
family plot of the John Hugh Laughton clan (the original Van Wyck Laughton clan).

There are more of our family members in Nelson B.C. but this is the only picture we have to 
date, thanks to Gerry Rempel from the CEF Research Group. William's grave stone is a bit 
misleading as he was with the CMR in WWI but was with the LER in WWII. We are working to 
correct his registration - stay tuned! 

S Orkney Scotland Cemetery 
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A page has been set up for this site based on the photograph sent in from Jack Petrie. Jack is 
the son of Annie Laughton (daughter of William 1888) and John Arnold Petrie. 

Walkerton Public Cemetery 



The site visit to the Walkerton Public Cemetery was completed on June 15, 2009. Here we 
found details not only of the LAUGHTON clan but as well the VAN WYCK clan. From those 
findings and details we were also able to go back and locate additional information on the 
history of the Van Wyck Family (we now know their names!). Not all of the family members 
were located, as the LAUGHTON stones do not give great details and the VAN WYCK stones 
and markers left questions. 

□ London Mount Pleasant Cemetery 



This is the burial location for Katie May Campbell, the second wife of John Hugh Laughton. It 
may also be the burial site of Malcolm Campbell Laughton, a previously unknown member of 
the Laughton Clan. The information and photos of Katie's grave marker were available on-line 
It is anticipated a trip will be made to the cemetery in the Spring of 2009. 

ffl Niagara Falls Fairview Cemetery 



The photographs from this site have now been sorted and summarized. I will now have to go 
back and do Exeter and Parkhill. Also introduced to this cemetery was the concept of GPS 
positioning of the site and grave markers. The stones were also cleaned before being 
photographed. Note that there are two distinct sites at Fairview - John Laughton and Edward 
Laughton.

These photographs show the headstone of George Van Wyck Laughton (my grandfather) and 
his wife Mary Elizabeth Laughton. The green box that you see in these photographs was there 
for the internment of the ashes of Charles Van Wyck Laughton . 

ffl Parkhill Cemetery 



The Parkhill photographs are shown as originals as well as a set that are marked . The 
marked ones give the location of the Laughton Headstone relative to the layout of the 
cemetery. GPS was not in my tool kit at the time these photographs were taken, but it is 
now and so I will return one day to determine that information. In the meantime, the 
Parkhill information has been upgraded as of July 2008 to show all the available 
information. We have used Google Earth Coordinates until such time as a site visit can 
be arranged. 

I will have to also find Harry Van Wyck Laughton (along with his wife Mary and son Barent), who are 
reported to be in Bellville, Ontario at a Mosoleum. 

I would appreciate receiving cemetery information (or any other details) from any other members of 
the Laughton clan. In particular, the Laughton clan in the USA needs to be tracked. 
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EXETER CEMETERY 

The Exeter Cemetery was the first one visited in this project, as that is the town where I grew up and 
where my Grandfather George Van Wyck Laughton 1897 is buried (as is his wife Mary Elizabeth), 
along with the ashes of my parents Charles Van Wyck Laughton 1919 and Maureen Montgomery 
Kennedy 1921. 

I am not sure why Grandfather Laughton was buried in Exeter, as he never lived there nor does he 
have any association with Exeter. As a young child I know of my grandparents living in Toronto and 
when they retired they moved to London, Ontario. I suspect that my grandparents were buried in 
Exeter as that was expedient for my father as that was where we had grown up and where my 
fathers law practice was based. As my parents are also now interned in the Exeter Cemetery, at the 
same location, that may have been the long term plan. 

You will note that on the stone of Grandfather Laughton the wording is LAUGHTON and then 
"George Van Wyck, M.C.". The "M.C." stands for "Military Cross", as distinction that he gallantly 
earned and was awarded by the King of England during the First World War. This is another story 
and is detailed on a separate web site for " My Hero", G. V. Laughton, M.C. in the Great War ". 
Grandfather Laughton received his Military Cross for bravery at the infamous battle of Vimy Ridge, 
as an officer of the British Army in the 26th Northumberland Fusiliers. As such, he is interned in the 
veterans section of the Exeter Cemetery. 

Although I have not seen the revised markings on the stone since the internment of my father and 
mother, I suspect that my father will have arranged for his to say "Charles Van Wyck, Q.C.". The 
"Q.C." stands for "Queens Counser which is not a military award but rather a recognition of service 
to the legal profession. 

You can access any of the larger images of those that follow by "clicking" on the image. 

The area of Exeter, Ontario is not yet 
mapped in high resolution by Google 
Earth and thus it is not possible to 
show a detailed satellite image of the 
area. 

The cemetery is located on Highway 
83 (Dashwood Road) south of 
Exeter, leading towards Dashwood.

The marker shown is for the GPS 
location of the cemetery provided by 
Google Earth which is , as follows:

On the map of the cemetery, the 
burial site is in the 2nd row from the 
top on the far left, where there is a 
small "x" marked. If you are driving to 
the location, take Highway 83 south 
! of Exeter toward Dashwood or Grand 
■"^ Bend. The plot is in "DIV 6" and is the 
2nd row and 2nd monument. You will 
notice a number of standard CEF 
veteran (military) grave markers in 
this area.

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Exeter Cemetery Map 
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This is the grave stone of my 
grandfather, George Van Wyck 
Laughton1897 , as it appeared in 
September 2004. 

For reference, George was one of the 
sons of John Hugh Laughton 1829 
who is buried in the Parkhill 
Cemetery , along with many of the 
other members of the family. As 
George was raised in Parkhill it 
probably would have made more 
sense for him to have been buried in 
the Laughton plot in Parkhill, 
particularly since he died before his 
sister Louise or his sister-in-law 
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Myra. Exeter may also have been 
chosen as his wife "Mary Elizabeth 
McDonnell" originated from Hensall, 
Ontario, just to the north of Exeter. 



The location of the LAUGHTON 
stone in the Exeter cemetery is noted 
in this photograph. The small green 
box to the left of the Laughton stone 
was for the internment of my father 
"Charles Van Wyck Laughton" on 
September 1 1 , 2004. My mother 
"Maureen Montgomery Kenned" was 
previously cremated and interned at 
the same location, but there were no 
markings at that time. 

I have not been back to the site 
since, but I must return to find out 
what the inscription reads and to 
obtain an updated photograph.

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The grave stone refers to William's time with the Canadian Mounted Rifles in the Great War (WWI: 
1914-1919) as do the records at the Commonwealth War Graves Commission and the Canadian 
Virtual War Memorial. We have sent in the information to correct these records. Details will be 
updated on William's web page as they become available ( William Muir Laughton ). 

Gerry went back to see William again on Remembrance Day 2009 to place a poppy and provide a 
soldier's salute to the fallen. Our most sincere thanks to Gerry from taking the time, not only to 
undertake this gesture, but to do so on Remembrance Day .... for a family he has never met! (click on 
image for larger scale) 
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Thanks Gerry!! 

Subsequent to receipt of these photographs, I contacted the Common Wealth War Graves 
Commission (CWGC) in the U.K. concerning the error on the marker. The CWGC then contact 
Veterans Affairs Canada (VAC) who acts on behalf of the CWGC in Canada. On March 1 1 , 201 1 I 
was contacted by Gerald Mayer of VAC who was coordinating the corrections to the grave stone. We 
discussed the changes and these were pre-approved with David Benson Laughton, the surviving son 
of William who resides in Ottawa, Ontario. The changes were approved, the work was completed and 
on November 1 , 201 1 Gerald Mayer sent us photographs, as I had requested, of the work in progress 
and the end result. Thanks to Gerald and his team for seeing to the completion of this project and to 
each of CWGC and VAC for authorizing the work. 

Following the erection of the new stone in the NELSON cemetery, our good friend Gerry Rempel and 
his daughter Geri-Lynn paid a visit to the cemetery on Remembrance Day November 1 1 , 201 1 . A 
poppy was placed for William by Geri-Lynn and a series of new photographs was sent back for our 
family tree project. Thanks to Gerry and Geri-Lynn for taking the time to remember William Muir 
Laughton in this most special way.

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NIAGARA FALLS FAIRVIEW CEMETERY 

The following photographs were taken at the Fairview Cemetery in Niagara Falls, Ontario on July 
15, 2008. A lead to this location came from the obituaries of Julia and Margaret Laughton that were 
included in the information packages from Lindy Laughton of Piano, Texas. Prior to this time we 
knew that some of the John Laughton 1829 family had been buried on the Canadian side, near the 
border, but we did not know the location. 

The cemetery was very well maintained but the marker stones had sunk over time so they had to be 
dug out and cleaned for the photographs. There are two separate locations of LAUGHTON in this 
cemetery, those being the father John Laughton 1829 and his wife Kathleen, along with daughters 
Julia, Jennie and Margaret, and what appears to be a young son Bruce. In the other location is John 
Laughton's son Edward Laughton and his wife Bertha, who is reported in Paul's records as being a 
"long term invalid". 

This was our first use of the on-site GPS readings for the initial location of the grave sites (using 
Google Earth) and for the final marking of the stone locations. Click on any of these images to them 
in larger scale. 

For those that want to download all the site photographs, including those not used in the following 
summary, they have been placed in a single zip folder that you can download here . 

The first step in the process was to 
locate the Fairview Cemetery in 
Niagara Falls, which we did using 
Google Earth Mapping. 

We were able to get a location on the 
main entrance ("drive to instructions") 
using the main address on Stanley 
Avenue opposite Maple Street. 



A general idea of the location of the 
family plots was made using the site 
map and identifiers provided by the 
cemetery. 

The information on all of the plots will 
be included in the Google Earth

GPS Location of Stones and Markers 
Fairview Cemetery, Niagara Falls ON, Canada 



As part of ongoing research in the 
"Great War Soldiers" projects, I have 
been using on-site GPS readings to 
locate specific grave stones, so it 
seemed logical to apply this to the 
family grave site project as well. My 
Motorola Q Smartphone (Co Pi lot 
GPS software; and the Holux GPS 
Receiver are shown in this 
photograph to log the location of the 
stone. 

The on-site GPS readings are "close" 
to the Google Earth locates but are 
not exact. What is important about 
these is that anyone else using a 
handheld GPS unit with the settings 
determined at the site can drive and 
then walk to the exact grave stone, 
regardless of the error in the real 
GPS readings. All handheld units will 
show the same error. Using the GPS 
readings off Google Earth I was 
within 5 metres of each of the stones. 



Using the GPS locate, the stone 
coordinates are:

Again learning from the Great War 
Soldiers Project I had found that 
when I arrived at the cemeteries 
many of the stones were overgrown 
or buried. That was certainly the 
case here as well. 

The critical tools to uncover the 
markers is a handheld grass clipper, 
a large putty or drywall knife (to cut 
our around the edges of the markers) 
and a good stiff brush. Most of the 
cemeteries have watering cans and a 
local water supply if additional 
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Marker Recovery cleaning is needed. 



If you find stones that are "dull", a 
little water prior to taking a picture 
often helps. Pictures are actually best 
taken on a slightly overcast day so as 
to avoid shadows. 




John Laughton Location 



On the assumption that someone 
else may want to go back to this 
location, or that I should return in a 
few years to check the condition of 
the markers, a site location is 
important. 

In this example, the John Laughton 
1829 stone is located 4 stones in 
from the "Emery" stone at the north 
road of Section B. It is about 6 rows 
in from the east boundary. You can 
see the "Emery" stone just to the rear 
of my truck in this picture. 

This is in Section B, Plot 0135, Grave 
2 of Fairview Cemetery.

This was the first time that I left a 
marker at the grave site to let others 
know that I had been there to clean 
the stones and take the 
photographs. I did this only at the 
John Laughton 1829 site and not the 
Edward Laughton stone.

I will need to give some thought to 
having a standard process for 
marking the visits, something that is 
durable but reasonable. In this case, 
improvising at the site, I used one of 
my business cards and a 35mm film 
canister. It is wired to the top of the 
marker, something that would not be 
available at all sites. A larger water 
proof tube that could be partially 
buried at the side of a stone might be 
a better long term solution.

The "Bruce K. Laughton" marker was 
a bit of a mystery, until we heard from 
John Ivan Laughton (grandson of 
David Laughton 1861 ) in September 
2008. Bruce's stone marker was 
more or less buried under the dirt and 
grass and it appears to be an older 
stone, as the text is hardly visible 
(until it is wet) and the only way to 
determine what it said was by touch. 

My original thoughts were that this 
was a young son of John and 
Kathleen that had died as a young 
child. It was only when the dates of 
1901 - 1904 were determined that it 
became obvious that it was the son 
of one of the daughters. To the best 
of my knowledge, Julia and Margaret 
did not marry so perhaps it was a 
young son of Jennie "R", where the 
"R" is for her married name 
"Robertson". 

John Ivan Laughton was able to tell 
us that Edward Laughton (see stone 
below) had three sons Reid, Norman 
and Bruce. Bruce was killed by a 
train at a young age (1901-1904 so 3 
years old). Edward had been looking 
after the grave sites for the parents 
and at the time of Bruce's death there 
was not yet an Edward Laughton 
grave site. 

To date, I have no other records of 
Bruce Laughton or Bruce Robertson. 
The cemetery records clearly show it 
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as "Bruce K. Laughton".

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PARKHILL UNION CEMETERY 

The Parkhill photographs were taken on September 1 1 , 2004 shortly after visiting the Exeter cemetery. At 
that time, GPS was not available for marking the cemetery and stone so the readings shown here are taken 
from Google Earth. As time permits, I will return to the site to get the actual readings, as done for Niagara 
Falls in July 2008. 

The Parkhill cemetery is the final resting place for the majority of the siblings of John Hugh Laughton 1859 , 
son of John Laughton 1829 who is buried in the Niagara Falls cemetery. John Hugh's son Harry Van Wyck is 
in a mausoleum in Belleville, Ontario. George Van Wyck Laughton , my grandfather, is buried in the Exeter 
cemetery, with his wife Mary Elizabeth and my parents Charles and Maureen. The records suggest that son 
St. Clair Van Wyck Laughton is also buried in Parkhill but there is no record of him on the stone, nor is there 
any mention of his wife Eva. Family records suggest that Clair was a bit of an outcast and so he may be in a 
separate plot, or just not recorded. I will need to investigate that further. Eva was living in Grand Bend and I 
knew her as a youngster but do not recall her death or funeral. I never met St. Clair. 

Also not mentioned on the family stone in Parkhill is John Hugh Laughton's second wife Katie May Campbell 
nor their sons Malcolm Campbell Laughton (d. 1 day) or John Malcolm Laughton ("Jack"). Katie has been 
located in the Mount Pleasant Cemetery in London , now added to the list. 

There remains confusion (or questions) related to John Van Wyck Laughton who apparently died in his 2nd 
year of life. The Parkhill grave stone says 1896-1898, however other death registers state 

A complete set of the site photographs can be downloaded as a zip file from the Parkhill ZIP link . Included in 
that file are all the "marked up" photos so that it is easy to find the family stone. I do not recall if all the family 
members had individual markers but I have to assume they did, given that the marker for Fred Van Wyck 
Laughton was found lying in the area, now propped up against the main stone. Unlike the Niagara Falls 
project in 2008, I did not go to Parkhill with the necessary equipment to dig out and clean the stones. I will 
return to do that as time permits and to look for other Laughton's in that cemetery - St. Clair and Eva. 

The Parkhill "Union" Cemetery is located in 
McGillvray Township, Middlesex County, 
more or less on the Highway 81 route from 
Grand Bend to London. The John Hugh 
family was located in Parkhill for many years 
and each of John Hugh Laughton and his 
son Frederick Van Wyck Laughton were 
Clerks of the Town of Parkhill. Daughter 
Louise Van Wyck Laughton (a spinster) of 
Terra Cotta, Ontario was in the Parkhill 
nursing home at the time of her death.

There was a loose marker for Fred Van 
Wyck Laughton lying on the ground at the 
time of the September 2004 site visit. I do 
not recall if there were other markers in the 
ground, I presume there were. 

I will return to the Parkhill Laughton stone to 
see if the other markers are there and if so I 
will clean them, as done for Niagara Falls, 
and re-photograph the site. 

I must also look for Clair and Eva, perhaps in 
another location in the same cemetery.

In September 2004, pre-GPS, I recorded the 
location of the stones based on local 
reference points. These photographs are 
shown in the ZIP FILE that can be 
downloaded from this site. That file contains 
all the raw photographs, plus those that were 
"marked up" for easy identification of the 
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Laughton stone. 

The Van Wyck Laughton stone is the 4th one 
in from the main road leading off Highway 81 
towards the maintenance area of the 
cemetery. There are 2 internal roads and 2 
large maple trees along the main road. The 
Laughton stone is the 4th large stone in from 
the main road at the 2nd large maple.

A visit to the Walkerton (now know as "Municipality of Brockton") was completed on Monday June 
15, 2009 by Richard Laughton. Preparation for the trip was enhanced by the assistance of Sheila 
Barber from the town. Have a good idea of where the gravestones were located was a great asset! 

Locations were provided via site maps for the two areas where the Laughton and Van Wyck grave 
stones were located. You can download this document here: Walkerton Public Cemetery Layout .

The site was located using Google 
Earth which gave coordinates to the 
from gate off Cemetery Road as 

follows: 44° 6' 58.59" N 81° 8' 

42.14" W which was spot on using a 
portable GPS unit to drive to the 
site. The digital GPS readings taken 
at the site were: 44.1162 N 
81.1449W.

The two stones of Jerome Laughton 
and Lillian Dinsmore (nee Laughton) 
are located in the North East 
Section of the cemetery. 

As you enter the cemetery there is a 
roundabout that encircles a small 
Chapel and maintenance building. 
These two stones are about half 
way down the left side road. 
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General area of the Laughton Gravestones, looking 
south east Approximately parallel to the centre of the 
chapel on the roundabout. 



Jerome Laughton 1834 was born in 
the Orkney Islands (Scotland) and 
emigrated to Canada in May 1853. 
He is buried with his wife Jean 
Laughton (nee Smith), also from the 
Orkney Islands.

Died: January 30, 1925

Jean Laughton 

Born: December 16, 1854 

Died: 1935

Records show that they were 
married on July 16, 1874. Jean 
Smith was from a neighbouring 
parish in the Orkney Islands. 

Note: if Jerome came to Canada in 
1853 with brother John, that means 
he married Jean in Canada - see if 
Gravestone of Jerome and Jean Laughton. we can find details. 



The rear or reverse sides of the 
majority of the gravestones show 
the family name in large letters. 

This certainly simplifies the process 
of find the stones from a distance! 
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Reverse of Jerome's gravestone visible from road, 
looking east. 



The quality of the text on the front of 
the stone appears to be excellent 
and certainly not what would be 
expected from a stone put up in 
1925. I wonder if it was cleaned or 
repaired at some later date, perhaps 
only when Jean was interred in 
1935. 

Jerome's children are listed as: 

William S. Lauahton 1879 - 

Herbert Lauahton 1887 - 1950 
Ida Lauahton 1881 - 1891 
Lillian Lauahton 1889 - 1939 

| Ida died at 10 years of age in 
Walkerton but there was no 
indication of her burial at this 
location. Lillian is buried next to 
Jerome and Jean.

^ Lillian Laughton 1889 was the 
second daughter of Jerome and 
Jean Laughton as he stone lies 
immediately beside (to the north) of 
her parent's gravestone. 

There is no wording to indicate that 
Harry Dinsmore is buried at that 
location. 

We do know that the first daughter, 
Ida Laughton died at 10 years of 
age and is buried in Walkerton. 
There was no mention of her name 
on the gravestones and no sub- 
stones to indicate a child burial. 

Is Ida perhaps in the other plot that 
was owned by Jerome Laughton 
(see below about empty plot). 



We have no records at his time of 
Harry C. Dinsmore and where he is 
buried. It does not appear to be at 
this location. 
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Alternatively did Harry die later and 
his name was never added to the 
stone? Perhaps the Walkerton burial 
records will provide an answer to 
that question. 

We may not find the answer to these 
questions until years from now when 
the census records for that era are 
released.

This picture shows the general 
location of where the Laughton and 
Dinsmore grave sites are located. 

Note the Chapel building is to the 
| rear of the stones in this picture. 

There are no "ground stones" in the 
8 vicinity of these markers, as are 
sometimes used to identify who is 
buried in a family plot.

This general area was marked by 
the Town of Walkerton as a plot that 
was owned by Jerome "Jerry" 
Laughton. The notes from the Town 
suggest that he was buried here but 
the stone shown elsewhere shows 
he and Jean are buried in the same 
location. 

There are a number of possibilities 
here: 

1 . The area is empty and Jerome 
still owns a plot in Walkerton 
that has not been used. 

2. Perhaps Ida, the daughter who 
died at age 10 is buried here 
as that would have been well 
before the death of her 
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parents. 

3. The plot was sold to another 
person by Jerome or Jean and 
there is another "unmarked 
burial" in this area.

We now move to the Van Wyck area 
of the Walkerton Cemetery in the 
North West section. 

The Laughton's and Van Wyck's 
became connected in Walkerton 
when John Hugh Laughton 1859 
married Louise Estelle Van Wyck 
1860. 

John Hugh Laughton was the 
nephew of Jerome Laughton, son of 
John Laughton 1829 . 

Eliza Van Wyck, who is named on 
this stone was the mother of Louise 
Estelle Van Wyck (see pictures 
below). 




This is the Van Wyck stone as first 
seen on June 15, 2009. Like many 
of the older stones of this era in the 
cemetery it was incrusted with what 
appears to be a "moss", as it is dry 
and easily scrapped off - but will not 
brush off. 

The bottom of the stone could not be 
read due to the build up of this 
material. I used a putty knife to scrap 
off that part of the stone so I could 
read the inscription. 

The top of the stone reads as 
follows: 

"In memory of Eliza Van 
Wyck, wife of John Van 
Wyck, died June 26, 
1882 aged 49 years 6 
m s

name, it was back to search for 
"Eliza Van Wyck".

Eliza Van Wyck was "Elizabeth

The census records say John Van 
Wyck is "German", we were always 
told it was Pennsylvania Dutch. 

Did Grandfather George Van Wyck

ancestors - the Germans? John 
would have been George's 
"Maternal Grandfather". 



In addition to the main Van Wyck 
stone there are a number of smaller 
markers. It is not possible to state 
conclusively that these are related to 
the Van Wyck stone, however the 
fact that one is marked "E.V." (Eliza 
Van Wyck) suggests that to be the 
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case. 

Of the other three, one clearly says 
"Grandma" and the other "Baby". 
For a fleeting moment I thought it 
said "Abby" which would have been 
for Abigal Van Wyck. We have her 
death card and information on the 
Marking stones in front of Eliza Van Wyck Gravestone. Van Wyck web page. 

There is nothing in the records 
stating that a "baby" died and was 
buried, however it may have been 
very young or even at birth, thus not 
recorded in the family history. It may 
have been recorded in the Family 
Bible, which unfortunately is not in 
my posession. 

The burial records for Walkerton will 

need to be checked to see if there 

are any listings of who is interned at 
Unmarked stone and other marked "E. V. " each site

For future reference, as the history of the family surfaces, we have set aside a 
directory on the web site for each era. You will note that the "link button" on the 
left side of the page points to the next person in line, for example, starting with 
Gilbert 1771 . The Van Wyck link is for those that want to know about the origin 
of this name in the Laughton clan of John Hugh Laughton 1859 . For those 
interested in the origins of the Laughton's in Orkney Scotland, I suggest you read 
Archie Laughton's 1960 letter shown here under Orkney Roots . 

You can also follow the list to the Laughton era that you are interested in, 
however for this list we have activated a link only for the male that led to the next 
generation leading to our immediate families. Note that there are no surviving 
families from the John Hugh Laughton era other than through George Van Wyck 
Laughton . Please follow this page down to find your place in the Laughton 
Family Tree. If you do not find it, please let us know so the site can be updated. 

The information that was initially on this site related only to the family of John 
Hugh Laughton 1859 as that is the line leading to my family (Richard Laughton 
1952) as the creator of the web site. As more and more members of the 
Laughton Clan have come forward with new information, the site has been 
expanding, so this has truly become a "Laughton Family Tree". The information 
now found here on the Laughton Family Tree has primarily originated from each 
of these descendants:

We have "put out a 
calf to the Laughton 
clan in Scotland, 
Canada and the 
United States asking 
for other cemetery 
and general 
information. 

The following path shows the family tree, linked to their own page as the 
information becomes available. The individual pages for the clan were stopped 
after the children of George Van Wyck Laughton, as the principle reason of this 
web site was to establish our roots and no additional information was received 
from George's grandchildren. I leave it to a future generations to revive and 
continue these postings, if they so desire. Parts of the family clan highlighted 
green do not have additional information at this time. Known multiple births (twins 
and triplets) are marked in blue. 

Members of the Laughton family that have served in the British, Canadian and 
American armed forces in the Great War (WWI 1914-1919) are marked with their 
Name in Bold and Service Number. Many of their service records have now 
been summarized and they are shown in detail on the Soldiers' Blog Site , where 
detailed information of a military nature is stored. We are learning more about the 
service of the Laughton Clan in the Second World War (WWII 1939-1946) and so 
we have marked those members (men and women) as WWI and/or WWII 
Service. Please let me know if you have additional information on any of the 
Laughton Clan who served in WWI or WWII, particularly if it is not noted here. 

As new members of the Laughton Clan come forward and identify themselves 
(i.e. Norm Laughton, Lindy Laughton, John Ivan Laughton) we are adding 
additional pages to the site and paths to the family tree. The project is thus 
growing past the original concept of doing only the direct line to the family of 
George Laughton 1897. Not all of the detail is shown on the web site or the 
charts at this time. If you are a "Visiting Laughton" (by birth, marriage or 
whatever!) please do not hesitate to contact us for additional information. 

We are also going back into the system to add the names of the spouses of the 
members listed, plus children where know. It is also important to document those 
couples that did not have children, thus ending a line.

HOME PAGE REGISTER FOR UPDATES 
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GILBERT LAUGHTON ( circa 1771 or 1775) 

In his history of the Laughton clan, Paul MacDonell Laughton wrote of the 
founding father Gilbert Laughton: 

"My own branch was started by one Gilbert Laughton (also spelled Lachtan) who 
jumped ship from an English pirateer (yes, he was presumably a pirate!) at 
Orkney in 1674. In 1972, we met only two people on two of the Orkney Islands 
who were not obviously related. Unfortunately I cannot trace back to that Gilbert 
in an unbroken line because the church in Ham (spelled "Holm") burned down 
about 1805 with all the parish records. I descend from a Gilbert Laughton born in 
that parish between 1770 & 1775 - there are four such born in that period (!), 
three of whom had mothers with names common in my line. " 

Offspring of Gilbert Laughton: 

S3 John Laughton , born April 30, 1801 and the next in line 
ffl James Laughton, 1803 (no other records) 
S Margaret Laughton, 1806 (no other records) 

There is some question as to the origins of Gilbert Laughton, as Paul MacDonell 
has noted the destruction of the Parish records in about 1805. The "Orkney 
Genealogy" provides the LPS FAmily Search Registry which provides listings 
for nineteen (19) Gilberts or which five (5) are in the correct era of 1771 to 1775. 
If we are able to identify which is the correct Gilbert then we will also have the 
correct parents and will be able to extend the genealogy chart back one or more 
generations. To undertake this task I believe we have two options: 

1 . compile all of the parents records for the options of the 1 771 to 1 775 
Gilbert's and look for the "best match" of similarities in the name structures, 
ages and heritage. 

2. Contact the LDS family registrars at a nearby location to see if they can be 
of assistance, as it is my understanding that there were specific rules in the 
1700's era as to the naming of children based on the parents and perhaps 
even grandparents names. 

A combination of the two approaches may enable us to come to the most logical 
conclusion as to Gilbert Laughton's parents. 

These listings under " births & baptisms " (page 19) show the following options for 
Gilbert Laughton from Holm & Paplay: 
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M November 25, 1971: Gilbert Laughton and Margaret Laughton 

S3 December 4, 1 771 : Gilbert Laughton and Margaret Laughton (different line) 

ffl July 11,1 771 : James Laughton and Barbara Maxwell 

H June 6, 1774: William Laughton and Mary Mowat 

M March 14, 1775: John Laughton and Janet Laughton 

In all of the cases noted above the name is actually spelled "Laughtan" and the 
only "Laughton" listings for Gilbert occurred between 1668 and 1725. That is 
unrealistic, as that would put Gilbert at 50 not 25 for the birth of John Laughton. 
We will need to do some sleuthing to figure out all the combinations and 
permutations of these various Gilberts as parents and/or grandparents to our 
Gilbert Laughton.

JOHN LAUGHTON (1801 - unknown) 

Gilbert Laughton and Margaret Miller gave birth to at least three children, namely John Laughton (April 
130, 1801); James Laughton (October 23, 1803) and Margaret Laughton (April 9, 1806). Our John 
Laughton of 1801 is the first of three John Laughton men in our direct genealogical path. 

As of February 2009 we are tracking 4 family lines out of John Laughton 1 801 , as shown on the 
'index bar to the left as John Laughton 1829 , Thomas Laughton1831 , Jerome Laughton 1834 and 
[David Laughton 1841 . The ability to track the lines other than John 1 829 is a direct result of the 
nvolvement of other Laughton Clan members. 

ohn Laughton 1829 led to the 2 family lines being followed under John Hugh Laughton 1859 (the 
ntario, Canada clan) and William Severn Laughton 1872 (emigrated to Detroit USA) taking us to the 
Oklahoma (Dr. William Alfred Laughton) Texas (David Michael Laughton) clan. 

Uerome Laughton 1834 led further to Herbert Laughton1887 (emigrated to USA in 1906), father of 
Norm Laughton 1917 (the Arizona Laughton clan). 

lit all started out at the farm called Vigga in the Holm Parish of Orkney, a Scottish Island in the North 
|Sea. If you have not read the letter about the origin of the Laughton Clan in Orkney, you just might 
want to go back and read Archie Laughton's 1960 letter to John Ivan Laughton. The letter has been 
transcribed to ease the reading process! Included with the letter is a sketch of the island showing the 
ocation of Vigga.

The March 2009 package of information from John Ivan Laughton 1929 contained a few summary 
paragraphs on John Laughton 1801: 

JOHN LAUGHTON SR. b. April 4/1801 d. 1841 or 1851 took a wife, JANE (nee) SPENCE) 
b. ( ? ) d. ( ? ) and that lived in a suburban or a farm area (96 acres) called Vigga in parish 
of Holm (pronounced Ham). It is uncertain how they came by this parcel of land, but in a 
letter that I received from NORMAN LAUGHTON (related to JEROME side) stating that he 
was taken by ARCHIE to JAMES LAUGHTON of Easterbister, Holm Parish, who also was 
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a descended from Jerome's sister, but apparently he. had found old rental records 
showing his direct line on the same farm Easterbister, clear back to 1467: When from 
some time in the 1500's the name had been spelled several different ways until it was 
spelled LAUCHTANE in 1467. NORMAN looked farther in JAMES LAUGHTON'S book 
and found in 1447, the LAWTFUT brothers, DAVEY, WILL, and JOHNE.Iisted as 
witnesses,. We found 5 males names, THOMAS, DAVID, WILLIAM JAMES and JOHN 
over and over. They always named their first son their name. 

There is one other story that is before written history and it 3 brothers (O'LAUGHLIN ) 
came over from Ireland and settled in the Orkney's. 

JOHN LAUGHTON SR. and his wife JANE (mentioned above) had eight children, (see 
below and other areas as it appears there were nine children Margaret is missing here) 

BETSY b. May 23/1 825 
JEANb. July 19/1826 

JOHN b. August 15 or 21/1829 (came to Canada with his bride) Sarah b Feb. 
15/1833 

Thomas Nov or Dec. 1833 

Jerome . Feb. 11/1834 (came to Canada and remained) 
Maryb. May 2/ 1836 

David b in 1840 (came to Canada , stayed a few months then returned) 

John Laughton married Jean Spence on July 1 1 , 1824. The records of Paul MacDonell Laughton 
show that there were nine (9) children, each of which were confirmed in the CJCLDS Register . 
These records also confirmed that it was Jean Spence that he married and not Jane Spence, as that 
was previously unknown. Further review of the records suggest that in Orkney the names Jean and 
Jane are used interchangeably. 

In June 2008, Lindy Ryan Laughton (Granddaughter-ln-Law of William Severn Laughton 1872) of 
Piano, Texas sent me a picture of the Laughton Homestead in the Holm Parish, Orkney Islands, 
Scotland. I have included it here under John 1801 as a number of his offspring are in the picture, as 
listed below. You can click on the images to get full scale. In February 2009, Sue Yannaghas (nee 
Petrie - Great Great Granddaughter of David Laughton 1841) sent a photograph of Vigga as it 
appears today. Definitely different but you can see the resemblance to the buildings. Another picture 
of Vigga during the Great War is provided on the page of Thomas Laughton 1831 , who tool over the 
farm after the death of his father and when John 1829 and Jerome 1834 went to Canada. 

Lindy Ryan Laughton has provided the Family Group Sheet of John Laughton 1 801 (in PDF format) 
that provides extensive details on himself, spouse and children. (Note: check this new information

(perhaps via Norm Laughton, Sun City, Arizona) 
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contacted me at the same time I was organizing 
and interpreting the files that I had received from 
the Paul Laughton Collection . As Sue had 
recently been to Vigga, I asked her if she had a 
photo - so here it is, over 100 years later. It is 
hard to tell if the old home was torn down and a 
new one built or if the old home became one of 
the barns. The resemblance is striking! 

John Laughton 1801 who appears to be the 
primary link to Vigga was Sue's Great Great Great 
Grandfather and David 1841 (married to 
Margaret) was Sue's Great Great Grandfather. 
Following that line was David's son "Willie" 1888 
(who is noted in Paul's files) was Sue's Great 
Grandfather. Willie's daughter Annie was Sue's 
paternal grandmother. 

All of the families are shown in the new Genealogical Charts , which are being constantly updated as 
the new information is being received. 

These are the offspring of John Laughton 1801, as updated with new information that was not 
provided on the original chart prepared by Paul Laughton 1923 . The 1841 Census from which a great 
deal of this information was taken indicates that John Laughton 1801 was a farmer born in the 
Scottish County of Orkney. The marriage of John and Jean/Jane took place took place in St. Andrew's 
Parish on July 5, 1859 and the christening of the children was in the Paplay Parish. 

M May 23, 1825: Elizabeth Laughton who married Archibald Foubister 

M December 17, 1826: Margaret Laughton, for which there are no further records 

H July 19, 1828: Jane Laughton who married William Sinclair on December 10, 1857 

■ Jane is shown widowed in the 1881 census 

* Jane's children listed as son William and daughter Isabella, both 19 in the 1881 census 
(possible twins - earlier than the 1913 twins of William Severn Laughton) 
S July 21,1 829: The second John Laughton 1829 (in the direct chain to my heritage) who married 

Catherine (or Kathleen - on the grave stone ) Murphy. Catherine died on March 26, 1896 and 

John died shortly thereafter on June 9, 1896. 
M April 7, 1831 : Thomas Laughton who we now know married Ann Petrie and had a daughter

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ELIZABETH LAUGHTON (1825 - ) 

We do not have a lot of information on Elizabeth "Betsy" Laughton, other than that she was the 
youngest daughter of John Laughton 1801 . Her records show she was christened on May 23 1825 
and that she married Archibald Foubister in 1851. Betsy and Archibald had 4 children (James, 
Isabella, Jean and Mary). 

A detailed genealogical chart (family tree) of Betsy and Archibald was included in the package of 
materials provided by John Ivan Laughton in March of 2009. That information has been scanned 
and is now available from the documents directory:

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JANE LAUGHTON (1828 - ) 

We do not have a lot of details on Jane Laughton 1828 other that she was the third 
daughter of John Laughton 1801 and that she married William Sinclair on 
December 10, 1857. Jane (or Jean - the names appear to be interchangeable in 
Orkney) had four children - Jemina, John, William and Bella. 

We should note that William and Bella are "twins" so this is the earliest yet of the 
twins from a Laughton, although in this case they did not carry forward under the 
Laughton name. 

We have a detailed family tree in the documents from John Ivan Laughton that were 
provided in March 2009: 

M Family Tree of Jane 1828 and William Sinclair 

Further review of the letter package of John Ivan Laughton also revealed a letter of 
December 12, 1939 to "Cousin Julia" (that would be Julia Laughton 1867 - daughter 
of John Laughton 1829 ), from u Teenie Sinclair". Logic tells me that this letter was 
written by the daughter-in -law of Jane Laughton 1828, namely Christine Sinclair 
(nee Stewart). Christine married William Sinclair. This interesting letter reports on 
the situation at the outbreak of the Second World War and the censorship being 
applied to the Laughton family letters from Orkney, Scotland.

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THOMAS LAUGHTON (1831-1921) 

Thomas Laughton was the 2nd son of John Laughton 1801 and Jane Spense 1802. Details on 
Thomas were initially confused, as the information on the original family tree chart was incorrect. 
Thanks to Sue Yannaghas (nee Petrie) for her research in Scotland and correction of the 
information, as noted here. 

Additional information on the line of Thomas Laughton was included in the March 2009 package 
from John Ivan Laughton. Included was a short family tree of Thomas Laughton and a May 1960 
letter (in response to his Orcadian posting) from an Annie Jean Groundwater of Montrose, 
Ontario. Annie Jean mentions that she recalls Tom Laughton and his one daughter Maggie Jean, 
whom she presume correctly was deceased. Thomas Laughton married Ann Petrie and had one 
daughter Maggie Jean (December 6, 1865 - June 17, 1940). Maggie Jean married William 
Berston (or may be Berstane) on March 30, 1922.

The original family tree charts of Paul Laughton indicate that Thomas Laughton (see John 
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Laughton 1801 ) died in Canada, apparently in Walkerton. I had always assumed that he must 
have been visiting his brothers John or Jerome. From the photograph of the homestead in the 
Orkney Islands (Vigga) we have evidence of Thomas sitting with his nephews John and David, 
sons of David Laughton 1841 . Sue Yannaghas (nee Petrie) raised this question again in her e- 
mails in February 2009.. Thomas is Sue's Great Great Great Uncle, as he is the brother of David 
Laughton 1841 who is Sue's Great Great Grandfather. 

In searching the death registers for Ontario I could find no evidence of this Thomas Laughton 
having died in the area, at least not one married to a Margaret or Maggie. What we did find from 
the LPS Registers was that there were two (2) Thomas Laughton boys born in 1831 in Orkney, 
Scotland. One of these two Thomas lads born 1831 in Scotland is listed in the 1881 Canadian 
Census as living in Egremont Township in Grey County (the Walkerton area). A farm owned by 
Thomas Laughton was found on the Township Maps of that period. That Thomas Laughton is 
listed on the Ontario Death Registry as having a recorded death of July 9, 1881 at the age of 50 
years. 

Our Thomas Laughton 1831 appears in the Vigga photograph in 1905 -1910 and certainly 
appears to be older than 53, suggesting the picture date is correct (in which case the man is 75+ 
years old). The question then is, did Paul Laughton assume that the Thomas Laughton 1831 from 
the Orkney Islands that was in the Walkerton area was our Thomas Laughton? Is that then why 
he noted "died in Canada" on his chart? 

The problem was resolved when Sue located a number of critical documents: 
M Death Certificate 

Thomas Laughton was born in Holm on April 7, 1831 and died at Vigga on November 10, 
1921. His parents were John Laughton and Jean (Jane) Laughton (nee Spence). 

M Marriage Certificate 

Thomas Laughton married Ann Petrie on January 20, 1881 in Holm. Ann Petrie was a 
spinster housekeeper and Thomas was a bachelor farmer. Ann was the daughter of Peter 
Petrie and Margaret Petrie (nee Budge). This shows Thomas married late in life at age 48 at 
which time Ann was 40. Only Ann's mother was alive at the time of the marriage 

9 Marriage Certificate: 

Margaret Jane Laughton (Maggie Jean), daughter of Thomas and Ann, was born on 
December 6, 1885. Margaret married William Berston on March 30, 1922 at the Manse, 
Holm. They were both 35 years old at the time of the marriage. William was a farm servant 
at Vigga (the homestead of Thomas Laughton) and so it is a logical assumption that Maggie 
met William while working the farm. Both Thomas and Ann Laughton were deceased at the 
time of the marriage. 

M Death Certificate: 

Margaret Jane Laughton died at Vigga on June 17, 1940 of myocarditis (congestive heart 
failure) at the age of 54.

This second picture of Vigga, in the Paul Laughton Collection received 2009 shows the 
homestead as it appeared during the Great War (191 14-1919). Although the inscription with the 
picture (written by Norm Laughton 1917 says that woman (2nd from right) is Jerome's sister 
Margaret, that is impossible as that woman would have been 88 years old at the time. My 
supposition , which differs from whoever made the hand-written notes (assume that was Paul and 
he had Tom confused) is that this lady is the daughter of Thomas Laughton, Margaret "Maggie" 
Jean/Jane Laughton. The man in the picture just might be William Berston, the farm hand that 
Maggie would marry in 1922. 




A new scan of the photograph was made from the John Ivan Laughton Collection of March 2009. 
On the reverse of that version, the following is written : 

Jerome Laughton's sister Margaret 2nd from right - others unknown. This picture was given to Norman 
Laughton 1917 by Mrs. Robson, who had been a servant at the Vigga "Farm" when Thomas owned it". 
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The resolution of the issue of Thomas dying in Holm, his wife being Ann Petrie and his daughter 
being Margaret "Maggie" Jean/Jane Berston (nee Laughton) resolves the questions in the Estate 
Letters of September and October 1940 from the Solicitors to Miss Julia Laughton in Niagara 
Falls, New York USA. They acted for the settlement of the estate after the death of Margaret on 
June 1 7, 1 940. William survived Margaret but under Scottish law of the time the property went to 
the brothers of male descendants of the brother. 
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SARAH LAUGHTON (1833 - ) 

Sarah Laughton (February 15, 1833) was the forth daughter of John Laughton 
1801 . She married David Wooldrage and had none (9) children. 

From the John Ivan Laughton March 2009 collection we were able to piece together 
pieces of information, much of which related to the children of Sarah 1833. As she 
did have a "daughter Sarah" we have to be clear about which of the Sarah ladies 
we are discussing. This gets even more confusing when we introduce Sarah "Sally" 
Dishan, the granddaughter of Sarah 1833. 

Initially this project did not intend to cover the siblings of Laughton Ladies once they 
were married, however as it now appears that this is of interest to many others who 
followed their line, we have started to expand on the family tree contents (March 
2009). Starting on this journey was possible when we received a number of letters 
in the package. Ralph Bews from Kirkwall, Orkney, who wrote to John Ivan 
Laughton, May 1 1 , 1960 knew Sarah Laughton who died at advanced age shortly 
after WWI. 

We can start here now with the list of the children and we have have found in the 
letters and then sort and investigate these individuals as more information is 
received:

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MARY LAUGHTON (1836 - ) 

Mary Laughton was the fifth and final daughter of John Laughton 1801 , born May 2, 
1836. It is reported that she never married. 

No additional information is available at this time. 
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DAVID LAUGHTON (1839/1841 - 1929) 

February 2009 also brought the addition of Sue Yannaghas (nee Petrie, from Scotland) to 
the Laughton Family Tree project. Sue is the Great Great Granddaughter of David Laughton 
(1839/1841) and Great Granddaughter of William Laughton (1888). William's daughter 
Annie (Sue's grandmother) married John Arnold Petrie. Sue has family information from 
Scotland that we might not otherwise have and most certainly has the most knowledgeable 
information about the David Laughton line. Sue has also been to "Vigga" and hopefully will 
be able to share some current pictures of the homestead with us?

In May 2004 we had conducted a 
search of the OGS "Scotland's People" 
web site and downloaded a copy of the 
wedding certificate of David Laughton 
and Margaret Laughton (her name prior 
to and after marriage). This document 
shows that the marriage took place on 
December 12, 1867.

Later on in February 2009, "Jack" Petrie (son of John Petrie and Annie Laughton) joined to 
assist daughter Sue. The web is widening once again! Jack provided a number of new 
details and they have been added to the " Chart of John Laughton 1801 ". That information 
provides details of the siblings of William Sinclair Laughton 1888 "Willie O'the Park", 
mentioned in many of the letters. 

January 2010 brought a further addition to the every-growing "Laughton Family Clan" with 
the addition of the photograph shown below of David and Margaret Laughton, which was 
provided by Hamish Crisp, son of Patricia Harcus Laughton and Jim Crisp, thus grandson of 
William Sinclair Laughton 1888 . Hamish also reported that his mother Patricia died on 
November 5, 2001 and that his father Jim Crisp is 80 years old and residing in Kirkwall,

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JOHN LAUGHTON (1874 - ) 



John Laughton 1874 was the 2nd son of David Laughton 1841. 

What we know of John's family, as shown on the chart, is that he 
had the following children: 

M John Laughton 1905 married to Jean Smith (died 1975) 

M Archie Laughton married Lily (see letters) 

■ John Laughton (says died 1974): question on this as 
Mary Frances Laughton has been communicating with 
John - check with MF - perhaps it is the Uncle John 
Laughton of 1905 that died in 1974? 

John's page is here at this time as there are a number of letters 
from his son Archie Laughton and his wife Lily written in the early 
1960's. 

No additional information is available at this time. 
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ARCHIE LAUGHTON ( - ) 

Archie Laughton was one of two sons of John Laughton 1874. We know that he was married to Lily 
and that he wrote three (3) letters to John Ivan Laughton 1929 . 

Archie Laughton is reported to have had a son John Laughton. The notes say that this son John 
died in 1974, however we have conflicting information in a 1999 letter that Mary Frances Laughton 
(daughter of Paul Laughton 1923 ) has been or is communicating with John Laughton. 

The three letters that we have from Archie that were written to John Ivan are as follows: 

M April 10. 1960: from Archie to John Ivan 

■ original of letter previously referenced on this web site 

■ sent from Foveran. St. Ola, Kirkwall, Orkney 

■ responding to John Ivan's posting in the local paper to "Orcadian" 

■ tells of the original settlement at Holm 

■ if Archie's father is 91 years old at the time that this letter was written in 1960 the I have 
something wrong on the charts as I show John Laughton 1874 and David Laughton 
1869, and a 91 year old man in 1960 would have been born in 1869 - Archie states that 
in the letter in the next paragraph 

■ refers to his Aunt Jessie, who is 90 so her 1870 birth date would be correct 

H December 20, 1960: from Archie to John Ivan 

■ speaks of desire to go work for the Hudson Bay Company in Canada 
a refers to "Willie O' the Park", his wife Annie and daughter Helene 

■ Archie's wife Lily is in the hospital 

■ Archie's father will be 92 in March 1961 - so chart date is wrong at 1874 - or wrong 
father! 

EB November 27, 19 : year unknown but some time after the 1960 era letters 

■ 3 years since his father died, so this is post 1960 but year is not noted 

■ sent John Ivan Laughton and his family a book about Orkney

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WILLIAM SINCLAIR LAUGHTON (1888 - 1973)

William Sinclair Laughton was 
born in Orkney in September 
1888 and we believe died circa 
1973. William was the 4th child 
and 2nd son of David Laughton 
1841 . We often find reference to 
William as "Willie 0' the Park" 
and it is believed that he is one 
of the last of the originals who 
was in touch with John Ivan 
Laughton 1929, Paul Laughton 
1923 and Norman Laughton 
1917. 

In the picture to the left, Archie 
refers to Willie as "Grandad". My 
chart would suggest that Willie was 
Archie's Uncle and thus John's 
Great Uncle. Perhaps though they 
all just referred to him by that 
name? 



William is also the Great Grandfather of Sue Yannaghas (nee Petrie) who is now an 
active contributor to information on the Laughton family from the Orkney Isles of 
Scotland. Sue is a resident of Scotland and the first to join the Laughton Family 
Tree Team from outside North America.

In the files that came from John Ivan Laughton in March 2009 there was an original 
letter from Eva Fou bister (nee Laughton) that was written 2 years after the death of 
Willie's wife Annie, who died of a stroke. Once we have a date of death for Annie, 
we will know the approximate date of the letter. Eva reports that she is the 2nd 
daughter of Willie and Annie, so I presume her birth year of 1915 is incorrect, as 
that is also the date given for the 1 st daughter Annie. I presume that the letter was 
written to John Ivan Laughton as it was an original from which I made the scan. 

There was also a letter from Willy himself to John Ivan Laughton in response to the 
notice posted in the Orcadian. This letter is dated April 24, 1960. 

S3 Letter from Eva Foubister (nee Laughton) 
M Letter from Willy Laughton - April 24, 1960 

In his letter of April 1960, Willy reported on the status of the offspring of the various 
Laughton family members born out of John Laughton 1801 , who was Willy's 
grandfather: 

M Elizabeth "Betsy" Laughton, christened May 23, 1915 
married Archibald Foubister in 1851 

■ family of four are all deceased 
B Sarah Laughton, February 15, 1833 

married David Wooldrage 

■ two daughters still alive in 1960 and Mary not married

| JEROME LAUGHTON (1834 - 1925) 

The following information was provided by Bruce Norman Laughton, of Sun City Arizona - 
grandson of Jerome Laughton: 

M Jerome was born in 1834 at Vigga Form, Holm Parish, Main Island, Orkney, Scotland. At 
age 40, he married Jean Smith of a neighbouring Parish. Shortly after the marriage they 
emigrated to Canada, settling in Walkerton, Ontario. 

The historical records note that Jerome traveled to Canada, most likely with his brother John, on 
May 20, 1853 aboard the S. S. Jamaica from Glasgow, Scotland to Montreal, Quebec, Canada. 
The LDS Family Search lists him on the 1881 Census as a Labourer and Presbyterian. It notes 
that he was 46 at the time of the Census (circa 1834/1835 birth year) and that living with him in 
1881 was Jane (26 years), son William (3 years) and daughter Ida (<1 year). 



There is a conflict in the dates from the above notes. If Jerome married Jean when he was 40, that 
would have been in 1874 and so if he came to Canada in 1853 with Jean he was not married. It 
may be that Jerome did not come to Canada with John but followed later. This is another puzzle 
to be resolved. 



In February 2009, access to the new 1891 Canadian Census provided information on the Jerome 
Laughton 1834 Family at the time it resided in Walkerton, Ontario. Here is a snapshot of that 
information. See also the Laughton Document Listing on this web site. 
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Jerome Laughton 1801 Family in Walkerton, Ontario. 



If we check the 1891 Census for District #51 (Bruce East) and Sub-District "Walkerton" we get a 
listing of both the John Laughton (Household #374) and Jerome Laughton (Household #191). 
Based on this census we had to correct our family tree chart that had previously indicated that "Ida 
Laughton died young at < 1 year". Clearly she is 10 years old on this Census.

Notes in the files from Paul Laughton 1923 state that Jerome was buried in Walkerton, Ontario and 
that he is located in Plot # 1363. Although we have not yet identified the exact location of this 
grave and obtained photographs, we have added the details to the Cemetery Listing for Walkerton . 
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Please note that the site visit to Walkerton was completed on June 15, 2009 and that 
the new information is now posted to the Walkerton Cemetery page. I will leave this 
page as it is for the time so that everyone has time to note the updates and confirm any 
information reported. 

Paul Laughton's notes to Diane Laughton Eden in 1981 (Vista, California ) also note that Jerome's 
daughter "Lillian R. Laughton Dinsmore", who apparently died young, is also buried at the family 
plot in Walkerton. Diane is the Great-Granddaughter of Jerome, Granddaughter of Herbert and 
daughter of Raymond Patterson Laughton, the 7th son of Herbert and Gladys Laughton. 

The Walkerton site visit of June 2009 confirms that Lillian Dinsmore (nee Laughton) is 
buried beside Jerome and Jean Laughton. A separate stone marks the Dinsmore 
grave site, however there is no reference to the husband being buried at that site (Harry 
C. Dinsmore). The dates of birth and death also note that Lillian was 50 years old at the 
time of her death (1889 - 1939). The daughter who "died young" was Ida Laughton 
who is reported to have been born in 1881 and presumably deceases (10 years) in 
1 891 . No confirmation of those dates are available at this time. 

Please go to the page of Raymond Patterson Laughton 1928 to find the package of information 
that was exchanged between Paul Laughton and Diane Eden Laughton in 1981. 
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WILLIAM S. LAUGHTON (1879 - ) 

William Laughton was the son of Jerome Laughton 1834 who emigrated from Orkney, Scotland to 
Walkerton, Ontario. 

The LPS Family Search Pilot Project revealed information on the marriage of William S. Laughton 
1882 to Susie Falubach in Detroit, Michigan on May 5, 1904 (2nd listing on the page). It is 
suspected his middle name was "Sines" as that is also what was found to be the middle name of his 
father Jerome. 




We have no further information on William 1879 at this time. 
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IDA LAUGHTON (1881 - 1891) 

Second child of Jerome Laughton 1834 and first daughter. Born January 9, 1881, so 
that would have been in Walkerton, Ontario. 

Unknown if this is the same child that is reported to have "died young". 

Suggested buried at family plot in Walkerton Cemetery . Age at death reported as 10 
years. 

There is no confirmation as to Ida's burial in Walkerton. There is a question as to 
whether she may be in the "unmarked plot" that was owned by Jerome Laughton 
that has no markers. There are no other names on the Jerome Laughton grave 
stone other than Jerome and his wife Jean. 

For additional details, please see the page that reports on the June 2009 site visit to 
the Walkerton Public Cemetery . 

No additional information is available at this time. 
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HERBERT LAUGHTON (1887 - 1950) 

Herbert (no middle name) the father of Norman Bruce Laughton who provided 
this information. Herbert emigrated to the USA from his birthplace in Walkerton, 
Ontario, where he then met and married Gladys Isabel Nichols in 1912. 



Herbert and Gladys had seven sons and two daughters, the last Norm says "was 
appropriately named Dot". 

When the information from Uncle Paul (Paul Laughton 1923) arrived via his son 
David in February 2009 there was a package of information from Diane Eden 
(nee Laughton) dating back to communications in 1981 . Diane is the 
granddaughter of Herbert Laughton and daughter of Herbert's 7th son Raymond, 
thus niece to Norman Bruce Laughton. 

A family tree (pedigree Chart) was provided by Diane at that time, along with 
notes and letters. That information is linked to the page for her father Raymond 
Laughton 1928 .

This page carries over in brief from Jerome Laughton 1834 to provide the details noted below. 

Paul Laughton's notes to Diane Laughton in 1981 (Vista, California ) also note that Jerome's 
daughter "Lillian R. Laughton Dinsmore", who apparently died young, is also buried at the family plot 
in Walkerton. Diane is the Great-Granddaughter of Jerome, Granddaughter of Herbert and daughter 
of Raymond Patterson Laughton, the 7th son of Herbert and Gladys Laughton. 

The package of information exchanged in 1981 is currently being updated by Diane Laughton 
and should be available in the Spring of 2009. The 1981 information has been removed from 
the web site pending this update. 

The sub-tree chart shows the line leading to Diane Laughton 1950, who was born at the Edwards 
Air Force Base in California. Her father, Raymond Patterson Laughton was born in Wilmar, 
California on August 29, 1928 and married Susan Gough on August 13, 1949.

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BRUCE NORMAN LAUGHTON (April 17, 1917 - ) 

Bruce Norman Laughton, who appears to have always gone by the name "Norman" is one of the 
contributors to this Laughton Family Tree, from Arizona USA. 

Norman was the 3rd son of Herbert Laughton 1877 and one of 9 children (7 boys and 2 girls).

The following information was provided by "Cousin Bruce" in his e-mail of March 15, 2005. I had 
written to him regarding a project we were about to undertake in his fair state of Arizona. 

Born Bruce Norman Laughton, on May 17, 1917, I am now the eldest living descendant 
of Herbert (No middle name) and Gladys Isabel Laughton, born October 9, 1893, my 
parents. My father is a son of Jerome and Jean (Smith) Laughton. Your Uncle, Paul 
McDonnell Laughton, told me that on his trip to Walkerton, Ontario, he found the grave of 
Jerome. Several people have informed me they could find no record of my father's 
(Herbert), birth in Walkerton, where my father said his parents told him he was born, on 
November 17,1887. 

My line of business, was, Commercial, Industrial and Military building, as the onsite Boss 
(Superintendent). Built Schools for twenty of those years. After returning from 
Guadalcanal, during WW11, where I was in the U.S. Navy's First Special Construction 
Battalion, I secured a California General Contractor's License, built 23 houses, a bunch 
of Remodels, and after 3 years paid my bills and went to work for large Contractors, 
including a two year stint in Saudi Arabia twenty five years ago. I've been retired since 
'92.

There are a large number of letters from Norman Laughton to John Ivan Laughton, all of which 
arrived in the package from John Ivan in March 2009. We have not heard from Norman in some 
time. A few of these letters contain photographs, all of which are included with the documents:

■ Norman called his mother (Gladys Isabelle Laughton - nee Nichols) to read to her the 
letter from John Ivan Laughton

A few additional photographs arrived of Bruce Norman Laughton in the April 2009 package from 
John Ivan Laughton. Norman and Ivan had been in regular contact, often about the family tree and 
the hunt to find out who was the real Gilbert Laughton who started our family line. At the time of the 
scans in April 2009 Norman was reported to be alive and well in Arizona at the grand age of 91 and 
still walking 5 miles per day. Sadly his wife Phyl had passed away (date unknown). These are the 
photographs from John Ivan's collection:

LILLIAN R. LAUGHTON (1889 - 1939) 



Lillian was the second daughter of Jerome and Jean Laughton. Reported married a 
Dinsmore and had no children. 



A site visit to the Walkerton Cemetery in June 2009 revealed that Lillian was buried in a 
separate plot, immediately to the north of Jerome and Jean. There is no mention of her 
husband being buried in that plot.

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JOHN LAUGHTON (1829 - 1896) 

Information is now being added for the family of John Laughton, based on the 
information we have received from Lindy Ryan Laughton from Piano, Texas. 
Additional information was received in the files from John Ivan Laughton in March 
2009 which are now also included. 

John Laughton 1829 is reported to have emigrated to Walkerton, Ontario Canada in 
1853, which is the start of the Laughton Clan in Ontario, Canada and the subsequent 
Laughton Clan that emigrated to the United States. He married Catherine Margaret 
Murphy on July 5, 1859. It is reported that the John Laughton 1829 and some 
members of the family moved to Niagara Falls, New York (USA) in 1892. The records 
suggest that he emigrated to Canada with his brother Jerome on the S. S. Jamaica on 
May 20, 1853. 

The Summary Card received from John Ivan in March 2009 noted that John 1829 
eloped with his bride Kathleen Murphy and set sail from Glasgow, heading to 
Montreal, on the 20th of May 1853. The summary card states that John initially settled 
in Hamilton, then Niagara-on-the-Lake and finally Walkerton. There is a note of the 
reverse of this card that relates to his sister Sarah Laughton 1833 , whose 
granddaughter "Sally Dishan" also came to America. 

In the March 2009 files from John Ivan Laughton 1929 there was a short history of the 
John Laughton 1829 clan and their emigration to Canada. Here is what was reported: 



JOHN the eldest son of JOHN and JANE LAUGHTON for economic 
reasons, left the farm at VIGGA (96 acres) and moved to Kirkwall where he 
became an excellent carpenter, but unfortunately jobs were scarce, so 
JOHN and his new bride KATHLEEN (nee) MURPHY sailed for Canada on 
the 20th of May in the yeast of the LORD 1853 from Glascow to . Montreal 
Que. on the S.S. -Jamaica. " I have seen these documents.. J. L. " My great 
aunt Julia had these in here possession, but where they got to is unknown. 
I tried to get in touch with JACK BLACK in Florida, but I think he has 
passed away and I don't know if there is any next of kin. 

Why did the LAUGHTON'S select Canada, well there are a few reasons 
how this could have have happened. Near Stromness there is spot called 
Kogin's Well which is the "watering hole" for the HUDSON'S BAY 
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COMPANY'S ships from 1670 - 1891, also Captain Cook's vessels 
RESOLUTION and DISCOUVERY took on water at the same location. 
Every year the Hudson's Bay Company agent in Strom ness recruited fifty 
to a hundred men for service in the Canadian Northwest Company. A 
century and a half ago, seventy - eight percent of all the white men 
employed by the company were from the Orkneys. So Canada must have 
have been well know to the residents of the Isles. There was vestages of 
the Norse who were migrators from Denmark, Norway and Sweden, willing 
to explore new lands. To Orkneymen the Islands have been their cradle, 
the world their home. The seas have not been limits, but highways to every 
quarter of the globe, in search of a better quality of life, just as the Norse 
left their Scandinavian homes hundred of years before. Being on the 59 a 
Latitude places the Orkneys in the same plane as 
Stockholm, Helsinki, Leningrad. Alaska Pan handle & northern British 
Columbia & must have made for a shorter growing season so for those on 
the farm with large families difficulties must have been experienced. 

In February 2009, access to the new 1891 Canadian Census provided information on 
the John Laughton 1829 Family residing in Walkerton, Ontario prior to their move to 
Niagara Falls, New York USA. Here is a snapshot of that information. This image is in 
two parts, as Maggie on Edward were on the following page.

An obituary notice for each of his daughter's (see images below) enabled us to identify 
the burial of father, mother and some of the children at the Fairview Cemetery in 
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Niagara Falls Canada . The information from the Fairview grave markers enabled us to 
confirm the dates:

A group photo of the family of John Laughton came to the surface in June 2008 via 
contact from Lindy Ryan Laughton, wife of David Michael Laughton who is a great 
grandson of this John Laughton 1829, thus grandson o f William Severn Laughton . 
Lindy's husband, David Michael "Mike" Laughton, is the grandson of William Severn 
Laughton, great nephew of John Hugh Laughton, and great grandson of John 
Laughton 1829. 

Lindy Ryan Laughton has provided the Family Group Sheet of John Laughton 1829 
(in PDF format) that provides extensive details on himself, spouse and children. This 
information has now been cross referenced against the information compiled 
previously.

The records show that John Hugh Laughton was a commercial traveller (Canada Box Company Ltd., 
of Montreal PQ) and promoter of educational endeavours, as well as being Vice Supreme Ranger of 
the Independent Order of Foresters. John Hugh Laughton was born in Niagara-on-the-Lake and later 
lived in Walkerton, St. Mary's, Thedford and finally Parkhill. There is a problem with the next 
generation of John Laughton's as we have records of one dying in 1881 (see funeral card) and another 
in 1898 (see tombstone). This is also recorded in the notes from Uncle Paul (see below). It may be an 
error on the tombstone. 

Please also see the new entry " The Boys of Parkhiir that profiles the surviving sons of John Hugh and 
Louise Estelle Laughton. This was written in March 2009 for the Middlesex County 150th Anniversary. 

In February 2009, access to the new 1891 Canadian Census provided information on the John Hugh 
Laughton 1859 Family at the time it resided in Parkhill, Ontario, having moved there from Walkerton. 
Here is a snapshot of that information. See also the Laughton Document Listing on this web site. You 
will note that some of the children that died early in life (Paul) are listed here and others had yet to be 
born (George, Edna, Bessie). Edna and Bessie also died early in childhood. This is also noted on the 
historic tombstone photographs shown for the Parkhill Cemetery.

The newspaper death notice from John Hugh Laughton says that he died at his home at 54 St. George 
Street in his 75th year (see below). This would have been in London, Ontario. The Obituary of John 
Hugh Laughton can be found at the end of this page. 

The LDS Ontario Deaths 1869-1947 reports that John's first wife Louise Estelle Laughton (nee Van 
Wyck) died on October 25, 1912 in Parkhill, Middlesex County, Ontario at the age of 52 years 9 
months.. There is a question as to whether she was buried in Walkerton or Parkhill and this report 
(although there are no original documents included) suggests that Parkhill was the likely burial 
location. This report on Louise also notes that she was born on January 7, 1860 to John Van Wyck 
and Elizabeth McNeil in Charleston, Ontario.

It appears that it was in this generation 
that there was also a geographic split in 
the Laughton clan. John Hugh Laughton

Falls, N.Y.; Edward moved to Manheim?, 
Pennsylvania and brother William Severn 
moved to Detroit, Michigan.

The records suggest that John Hugh 
Laughton resided in Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
Ontario, prior to moving to Walkerton, 
Ontario. He must have met and married 
Louise Estelle Van Wyck in the Walkerton 
area and then moved to Parkhill. After the 
death of Louise he also lived in London 
and re-married to Katie May Campbell. 

The original family tree diagram from Paul 
Laughton shows that daughters Julia and 
Jean are buried with their parents (that 
would be John and Louise) on the 
Canadian side of the border, 1/2 mile from 
the USA-Canada border.

2009 additional detail was found on the 
Van Wyck name and links, leading to a 
significant update of those pages. 
Louise's parents were identified as John 
Van Wyck and Elizabeth Mcneil. 

I was told by my parents, as a youngster, 
that the "Van Wyck" name was given to 
the oldest son in each line. It appears that 
the trend happened only twice, once when 
my father was named Charles Van Wyck 
Laughton and the second when I was 
named Richard Van Wyck Laughton. Olga 
and I had four daughters, thus the name 
was not passed on. 

Some time later I found that my cousin 
David Graham Laughton passed on the 
Van Wyck name to his daughter Sarah 
Van Wyck Laughton. As such, the 
duplicate prints of the Van Wyck pictures 
shown below were sent to Sara.

I have extracted a paragraph from the letter of Uncle Paul (Paul MacDonell Laughton) that was written 
on April 6, 2004, as it provides some details on the family during this era. Other paragraphs have also 
been extracted and inserted into the pages of the individuals. A complete copy of the letter is provided 
in PDF format on the Genealogy Page . Here is what Paul wrote: 

"As a general comment, the bits & pieces I have assembled are loaded with inconsistencies 
& contradictions. George Van Wyck's siblings are a case in point. I have all sorts of paper 
trails, the family tombstone in Walkerton, & several funeral cards. Fred, Harry, St. Clair 
[known as Clair] & Louise [known as "Tot" for reasons no one seemed to remember] Van 
Wyckyou all know. The others were: two John's, both dying in infancy, one 2 Oct 1881 at 1 
month & 15 days, the other in 1898; I also have a note of another dying at 6, but no other 
trace! Paul, the one who drowned at Grand Bend off the pier (other records say St. Mary's), 
was 1887 to 1 July 1899, age 12; Edna, who died of scarlet fever, was 1894 to 1894 
according to the tombstone, "died April 24, 1894, aged 2 years" according to her funeral 
card; Bessie was 7 Nov 1898 to 26 Dec 1905, so GVL (George Van Wyck Laughton) knew 
her well. " 

Since the birth of Fred Van Wyck Laughton in 1882, the name middle name Van Wyck has been 
carried forward, first to all the siblings and later to the eldest son. I must confess that after the birth of 
four beautiful daughters, I have ended the tradition, as there are no sons that carry the Van Wyck 
name. It would appear to me that the name comes from John Hugh Laughton's wife Louise Estelle Van 
Wyck, as each of their siblings carried the Van Wyck name. 

Some time ago, I was given two large portraits, measuring some 21" x 18" that were the origin of my 
middle name (Van Wyck). Some time later I found miniatures of these photos in the files of my father 
Charles Van Wyck Laughton , who was the grandson of John Hugh Laughton and Louise Estelle Van 
Wyck. From these notes I was now able to confirm that these were in fact the parents of Louise Estelle 
Laughton (nee Van Wyck) who married John Hugh Laughton. On the back of the pictures, clearly in 
my father's printing it was stated: 

Great Grandfather Van Wyck, father of Louise Laughton (grandmother) - the reference 
being to the grandmother of Charles Van Wyck Laughton. 

Great Grandmother Van Wyck, mother of Louise Laughton. 

The LPS Family Search Project states that the father of Louise Estelle was John Van Wyck and the 
mother was Elizabeth McNeil. The report ( LPS link ) notes that Louise died in Parkhill and that she was 
52 years and 9 months old at the time of her death. This information was confirmed as a result of the 
June 2009 site visit to the Walkerton Public Cemetery where it was clearly shown that it was "Eliza Van 
Wyck (nee Elizabeth McNeil) that was buried at that location. 
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Great Grandfather Van Wyck

Records of John Hugh Laughton showed that he operated or worked at the "Alex'r Beattie & Co" 
company in Parkhill which is noted on the original bill of sale that we have as "dry goods, groceries, 
crockery, boots and shoes". Subsequent records reported that this company became known as 
"Laughton's Grocery" and that it was owned by John Hugh Laughton. The two sides of the bill of sale 
are noted in as follows: 
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My recollection is that "Great Uncle Fred" (Frederick Van Wyck Laughton) was also in that business, 
prior to serving as a Member of the Legislative Assembly (MLA) for the Government of Ontario. We 
know that prior to serving as an MLA that Fred was the Clerk of the Town of Parkhill, as we have the 
Certificate of Appreciation issued to his brother George Van Wyck Laughton for his service in the First 
World War. You can see a copy of the certificate on the web page dedicated to Frederick Van Wyck 
Laughton . 

We have also come to learn that John Hugh Laughton also acted in the capacity as Clerk of the Town 
of Parkhill from 1903 to 1914. Fred was the Clerk of the Town of Parkhill from 1915 to 1943, so he 
apparently took over the position from John Hugh. Together they served for 40 straight years as Town 
Clerk. 

We have come across a picture of the surviving sons of John Hugh Laughton:

& Other John Laughton's (see above note from Paul Laughton regarding other John Laughton 
sons, one who died in infancy in 1898 (also on tombstone - or is that an error?), however only 
one "John" is shown on the chart - and perhaps another who also died in infancy - a John 
appears to be the one who died in 1881 - see funeral card). Was the 1st John Laughton really 
buried in St. Mary's and the 2nd one in Parkhill? The LDS Family Search project says John Van 
Wyck Laughton died in South Marysburgh in Prince Edward County, Ontario on October 2, 1881 
at the age of 1 month 15 days. Could South Marysburgh be what was meant by St. Mary's, or 
did the LDS team misinterpret the death registry? See also note below re records in family bible. 

Additional information was obtained from the old family bible of Louise Van Wyck Laughton ("Aunty 
Tot"). For example, the family bible is reported to have contained:

My Note: that appears to highlight that there was only one (1 ) John Van Wyck Laughton as 
the LDS Record of the Ontario Deaths 1869 - 1947 has the date of October 2, 1881. There 
is little chance that both the John Laughton sons died on the same day 6 years apart. 
However that does not explain the date on the grave stone of 1896-1898!

In the death notice of John Hugh Laughton (see Lindy's Family Group Sheet) there is a reference to 
"Jack" being at home at the time of the death. That was a mystery until I realized that had to be John 
Campbell Laughton, the son to John Hugh Laughton after he married Kate May Campbell, as his first 
wife had died earlier. 

John Hugh Laughton from London, Ontario (where he resided when he remarried) reportedly attended 
the 1928 Parkhill Reunion , as did a Mr. & Mrs. C. V. Laughton from Detroit, Michigan (that would be 
Clair Van Wyck Laughton and his wife Eva Laughton). My Great Uncle Clair Van Wyck Laughton had 
moved to Detroit and was married to Eva Wickert. 

During my review of the Toronto Star historical web site to find the articles on George Van Wyck 
Laughton (son of John Hughes), I was surprised to also find articles or notices mentioning John 
Hughes Laughton. It seems to make the history seem not so far away when you read it in the local 
paper. Here is what we have found to date: 

H Toronto Star - March 29, 1929 : John Hughes Laughton, who I had been told was a key 
participant in the Lodge, is reported as the Chancellor Commander of the Knights of Pythias, 
Toronto Lodge 50 who presided over annual dance and reunion. 

M Toronto Star - June 1 3, 1 929 : Obviously the Lodge is a big issue for John Hughes Laughton, as 
this article reports on the concerns that the Lodge is weakening the Church, as 500 attended the 
meeting of the Independent Order of Foresters. JHL is noted in the last paragraph of this article. 
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The obituary of John Hugh Laughton was reported in the papers on the day of his death, November 
22, 1933. For interest sake, we have also posted his Life Insurance Policy from when he was 22 years 
old. The original document is in the Paul Laughton Collection.

John Hugh Laughton & Katie May Campbell 

After the death of Louise Estelle Laughton, 
John Hugh remarried Katie May Campbell 
(1885 - 1925) and apparently caused 
great problems in the family, particularly 
with his daughter Louise Van Wyck 
Laughton ("Tot"), as recorded in the family 
history documents of Paul Laughton. Tot 
felt that insufficient time had passed since 
the death of her mother. 

Katie May Campbell apparently had two 
sons with John Hugh Laughton. Katie is 
buried in the Mount Pleasant Cemetery in 
London, Ontario. Malcolm Campbell 
Laughton died at 1 day old on June 29, 
1916. 




To date there are only limited details on 
the other son, John "Jack" Campbell 
Laughton, other than we know that he did 
not marry. There was a note in the files 
that Jack at one time lived at 215 Ten 
Eycle (?) Street, Waterton, New York 
13601 . We also know from a news 
clipping in the files that Jack lived in 
London Ontario and worked for the 
Ontario Department of Highways. He was 
36 years old at that time but there is no 
date on the news clipping . 
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Driver Escapes 
Live Wire Trap 

Jack Laughton. 36-ycar-old De- 
partment of Highway* employee, 
escaped unscathed early Saturday 
when his car snapped a hydro 
pole into four pieces on Riverside 
drive and brought power lines 
crackling down around him.

Byron, calmly 
walked away from the wreckage 
of his car, stepping over the 
fallen lines, and waited for po- 
lice to arrive. 

The snapped pole cut off heat 
and hydro for most of the homes 
in the area. It also severed serv- 
ice to Oak rid go Acres, and hydro 
crews worked throughout thr 
nlght to repair the damage. 

Constable Mitchell said Laugh- 
ton missed the last curve before 
the Bock Sanatorium. and 
smacked into tho pole. One piece 
of the pole became lodged under 
the car and was dragged T« feet. 
Another piece straddled the high- 
way. About 1300 damage was done 
to the car. 



The following appeared in the Obituary for John Hugh Laughton: 

JOHN HUGH LAUGHTON, eldest son of JOHN & KATHLEEN, one of Canada's most 
prominent commercial travelers died in his 75th year after a lengthy illness. His numerous 
and varied interests, in which he had played a leading part, made him a well know figure in 
Western Ontario and throughout the province. This was especially true of his activities in 
educational matters. 

There were few Western Ontario platforms upon which he' had not appeared, at some time 
during his career, as speaker, or chairman, and he was highly regarded as a public 
speaker. 

For 28 years he was a commercial traveler, connected with the Canada Bag Company, 
Limited of Montreal. Holding membership with the Ontario Commercial Travelers' 
Association, he had risen in that Association until he was elected as its president. 

In educational matters he was keenly interested and his activities in that regard brought him 
a few years ago, prior to his death, the posts of chairman of the Educational Council and 
chairman of the Trustees' of the Ontario Educational Association. He was the Immediate 
past Vice-Supreme ranger of the Independent Order of Foresters. For years he was a 
staunch supporter' of the P.C. party and several times he was asked to stand as a 
candidate, but always declined. 

He was a resident of Parkhill for almost 30 years prior to coming to London, (just before 
WW!) where he conducted a grocery business, but he became well known in public affairs. 
He was for many years the municipal clerk at Parkhill and his educational interests 
commenced in that town, where he served as chairman of the public school board. 
Recently he had interested himself in the junior farmer organizations of the county and was 
honorary president of the Middlesex association. While in London he was a member of St. 
Andrew's Church and was a member of the Christian Commercial Traveler's Association of 
America, (The Gideon's) A Bible in every Guest-Room.

The 1800's was a tough time for the young generation, with many succumbing to an early death from 
childbirth, scarlet fever, dropsy and accidental death. The family records show the following for these 
special members of the Laughton clan, the details of which have been updated after our September

This information is confirmed in the LDS Registry 
access to the Ontario Death's 1869-1947. It notes 
that the place of death was "South Marysburgh, 
Prince Edward, Ontario". I note the . burial card 
says St. Mary's (a town where there is an 
indication John Hugh resided at one time). 

Current records show that Marysburgh was a 
Township in Prince Edward County , a land mass 
jutting into the St. Lawrence River south of 
Bellville, Ontario. As of this date there are no 
records indicating how or why the death occurred 
at that location, or is that incorrect and he died 
in St. Mary's some distance away? 



Edna Van Wyck Laughton who was born April 
22, 1894, succumbing early in her life to the 
tragic death of scarlet fever on April 24, 1894 (2 
days old), which agrees with the tombstone 
(1894-1894). 

The funeral notice disagrees with that information 
for although it says that Edna died on April 24, 
1894, it also says "Aged 2 Years", and not aged 
only 2 days. 

As of this date we do not have confirmation as to 
which facts are correct. Did they make a mistake 
on the tombstone or on the funeral notice? 

Uncle Paul's revised family tree (the 
photographed version) now indicates that Edna 
was born in 1892 and so she was 2 years old at 
the time of her death. It is not known if that new 
information was based on this photograph and 
assumed to be true? 

The Ontario Death Registry for that period states 
that Edna died at the age of 3 days on April 27, 
1894. As you will note from the image, the file 
had been "interpreted" incorrectly on the LDS 
Family Search web site as that of "Edna Sauwck 
Laughto". An error correction has been 
submitted.

Paul Van Wyck Laughton who was born on 
October 17, 1887 but who died in a drowning 
accident in Grand Bend at a mere 12 years of 
age in 1899.

Fred Van Wyck Laughton appears to have been the second son of John Hugh Laughton and Louise Estelle Van Wyck, born on 
November 1 , 1882 in Thedford, Ontario. John Van Wyck, his younger brother apparently died as a young infant, reportedly 1 month and 
15 days old. Although we know that Scarlet Fever was rampant at that time, I have no confirmation as to that being John's cause of 
death. Needless to say, this left Frederick Van Wyck Laughton as the oldest surviving son of John and Estelle. 

Fred was Christened at home on Mary 28, 1895, along with his siblings Harry, St. Clair, Paul and Louise. 

In naming his sons with the "Van Wyck" middle name, a tradition was started that saw the eldest son of the next two generations carry 
that middle name. Unfortunately, as I (Richard Van Wyck Laughton) had four (4) daughters, I ended the tradition after only two 
generations.

Frederick Van Wyck Laughton married Myra Elvira 
Rogers. Geordie's records show that Myra Elvira 
Rogers was from New York and that they were married 
in 1912. Records from the Box Funeral Home in Parkhill 
show that Myra was born January 3, 1891 and died July 
24, 1987. 

We have posted a picture of Fred and Myra with Fred's 
bother on Harry's Page as well. 

We all knew his wife "Great Aunt Myra" very well, and 
for my sisters and I in Grand Bend she was a frequent 
guardian and friend. Aunt Myra, I recall left Canada for 
the cold winters to reside in Brownsville, Texas. Great 
Aunt Myra spent her final years at the Central Park 
Lodge retirement home in London, Ontario. My wife 
Olga and I frequently visited her there but unfortunately 
at that time we never thought to talk more about the 
family history. As I recall, it was my mother Maureen 
Montgomery Laughton (Kennedy) who cared for her for 
those many years in London. 



Fred passed away in 1947, thus none of the 
grandchildren of his brother George ever got to 
meet Great Uncle Fred. 

The historical records tell us that Fred Van Wyck 
Laughton was also in the grocery supply business, 
following in the footsteps of his father John Hugh 
Laughton. Following that we know he served as a 
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Member of the Legislative Assembly (MLA) for the 
Province of Ontario, Canada. We know that prior to 
serving as an MLA that Fred was the Clerk of the 
Town of Parkhill, as we have the Certificate of 
Appreciation issued to his brother George Van 
Wyck Laughton for his service in the First World 
War. 

Fred's father, John Hugh Laughton, also served as 
the Clerk of the Town of Parkhill. Together they 
served as Clerk for 40 years.

Uncle Paul's letter of April 6, 2004 provides some insight on the 
activities of Fred and Myra Laughton, to which we have added 
some pictures from the files: 

"Fred was one of my & Eleanor's favourite people, kind, a great 
sense of humour, and a real charmer Fred took over the store 
when his mother died and his father left the business to become 
a drummer (note: a drummer a travelling salesman). 

He was town clerk of Parkhill for over 40 years* as well as 
parliamentary assistant as an MLA to the Minister of Highways. 
[There is a Laughton township somewhere in the north, Kenora 
county, I think. I loved to go campaigning with him as a kid 
because of the number of different pies at the strawberry socials. 
I have his statue of Sir John A., whose hand he had once 
shaken. 

Myra, whose High School Greek texts taught me to read Greek in 
Grade 8, was his bookkeeper, & I often spent Saturday evening 
till after midnight with her at the store. They had a typewriter on 
which I learned to type, unfortunately. It had 3 rows of keys 
instead of 4, 3 fonts on each key accessed by down as well as 
up shift. Numerals were upper shift on the top row. It is now in

It is my understanding, from stories of long ago, that Paul Van Wyck Laughton drowned in Grand Bend at the age of 12 and at or nearby 
the home of Fred and Myra Laughton. Apparently Fred and Myra's beautiful home in Grand Bend (which we often visited as children) 
was the country home of many of the Laughton's. If only I had the chance to return there today to see and read all of the records that 
were in that home! 

Fred Van Wyck Laughton was the first, if not the only member of the Laughton clan, to be elected as a "Member of the Legislative 
Assembly" (MLA) of the Province of Ontario (18th Parliament 1929-1934). If that was today, Fred would have been known as a "Member 
of Provincial Parliament" (MPP). I have visited the Ontario Legislature at Queens Park in Toronto to view the listing for Great Uncle Fred 
on the wall of the halls and to find his picture (2nd floor by the east elevators, not far from the guard station). In April 2007 the Legislative 
Assembly of Ontario posted the past and present MPPs. Although Fred's name "Van Wyck" was initially spelt incorrectly, they quickly 
change the site. Below is what is in the records: (click on image for larger scale or the link to the MPP site )

It was only this year that we found out that you could search the Toronto Star web site for historical pages that might relate to your 
genealogical search. As Fred Van Wyck had been an MLA/MPP it was logical that he might have some mention in the Toronto paper. 
This is what we found: 

E9 Toronto Star - October 19, 1929 (to post): Fred Van Wyck Laughton is nominated as the Progressive Conservative Candidate for 
the Province of Ontario riding in Middlesex North (Parkhill, Ontario area), while at the same time there is a big crack down on "rum 
runners" in New Jersey. 

9 Toronto Star - October 28, 1929 : Fred Laughton is the Conservative candidate in Middlesex County (the Parkhill-London area) and 
he challenges his own party's leader on the a school board issue. 

□ Toronto Star - April 15, 1 931 ; While the Premier of Ontario is on vacation, Fred is appointed to the Highways Advisory Committee.

Harry Van Wyck Laughton was the second surviving son of John Hugh and Louise Estelle Laughton. He 
was born in Parkhill, Ontario on September 20, 1884 and passed away on June 10, 1955. Harry is not 
buried in the family plot in Parkhill, rather he is entombed in the Bellville Mausoleum with his wife Mary and 
son Barent. 



There are not a lot of pictures of Harry, 
however I did find this one with his brother Fred 
and his wife Myra (Harry is in the middle). 

I never met Great Uncle Harry but I did have 
the chance as a wee lad to meet his wife Mary 
Buckley Laughton at their home in Toronto. 
Both Harry and Mary were lawyers and as you 
will note below, the career of Mary was quite 
well recognized. In fact, it was the newspaper 
reports of Mary that started the interest in this 
family tree project! 

We were going to name our "first son" Barrett 
Van Wyck Laughton and when we mentioned 
that plan "all hell broke loose". It was only then 
that we were told the story of "Barent", as 
confirmed in the note from Uncle Paul that 
follows. 
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There were a few mentions of Harry in the 
Toronto Star, it appears often reporting on 
the exploits of his younger brother George 
Van Wyck Laughton (my grandfather) 
during his service overseas in WWI. 

H Toronto Star - May 15, 1917 : Harry 
Van Wyck Laughton, as a senior 
member of the team at the National 
Trust Company reports on the exploits 
of his younger brother George Van 
Wyck, who has been hospitalized as a 
result of activities during the Battle of 
Vimy Ridge in April 1917 (for details 
see our Great War web site). 

S Toronto Star - September 29,1929 : 
There may be many issues facing the 
world in 1929, but we note the paper 
reports to return of Harry and Mary of 
Glengrove Avenue from their summer 
home on the Island (I suspect this is 
the family home of that era, 
somewhere near or on Fairy Lake in 
the Huntsville/Muskoka area). 
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Also in this era we have the exploits of the brothers and 
sisters of George, some of which have recently come to 
the attention of the press. In particular, the wife of Harry 
Van Wyck Laughton (Mary Elizabeth Buckley) is told by 
the ' Women's Law Association of Ontario " as a founder of 
the association.

Uncle Paul referred to both Harry and Mary in his letter of April 6, 2004, taking us back one even one step 
further to Mary's mother. I have quoted these comments, shown along side the only picture I have found 
with Harry Van Wyck and his wife Mary Buckley: 

7 knew Mary's mother, the large Mrs Buckley, 
completely dominated by her tiny but redoubtable 
mother, Mrs Powell. I was at Mrs P's 90th birthday, 
where she debated the male Laughton siblings into 
the ground, announced she was going to see them 
again for her 100th & die, same result, did. Mary 
was a very sharp cookie, but brittle with everyone 
except Mary Frances. 

Harry was as easy-going as she was brittle, a 
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strangely disparate pair. She & Harry joked that 
she stood first in their law studies, he came 
second. Their son, Barent Van Wyck [Cornelius 
Barentse VW was the one who emigrated from the 
Netherlands to New Amsterdam in 1660 & 
established the family farm in Flatbush, later home 
of the Brooklyn Dodgers] was a brilliant student & 
musician, but very sensitive & somewhat 
effeminate. He joined the RCAF in WW II, stripped 
naked in a hotel, left the windows open in the 
winter time & froze to death. Earlier attempts to 
commit suicide failed. Harry developed a doctor- 
induced deadly phenobarbital addiction. I visited 
them on my way to a summer RCAF posting to find 
Harry had just died & waited with Mary for the 
police & a coroner because their GP was out of 
town & therefore unable to sign the death 
certificate. 



When we received the Paul Laughton package in February 2009 there were a few additional memoirs in 
the file for Harry Van Wyck Laughton. The first was a newspaper announcement of February 8, 1947 
where Harry was named as a Director of the Canada Life Assurance Company and the second was his 
letter to his sister Louise "Tot" on December 12, 1920. At one time, Tot worked as Harry's legal secretary, 
as described in Paul's family history documents and as mentioned herein. He refers briefly to the 
christening of Charles Laughton 1919.

All that I can recall from my own knowledge was that Great Uncle Clair was married to Eva Wickert "Great 
Aunt Eva", who we visited on occasion at here home in Grand Bend. We drove by the site in April 2004, it is 
still standing. 

In Uncle Paul's letter of April 6, 2004 there are a few comments about St. Clair: 

Bits about Harry are scattered through Mary & Tot. They lived quite close to us in north Toronto & 
we saw a lot of them. Clair we saw less of than the others, only occasionally at Grand Bend. He 
was a gravely-voiced amiable sort. Clair was a drummer (travelling salesman), like his father in 
later years, in his case for a pickle manufacturer. Like Fred & Myra, they had no children. They 
lived latterly in Royal Oak, Michigan. When he died & Eva moved to Grand Bend, Van voluntarily 
looked after a lot of her affairs, but got scant thanks for his pains. 

While searching for records on brother George, I came across Clair's Attestation Papers for WWI on the 
Library and Archives Canada Web Site: 



Clair's Attestation Papers 



Clair's attestation papers indicated that he was born on April 30, 1886 and that his Regimental Number was 
#823321 . He lists his occupation as a "Traveller" (travelling salesman") and that he previously served for 6 
years in the 6th and 7th Regiment. On further review of the Attestation Papers in October 2006, I noted that 
his papers are marked "Deserter" 1 1-2-1916. I ordered his complete military record from Library and 
Archives Canada and it arrived on November 8, 2006. I have copied that and included it here with a better 
quality set of his attestation papers as well: 



Clair's Military Service Record (Discharged for Desertion) 



The documents suggest that Clair was ill on or about 10 p.m. on January 16, 1916 and left the battalion, 
apparently without permission. He was declared a deserter and Stuck Off Strength on January 17, 1916.

Clair was subsequently "Pardoned Under General Amnesty" on December 20, 1919. I will check with 
colleagues on the CEF Study Group as to the short form notations on the sheets relating to the specific 
orders.

When the 1920 United States Census came on-line in 2009 we also found that St. Clair Van Wyck Laughton 
and his wife Eva Laughton (nee Wickert) were residing in Los Angeles, California USA. At this time we do 
not have details as to Clair and Eva's movements down to California and then back up to Detroit.

Thanks to Anna Murray of Hamilton, Ontario who wrote to me in December 1987, we have some limited 
information about Clair's wife "Eva". All of the grandchildren that grew up in Grand Bend in the 1960's knew 
"Aunt Eva" as she moved here from Michigan after Clair's passing. As I recall she was a bit more recluse 
than Aunt Myra, although both "Great Aunts" by marriage. Anna Murray was looking for "Eva Rose 
Laughton (nee Wickert)" in 1984 and ended up corresponding with Uncle Paul, who also provided 
information on the rest of the family. Anna thought Paul was my father, not my uncle and so she wrote to me 
to pass on the information. This is what she had found out about Aunt Eva through the Chas. Box Funeral 
Home in Parkhill, Ontario in November 1987: (see linked document from Anna Murray ) 

Eva Rose (Wickert) Laughton 

daughter of Henry Wickert (born Ont.) and Esther Emmeline Wilson 
born December 28, 1894, Stephen Township, Huron County, Ontario 
died November 28, 1983 

buried through Box Funeral Home in the Parkhill Cemetery 



I suspect there is a story here somewhere as to why Clair and Eva are not buried in the family plot in the 
Parkhill Cemetery. Unfortunately I did not think to check on this during my September 2004 visit to the 
cemetery. A second visit to the site is planned for Spring 2009 and as well the Box Funeral Home will be 
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contacted. 

Update of July 2008 while checking other records we find that the 191 1 Census of Canada has Great Uncle 
Clair living with his Mother-ln-Law "Esther Wickert" ( see this link ). I had never known of the age difference, 
Great Uncle Clair is listed as 24 (born in 1887) and Great Aunt Eva is only 16 (born in 1894). In actual fact 
(check him in the same 1911 Census in Parkhill ) and he is 25, born in 1893 (that is the correct date). 

It appears there may be more to the story of Great Uncle Clair than that hinted at by his military record! 

In March 2009 we received our initial response from the Box Funeral Home in Parkhill. Clair and Eva are 
definitely buried in the Parkhill Union Cemetery. There are other Wickert (or Wilson?) images that Chuck 
Box also sent. I am awaiting the site plan and will conduct a site visit in the Spring of 2009. Here are the 
photographs from Chuck Box:

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LOUISE VAN WYCK LAUGHTON (1892 - 1985) 



Louise was the sole surviving daughter of John Hugh Laughton and Louis Estelle Van Wyck and the initial 
member of the female clan to carry the Van Wyck name. 

As a child I remember the visits to Terra Cotta, often a meeting place for Laughton's from Grand Bend or 
Exeter to meet our grandparents from Toronto. I have fond memories of playing in Aunty Tot's spacious 
back yard along the Credit River, as "Gummie" Laughton ( George Van Wyck Laughton ) would help us 
assemble and fly balsam wood toy planes. In the later years, Olga and I returned to Terra Cotta to visit 
Great "Aunty Tot" on occasion and I recall that our eldest daughter Melissa also made a trip or two, but not 
the triplets. 

One of the oldest documents found in the files of Paul Laughton in February 2009 was the Vehicle Permit for 
Louise's ("Tot's") car in 1914. In the " Laughton/Millev Family History ", Paul tells of your George taking Tot's 
car for an "unauthorized" drive. 
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Aunty Tot was well know for her famous 
applesauce (mashed and jarred, skins and all), 
great spring luncheons, and the lack of running 
water or toilet facilities in the house. 

The house, an early 1900's way station, was 
protected under the Credit River Conservation 
Authority so our one time plans to renovate and 
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upgrade the facility were dismissed. However, 
the building still stands today and appears to 
have been upgraded considerably (photo prior 
to upgrade).

In his letter of April 6, 2004, Uncle Paul ( Paul MacDonell Laughton ) provided this insight into the somewhat 
mysterious "Aunty Tbf", to which we have added some pictures found in the family history files: 

On the advice of Fred & Harry, Tot went to 
Business College. Tot worshipped her 
mother & cut her father dead for the rest of 
his life. I have the love letters of John Hugh 
to Louella when he was struggling in 
Walkerton to make a life to which he could 
bring her. He wrote long loving letters about 
his work, his church & the youth groups he 
was helping. Her replies were single pages 
filled in a huge script with complaints that he 
was taking too long! 

Because of the rift, I rarely saw my 
grandfather, except a couple of times at 
Grand Bend when Tot wasn't there. I was 
quite surprised to read the glowing obituaries 
collected by Ivan Laughton in Nelson, BC, 
with encomia from the Gideons, the 
Travellers, school boards & other groups 
which he had helped. Tot worked for a bit at 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce [before the 
merger with Imperial], then as Harry's 
secretary when Harry was estate manager a; 
National Trust [later senior VP]. She left to 
travel around the world with a friend, Aileen 
McDougall. They stopped in Vancouver to 
earn some money, & Tot worked as 
secretary for the Men's Credit Association, 
met Pearl Hopper at a Chautauqua 
Settlement House & became interested in 
welfare work.

'during the war of 1812. My mother said she 
i ^ : M^ lvas an occu P a tional physiotherapist, A gal 
who was on the governing board of the 
physiotherapists visited Van & Maureen at 
Grand Bend, saw the pair of pictures of Beth 
& GVL in their WW I uniforms, & exclaimed 
"That's the original physiotherapy uniform; 
I've read about it but never seen it before. " I 
don't know when the occupational & physio 
were separated. I have many unlabel led 
pictures of soldiers in what seems to be a 
hospital setting, some with Beth in them. 

In her later years, Aunty Tot was moved to the Parkhill Nursing Home where we visited her on occasion 
during our trips to visit my parents in Grand Bend. If my memory serves me, those trips were prior to our 
wedding (Olga and Richard Laughton) in 1976. 

I presumed that Aunty Tot was laid to rest in the family plot at the Parkhill Union Cemetery, a fact that was 
confirmed during my visit to the family plot in September 2004 (see cemeteries ). That information was not 
listed on the Ontario Cemetery Finding Aid . 

In we went back to Terra Cotta, as we have on many occasions in the past, to see how Aunty Tot's property 
had changed over time. We understood that the house and property could never be habitable, as it was in 
the Credit River Flood Plain and under the jurisdiction of the Conservation Authority. However, it appears to 
still be a home and has undergone considerable renovations.

The story of George Van Wyck Laughton, as it relates to his Great War exploits, is told in detail on 
his own web site for " The Hero ". More information on his post war activities, his marriage to Mary 
Elizabeth MacDonell (his wartime physiotherapist) will be added later. 

George had quite the history: 

M recovery of wounds suffered in France during WWI after invalided out 

□ physiotherapy from one Mary Elizabeth MacDonell 

M marriage to Mary Elizabeth MacDonell 

M Circulation Director and MacLean Hunter (prior service with Colonel MacLean) 

M father of Charles Van Wyck Laughton and Paul MacDonell Laughton 

Fortunately, a few photographs survived the 1967 fire at the home of Charles Van Wyck Laughton, 
I presume because they were in George's retirement home in London, Ontario and not in Grand 
Bend. Here are some of what we have found:

Most of us will know the name "MacLean" from the 
periodical "MacLean's Magazine" which remains one 
of Canada's leading weekly periodicals. Grandfather 
George Laughton was the Circulation Director of 
MacLean's all the time that I knew him prior to his 
retirement. 

I have tried to learn more about the "link" between 
Laughton and MacLean that started in WW1 , but so 
far I have been unsuccessful. My queries to the 
magazine have been left unanswered. My company 
did do work for MacLean's in the 1990's and I did see 
the WW1 plaque in their new printing plant - 1 should 
have taken a picture, but that pre-dated my family 
research project.

George and Mary Elizabeth's home at 38 Glenhurst 
Avenue (formerly Vimy Ridge Avenue) in Toronto, 
Ontario in the 1920's (family moved to Glenview in 
1929). Interesting that a WWI " Hero of Vimy Ridge " 
would end up living on Vimy Ridge Avenue, then they 
change the name. 

Perhaps I will contact the City of Toronto and find out 
why they changed the name to Glenhurst from Vimy 
Ridge. The back of the photo in my father's notes 
says "first block above Oakwood and St. Clair - this is 
where we lived (38 Glenhurst) until mowing to 254 
Glenview in 1929". 



The label on the bottom of the photograph says "Hydro 
3480 Mch 9-1926 Vimy Ridge Looking West'. 

A number of historical items on George Van Wyck came from his son, Paul MacDonell Laughton, 
who has recorded more of our family history than any single individual. Here are some of the 
highlights that "Uncle Paul" have passed on to me in his letters of August 22, 2003 and April 6, 
2004: 
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M August 22, 2003: 

In the period, leading up to WW I, George drove Tot's (Aunty Tot = Louise Estelle Laughton) car when he was 
only 12. He and other boys in Parkhill of an age read EP's pamphlets, as they came out, founded a Boy Scout 
troop and persuaded the local dentist to come on board as their Scoutmaster. 

George tried to enlist in the Territorials but was caught as underage and turfed out. He began studying law at U 
of Toronto with Mary, but joined the COTC in his first year (1913) at University of Toronto. It was taking too long 
for the Canadian contingent to train for overseas, so he said he deserted, wangled a berth on a transport to 
England, took a commission through a short course held at Magdalen College, Oxford {invited to play "rugby", 
misconstrued the nature of the game, tackled someone and broke his collarbone], was posted to the 5th of the 
line, the 26th Northumberland Fusiliers, based in Newcastle. To his dismay he discovered that the troops spoke 
incomprehensible Geordie. Fortunately the sergeant also spoke English. British officers wore distinctive 
uniforms with Sam Brown belts, sidearm & peak caps even on the battlefield, so were sitting ducks for German 
snipers. As a result of this lottery, George 

was several times acting Lieutenant Colonel commanding the battalion, although his substantive rank never 
changed beyond lieutenant throughout the war. 

He rarely talked about his experiences; the only story I recall was about German heavy machine gunsl which 
were set to sweep back and forth just over the Allied trench parapets. On one occasion he was standing beside 
another chap viewing no-man's land when the sweep came up, turned around at the other chap & cut him in 
two. 

George was awarded the Military Cross at 19 for single handily capturing a German machine nest that was 
holding up his battalion's advance at Vimy. He went through much of the trench warfare, such as the Somme & 
Vimy, was sitting on a log by a ruined house at Passchendaele with his old friend, the sergeant, when the latter 
was hit by a shell and GVL buried in the crater for several days. George was sent back to Blighty [England] to 
be put back together, sent back to Canada to die, helped train recruits for a campaign with the White Russians 
near Vladivostok against the Bolsheviks (including Ken Brown's father), was invalided out with a warning to take 
it easy and he might live a couple of years. 



He met (his future wife) 
Beth (Mary Elizabeth 
MacDonell) as an 
occupational 
physiotherapist and later 
induced Dave Wilson to 
reintroduce them in Parkhill. 
Fred and Harry (his 
brothers) recommended 
Osgood (Law School), but 
he hired on as the second 
staffer for the Department of 
Soldiers Civilian 
Reestablishment [later the 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs] for a couple of 
years until the convalescent 
hospitals were running 
across the country [mostly 
TB], then to MacLean's, 
later MacLean-Hunter. 

In Oct 1919 he gave two 
temperance sermons, at 
College St. Presbyterian 
Church and at a Baptist 
church. In 1925 he was a 
Presbyterian Commissioner 
at Jarvis St. when the 
Methodist, Congregational, 
Four-Square and two-thirds 
of the Presbyterian's joined 
to form the United Church. 
He became a mainstay of 
St. George's United Church 
while at 254 Glenview 
(Toronto address), but 
finally burned out and 
dropped all church 
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administrative duties.

Mary Elizabeth Laughton 
died in the hospital in 
London on January 7, 1970 
after suffering a stroke at our 
home in Grand Bend shortly 
after Christmas. 



Mary Elizabeth Laughton (nee 
MacDonell) was difficult to 
trace in the Canada Census. 
We knew that she was from 
the Hensall area (Huron 
County, Ontario) and that she 
was born on February 23, 
1897. To the best of my 
knowledge, she had two 
sisters (Dorothy and Mildred) 
and one brother (Allen). 

In July 2008 I did locate what 
might be the correct census 
record ( see here ) which was 
obtained by searching all of the 
names for Hensall in 1911. 
This listing has the name spelt 
"McDoneir not "MacDoneir 
and the son's name is spelt 
"Allan" and not "Allen". Mary 
Elizabeth is listed as 7za" and 
the birth date is a match. It is 
unlikely there would be a 
similar family in Hensall with 
the same sons and daughters. 
The records are made by the 
person recording the census, 
not the residents. Note that 
Mildred is not listed, as it may 
be she was not born until 1914 
(Mildred is alive at this time - 
July 2008, and is estimated at 
94 years of age). 



In WW II he applied to enlist and faced at his medical review board the chair of the earlier board who had told 
him he had 2 years to live 1 The man remembered him and exclaimed, "What are you doing here, Laughton? 
You've been dead for 25 years!" He was accepted as a captain in the UofT COTC. I didn't know about this and 
shortly after, while marching along Bloor St. by myself in my COTC private's uniform, saw this tough-looking 
captain coming toward me, saluted (smartly, of course), and nearly fell off the sidewalk when I realized I had just 
saluted my own father. (When Paul tried to go on active service in 3rd yr Honours Chemistry George pulled a lot 
of strings to get around the requirement that scientific students complete their degrees & go into defence 
research, including General Pearkes who had been put up by George and Beth for a while when he fell on hard 
times after WW I.) 



George was Circulation Manager for 
MacLean's, then Circulation Director for the 
company. George also was a founder of the 
Canadian Circulation Audit Board & long 
time member of the Audit Bureau of 
Circulation, president still at his death even 
after retirement in 1964. He was 
instrumental in establishing a much needed 
industry code of ethics for door-to-door 
salesmen. He was a long-time member of 
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the Military Club, resigning when a Jewish 
officer friend was blackballed for 
membership. George did not take kindly to 
being crossed. Van had sense enough not 
to argue with him more than very briefly; 
Paul did not, stuck to his guns and was 
subjected to a number of red-faced yelling 
matches over the years. 



At our cottage on Snake Island in Lake Simcoe he had a convulsion and went unconscious and clammy one 
weekend. I had to row to the mainland for help, but he was conscious when I returned. The problem was not 
properly diagnosed at the time, but much later a arterial aneurysm was detected in his brain, probably an 
aftermath of the WW I injury. He and Beth were living in London by then, and Van and I were summoned to vote 
on the risky operation. Since no operation meant a limited life and sudden death without warning, we voted 
"Yes. " He had the operation, it was a success, but he died instantly on June 11th 1966 of a blood clot that 
probably formed in his leg lying in the hospital bed. He is buried with Beth in the soldier's plot at Exeter. 

M April 6, 2004: 

GVL joined the territorials [militia] when he was 14, but his mother ratted on him and he was tossed out as 
under age* GVL moved to Toronto with Tot after his mother died & his father "remarried too soon" in Tot's very 
strong opinion, stayed with the HVL's (Harry Van Wyck Laughton) to finish HS [Harbord, I think], began to article 
with Mary as he began his law studies atilofT before going from the equivalent of the COTC into Active 
Service in WW I in his freshman year. I have a dim recollection that GVL met Both at the military hospital in 
Saskatoon when he was the second person hired for the DSCR [Department of Soldiers' Civilian 
Reestablishment = DVA] with the job of setting up TB hospitals for the returning troops. TB killed more allies 
than the Germans. When he was mustered out after a medical board, he was told by the Colonel chairman of 
the board he might live a couple of years if he took it easy - easy was getting married & the DSCR! The same 
colonel chaired his board on his reenlistment in WW II and exclaimed, "Laughton, what are you doing here, 
you've been dead for 25 years!" He joined MacLean's, later MacLean-Hunter, after his stint with DSCR & as 
Circulation Manager, later Director, he became the leading Canadian figure in that field. He founded the 
Canadian wing of the Periodical Press Association, which set ethical standards for the business, & was its 
President for life, even after his retirement. 

There is a detailed summary of the life and times of George Van Wyck Laughton in the historical 
summary prepared by his son Paul Laughton 1923. You can find that in the " Laughton/Milley 
Family History " here on this web site. It is an excellent document to read as it covers much of the 
Laughton 1801 to 1971 period. There are 4 appendices to that document as well, all of which is 
summarized on the History Page . 

As with the other brothers of this era, we searched the Toronto Star historical data base for articles 
that mentioned the family clan. As a result of George's exploits at Vimy Ridge in WW1 there were 
a number of articles posted. These are noted as follows (see also the Great War web site for 
further details): 

M Toronto Star - May 5, 1917 : Brother Harry Van Wyck Laughton reports on the wounding of 
George during the Battle of Arras with the "Fighting Fifth" (26th Northumberland Fusiliers, 
Tyneside Irish ). 

□ Toronto Star - May 19, 191 7 : In another letter, probably to Harry (not L. V. his sister as noted) 
George is reported in hospital after he and his team of 30 men deceived the German army at 
Vimy Ridge. As noted on our Great War website there is some confusion (at least at my 
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level) as to what lead George to be awarded the Military Cross and other medals at Vimy 
Ridge. British and Canadian records do not agree. 

S Toronto Star -June 14, 1917 : The Toronto Star reports on the gallantry of George Van Wyck 
Laughton and the award of the Military Cross for these efforts at Vimy Ridge. This article, 
unlike others I have seen refers to action in the Village of Gravelle. Sooner or later we will 
get to the bottom of the issues surrounding the escapades of Grandfather Laughton.

With the start of World War II, 
Van joined the Navy, attended 
COTC (Canadian Officer Training 
Course), and graduated as a 
Lieutenant. During the war, he 
sailed the North Atlantic on 
HMCS Arnprior, the Agassiz and 
the Cobalt 1 . As reported "On 
Active Service" in the clippings 
from father George Van Wyck 
Laughton, on April 11, 1942. The 
quotation in the paper read as 
follows: 

Elder son of Mr. and Mrs. G. V. 
Laughton, Su-Lt. Van Laughton 
R. C. N. V. R. has arrived at Halifax 
to complete his course. Van left 
the University of Toronto a little 
over a month ago to join the navy 
and took preliminary training at 
H.M.C.S. York. A graduate of 
Pickering College, he had been 
on tutorial staff there before 
going to university.

After the war Van married 
Maureen 

Kennedy then settled in Halifax, 
while he attended Dalhousie 
Law School. He helped raise his 
family in Exeter and later in 
Grand Bend. Van practised law 
for many years in both those 
communities. He was also an 
active member of the Royal 
Canadian Legion and the Royal 
Canadian Navy Association. 



Charles Van Wyck Laughton passed away on August 30, 2004 at Parkwood Hospital 
in London, Ontario. He is buried in Exeter Public Cemetery , in the same plot as 
Maureen and his parents George and Beth . 

In 2004 I returned to the Exeter area to take photographs of the family home at 404 
Edward Street where we grew up prior to moving to Grand Bend. The Grand Bend 
cottage (converted to our home) was subsequently destroyed by arson in June of 
1967. That is another story in itself! 
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MAUREEN MONTGOMERY LAUGHTON (1921 - 1998) 

Maureen Montgomery Kennedy (Kennedy/Stephenson), who married Charles Van Wyck Laughton. 
Maureen was born in Penticton British Columbia Canada to Josiah. Alexander Chancellor Kennedy 
(JACK) and Essie Stephenson on October 6, 1921 . 




Maureen was the 1st Woman 
Paymaster in the Royal Canadian 
Navy, stationed in Halifax and 
Toronto. The stories we heard were 
that she withheld Van's pay until he 
agreed to take her on a date. 
Maureen was a life member of the 
Naval Officers Association. 



Maureen attended school in England, 
Ireland and Wales and during her 
nursing school era she contracted 
meningitis. 



During the period that Maureen raised 
her family, she was active in the 
development of the Exeter Skating 
Club and the local Girl Guides. 

In her later years, Maureen enjoyed 
her time sailing the North Channel, as 
well as spending winters in Mexico and 
Florida. It was while in Mexico that 
she suffered a stroke, from which she 
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miraculously survived. Although left 
physically incapacitated, Maureen 
survived several years prior to her final 
passing in 1998. 



Grandmother Laughton's (Granny's) great interest in her later years was most certainly her 
grandchildren. It is unfortunate that she had this precious time taken from her so early and that the 
wishes for her grandchildren's future were lost with her passing.

The text extracted from the e-mails from John Ivan Laughton in 
2008 are noted as follows:

Grandpa Dave 
took his family back east on a few occasions and my father 
did go to school in Toronto and met some of his cousins. I

William Muir Laughton served with the 
Canadian Armed Forces in both World 
War One (WWI) and World War Two 
(WWII). In the period August 2009 to 
March 2010 we worked with the 
Commonwealth War Graves Commission, 
as well as Veterans Affairs Canada, to 
correct the on-line records related to 
William. That task is now complete. 




William Muir Laughton 

January 24, 1893 - March 31, 1943 



William was a veteran of both WWI and WWII. We have prepared a separate Web 
Blog on the Great War (1914-1919) exploits of Soldier Muir: 

The First World War: 

William Muir Laughton #931161 

William Muir Laughton had 1 months service with the 107th "East 
Kootenay" Regiment in Nelson. British Columbia when he attested to the 
225th Overseas Battalion of the Canadian Expeditionary Force on March 
16, 1916. The 225th would be absorbed by the 1st Reserve Battalion to 
provide for reinforcements in the field. 

Private Laughton 's records indicate that he was born in Brandon Manitoba 
on January 24, 1893 and that he was 23 years 2 months old when he 
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attested. His brother John Laughton #525302 also joined the CEF. William 
gave his mother Mary "Minnie" Laughton as his next of kin and John listed 
their father David Laughton. William listed his occupation as that of a "Meat 
Cutter". 

The Second World War: 

While researching other family records in the summer of 2009 we found that William 
Muir Laughton was listed on the Commonwealth War Graves Commission (CWGC) 
web site as a casualty of the Second World War. Prior to that time, we did not know of 
any Laughton's that were listed as war casualties in that conflict. Based on those 
postings, there were similar records on the Canadian Virtual War Museum and the 
Maple Leaf Legacy Project. 

The official records in 2009 listed William's WWII record based on his WWI service. 
We have thus contacted the official agencies to correct that information. In preparing 
those notices, we found a small note on the "Death Card" of William that stated the 
following: 

"Corop. Report sent to IWGC 7-12-43 as CEF Case' 1 

I presumed that the IWGC was the "Imperial War Graves Commission", perhaps the 
predecessor of the CWGC "Commonwealth War Graves Commission" and that 
somehow they took those instructions to mean that William's records should reflect his 
WWI service rather than his WWII service. I pursued this matter with both agencies 
(August 2009 - March 2010) and the files at both locations are now correct. Veterans 
Affairs Canada was able to locate the COMP REPORT noted above, and have 
provided us with a copy of that document ( or at least the one dated June 10, 1948 ), 
which states (extract) as follows: 

The above named is buried in Nelson Memorial Park, Nelson, B.C. and his 
name appeared on "P.C." Comprehensive Report dated 7-12-43. 

It has recently come to our attention that the deceased also served in the 
1939-1945 war and, the death being due to service, this becomes a War 
Grave. 

Information provided from the family records of John Ivan Laughton report that William 
was discharged from the Canadian Army in 1943 after it was discovered that he had 
throat cancer, which spread to his jaw bone. He was undergoing treatment at 
Shaughnessy Hospital in Vancouver prior to his death. His final days were not pleasant 
and his passing was a blessing. 

William Muir Laughton #M. 15604 

As of this date we have not created Blog Sites for the WWII records of the Laughton 
Clan, so more of the detail is provided here: (see WWII Service Record here) 

William Muir Laughton is reported to have joined the Edmonton Regiment 
of the "Canadian Active Service Force" on September 7, 1939. At that time 
he was 45 years of age. He was living in Edmonton, Alberta and was 
married to Martha Laughton. They had one child, David Benson Laughton 
who was 19 years of age. 

William's WWII records show that he died on March 31, 1943 at the 
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Shaughnessy Hospital in Vancouver B. C. from "Carcinoma of right 
tonsil" (cancer). He is buried in the M of the Masonic Plot of the Nelson 
Memorial Park, in Nelson British Columbia. It is reported he was awarded 
the Defence Medal, War Medal and the CVSM & Clasp. He was 
subsequently granted the Memorial Bar on March 3, 1952. 

William had served with the Loyal Edmonton Regiment in Canada and 
England. He was discharged from the "Canadian Active Service Force" on 
September 16, 1940 after being classes as medically unfit for military 
service. 

William's WWII Service Records unfortunately state his date of birth as 
January 24, 1894. Library and Archives Canada (2009) would not correct 
this error as they base their documents on what was in the file at the time of 
service. At the time of attestation in WWII he reported that he lived at 
11344-123 Street in Edmonton, Alberta. His occupation was that of a Meat 
Cutter & Salesman (sometimes as a "Butcher"), working for the Burns Co. 
Ltd. On March 15, 1941 he indicated that he could not return to work for 
that company as a result of his "disability". 

William's WWII Service Record shows that he made it to England with the 
Loyal Edmonton Regiment and was there as early as February 1940. He 
was SOS (Struck off Strength) to the #1 Canadian Infantry Base Depot at 
Aldershot England on June 1, 1940 when he was admitted to hospital. He 
was subsequently sent back to Edmonton on or about June 13, 1940, 
eventually ending up in the #13 District Depot on August 31, 1940. There is 
no record of what happened from that date until his death on March 31, 
1943, other than that he was discharged from the "Canadian Field Force" 
on September 16, 1940. 

In November 2009, Gerry Rempel (a colleague member of the Canadian Expeditionary 
Force Study Group ) took the time to go out to Williams grave site in Nelson B.C. to lay 
a poppy and provide a soldiers salute. These are on the Nelson B.C. cemetery page 
for the Laughton Family, but such an act of kindness deserves this duplicate 
presentation - thanks Gerry! (click on images for full scale)

Williams son David (Ottawa) was aware of all this work 
and has been kept up to date on the progress of the replacement. 

The new stone prepared by Veterans Affairs The daughter of Gerry Rempel (Geri-Lynn) 
Canada before installation in the Nelson B.C. places a poppy on the new grave stone of 
cemetery. Thanks to Gerald Mayer and his William Muir Laughton on Remembrance Day 
team at VAC for this work and to the CWGC for 2011. Thanks to Gerry and Geri-Lynn for 
seeing to the corrections and upgrades. "Keeping the Flame Alive".

There was a package of material in the Paul Laughton Collection of February 2009 on 
the Grandson of David Laughton 1861 for David Laughton 1920.

John Addison Corbett Laughton was the 
2nd son of David Laughton. 



John Addison Corbett Laughton (JAC or 
Jack Laughton) was living in Nelson British 
Columbia when he attested to the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force "Field 
Ambulance" on June 11, 1917. He joined at 
Military District #1 1 (Victoria, B.C.) to the 
"B" Section of the 1st Field Ambulance 
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Depot. At that time he listed his occupation 
as "student, musical". He was not married 
and he listed is next-of-kin as his father 
David Laughton, also of Nelson B.C. 

John Laughton was born on January 1 1 , 
1895 and reported his age as 22 years 5 
months at attestation. John survived the 
war and passed away on February 26, 
1893.

This photograph was in the collection from 
John Ivan Laughton (son of John 1859) 
that was received and scanned in April 
2009. 

It was marked as "Jack" in the middle but 
no names were given for the ladies. Having 
seen a number of the other photographs 
during the scanning process, it would 
appear that the lady on the left (Jack's 
right) is Irene Black (daughter of Mary Ann 
1863 -similar face, hands behind back) and 
perhaps the other is "Bert" (but perhaps too 
young) wife of Edward 1876. It was known 
that Jack and Edward had a close 
relationship (see above photograph). 

We should also examine to see if the lady 
on the right (Jack's left) is one of his sisters 
(Jean or Grace).

In the March 2009 package of information from his son John Ivan Laughton 1929 , there 
was a reference letter written by Ross Fleming on August 30, 1921 . Ross was the 
conductor of the Nelson British Columbia Symphony, where John 1895 was a member 
(as a musician not a spectator). It appears that John Addison Corbett Laughton, back 
from duty in the Great War, was heading east to begin his studies that would lead to him 
becoming and an Optician.

These papers are a package of letters and 
newspaper articles for Consul & Ambassador David Laughton , as he served in the 
Canadian Foreign Service.

In the March 2009 package from John Ivan Laughton there were additional cards and 
letters from David to Ivan, which are noted as follows: 

M Unknown Christmas Card: 

From this card we know that David was married to "Dee". I can only assume that 
is Deidre? On other files it says "Bea" so that could be "Beatrice". Anyone have 
an answer to that question? 

M Letter Pre-1983: 

We know the letter is prior to 1983 as David suggests to John Ivan that "get your 
Dad working on it!". John Addison Corbett Laughton died on February 26, 1983 
so this letter was prior to that date. David had written a letter to Uncle Paul (Paul 
Laughton 1923) so perhaps we can cross-check letters to find the date. 

M Letter of March 14, 1983: 

A letter to John Ivan Laughton, his wife Joan and his mother Edith, as John 
Addison Corbett Laughton had recently passed in February 1983. David and Dee 
are prepared to assist in the transition, however David (as a Foreign Services 
Officer) is about to head off to Mexico, Panama and Trinidad. It appears that at 
this time David and Dee were living in British Columbia. They will be meeting in 
Pittsburgh in April 1983 to meet David Richard Laughton (assume this must be 
son of David Bruce Laughton 1951 and his wife Clair). 

ffl Letter of June 27, 1983: 

Reference to John Ivan Laughton's daughter Kelli (or Keli) and a wedding gift. 
From the letter I must assume that the marriage was in 1983. David's son Bruce 
has a child who is doing well. David comments that he had not responded to 
Paul Laughton. I wonder if they have met now that they are both in Ottawa. 

M Letter of February 9, 1997: 

David is looking to John Ivan for assistance on the family genealogy, as he is 
preparing a note for his grandchildren. He questions if "grandad" (David Laughton 
1864) was married in 1897, as he has papers showing the marriage of his mother 
and father in 1919 at age 26. David notes that if he was 29 in 1919 then he was 
born in 1895, two years before his parents marriage. (My note: other papers 
from Julia in January 1955 suggest his parents were born in 1891 if they were 
celebrating their 63rd Anniversary in 954). 

S3 Letter of January 21, 1999: 

David 1920 now has two Great-Grandchildren in California. David and Dee are 
feeling the age and are thinking of downsizing the home. 

M Letter of April 18. 2003: 

David apologizes for missing the opportunity to meet with John & Joan. 

E9 Letter of December 2006: 

David and Dee have moved to a retirement place in Ottawa. Initially I was not 
sure of the date and now I notice they wish them well in 2007, so the card is 
December 2006. 
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In late 2009 I was able to make e-mail contact with David Laughton at his residence in 
Ottawa. At that time, Paul MacDonell Laughton 1923 had just passed away and Uncle 
Paul's memorial was hoped to be a chance meeting place. Unfortunately that did not 
happen, however David has now become aware of the Family Tree Project and has 
send his thanks for the memorial to his father William Muir Laughton 1893 .

John Ivan Laughton is the only child of John Addison Corbett Laughton 1895 and 
Edith Augusta Euerby.

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JEAN IRENE LAUGHTON (1897 - 1975) 

Jean Irene Laughton 3 rd child and 1 st daughter of David Laughton 1861 . She was 
born on April9 9, 1897 and died June 9, 1975. 

John Ivan Laughton noted in his e-mails in 2008 that Jean never married, however 
she did have a boyfriend that was killed in a train accident. 

At this time we do not have any additional information. 
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ROBERT BURNS LAUGHTON (1900 - 1977) 



Robert "Bob" Laughton was the 4 xn child and 3 ra son of David Laughton 1861 . 
Unlike his older brothers, he was too young to serve in the Great War, having 
reached the age of service only in the final year of the war. 

Robert married Margaret Beth Irwin (b. September 26, 1915) and had two children:

My younger son, Leon Keegan Sauder, is a pro skateboarder, and has a performers 
visa which allows him to be in the US whenever and for how long he pleases. Keegan 
lives with his girlfriend, Andria Lessler in San Francisco. 

My Mum was Margaret Beth Irwin (b. 1915) (died 2000), and my Dad was Robert 
Burns Laughton (b.1900) (died 1977). 

My brother is Robert Irwin Laughton (b. 1939) (died?) married Kathleen Guilbeault 
(b. 1945) (died)? and they had children Robert and Jane. 

Minnie Laughton was my grandma, and David Laughton Senior was my granddad; do 
you know when they came to Nelson, BC.

No additional information is available at this time. 
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MARY ANN LAUGHTON (1863 - 1935) 

Mary Ann Laughton was the 1 st daughter of John Laughton 1829 and Kathleen Margaret Murphy. 
Her birth is recorded as July 1 7, 1 863 and her death as August 22, 1 935. 

Records indicate that she was married to a druggist, John Wesley Black, who may left Mary prior 
to death. The obituary of her sister Margaret also states that Jack Black was residing in Orlando, 
Florida in 1964, however that may be because Mary died in 1935. 

Initially the only known photograph of Mary is the group family photo, which has now been 
supplemented with a number of photographs of Mary and her family that were provided in the John 
Ivan Laughton 1929 collection received in April 2009. Those photographs have now been added 
to the file.

The only known photograph of Jean or Jennie 
is this photograph shown on her father's 
page. Information that came with the picture 
states: 

Starting at the top of this picture you will note that there 
is a picture of John Hugh Laughton (William Severn 
Laughton's brother) who is holding a smaller picture of 
his wife Louise Estelle Van Wvck (from where many of 
those that followed received the middle name "Van 
Wyck"). 

Left to right standing in the back row are some of the 
sons and daughters of John 1829: 
Mary 1863, Edward 1876, William Severn 1872 . David 
B. 1861, and Julia 1867 

Left to right centre in the middle row are the parents: 
John Laughton 1829 and his wife Catherine Murphy 
Laughton 1829 

Left to right seated in front: 

Jane "Jeanie" [or Jean "Jennie"] 1870 (daughter), Mary 
"Minnie" McAlmon (David's wife) and Oscie (Minnie's 
sister) and Margaret Elizabeth 1876 (daughter)

I did not notice at the beginning but if you 
check the upper right corner, this photograph 
is dated July 1905. 

In the back row is son Charles Black born 
July 1888 and then John "Jack" Black born 
January 1890. In the front row is mother 
Mary Black (nee Laughton 1863) and her only 
daughter Kathleen "Irene" Black born 
November 1885. 

There are no pictures of the husband John 
"Jack" Wesley Black, who I believe the 
records say left the family and headed south 
to Florida. He was still alive there in 1964. 



Neither Irene or Charles married. Son Jack 
married Sue Lewis but had no children. Irene 
was very close to her Uncle Edward Laughton 
1876 and I recall lived later with her Aunt 
Julia in Niagara Falls, New York.

There are a series of photographs from the 
John Ivan Laughton 1929 collection that 
appear to all have been taken on August 1 1 , 
1915. It says "8/11/15" but to me it appears 
to be August not November. 

Mother Mary Ann Laughton 1863 is 2nd from 
the left. Her eldest child and only daughter 
Kathleen Irene Black is on the far left (Mary's 
right). On the right of Mary is "Bert" who I 
interpret to be Bertha Loosley Laughton 1880, 
wife of Edward Laughton 1876. On the far 
right is Susan Black (nee Lewis) the wife of 
Mary's youngest son John Black 1890. 




There were different names on the 
photographs and so I had to use logic to 
arrive at what I thought was the correct name 
for those shown. In particular, there were two 
copies of this photograph, each with different 
names - or reversed names. 

My conclusion after looking at all the 
information is that this shows from your left to 
right Jack Black (husband of Sue Lewis), 
Irene Black, Charlie Black and mother Mary 
Black (nee Laughton). 
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Jack, Irene, Charlie, Mary August 11, 1915 




It was this final picture that helped decide 
who was who in the other photographs, as it 
was the only one labeled as Mary's son John 
Black of January 1890 and Susan Black (nee 
Lewis). There were the only "husband and 
wife" team in the photographs and so it was 
logical this was the "married pair". John or 
"Jack's" tie is different than Charlie's and Sue 
is identifiable by the "X" on her blouse. 

Although John Black was the only sibling of 
Mary Ann Laughton 1863 to marry, sue and 
Jack did not have any children. The other 
siblings Irene and Charlie did not Mary. 

There are many reference to the "Black 
Family Members" in the history of Julia 
Laughton 1867 and Edward Laughton 1876. 
Irene Black was a long time resident of the 
Laughton family home with Irene in Niagara 
Falls, New York. If I have the story correct, 
Irene and Julia looked after the twin sons of 
William Severn Laughton 1872 and his wife 
Amy, as they died early in 1927 and 1925 
respectively. 

There may be other members of the more 
immediate family that can verify or adjust 
what I have interpreted from the records of 
these Laughton Family members. 



One thing I have noticed in my review, is that 
none of these "Laughton Family" members 
had much to do with John Hugh Laughton 
1859 . His son "Jack" from his 2nd marriage 
seems to have linked up with the Laughton- 
Black family, in Niagara Falls, New York 
perhaps an alternative to his father and step- 
brothers in Parkhill, Ontario? 
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JULIA LAUGHTON (1867 - 1960) 




Julia Laughton was the 2 na 
daughter of John Laughton 
1829 . The records indicate that 
she was born on November 25, 
1866 in Hamilton, Ontario and 
that she died on December 30, 
1960. The obituary reports that 
she moved to Niagara Falls 
(New York, USA) 70 years ago, 
which would be circa 1890. It is 
logical that Julia moved to 
Niagara Falls with her father in 
1892. 

Julia never married and is 
buried with the John Laughton 
family in the Niagara Falls 
Riverview Cemetery in Canada, 
along with her sisters Margaret 
and Jennie.

Jac/c"). From the obituary, it 
appears that the family was 
living at the home of Julia's

Julia Laughton may have had control of the "Family Bible" with many of the legal 
documents, as we have found reference to that item.

Julia's obituary notes that she was buried in 
Fairview Cemetery in Niagara Falls (Ontario, 
Canada). Paul's records indicate that the two 
sisters Julia and Jean were "both buried with 
parents on Canadian side, 1/2 mile from the 
border". That site and the grave markers have 
now been identified and photographed at the 
Niagara Falls Riverview Cemetery in Ontario. 

Also mentioned in her passing is her nephew 
Jack C, Laughton, whom we have now 
determined was John Campbell Laughton, son of 
John Hugh Laughton and his second wife Kate 
May Campbell.

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JENNIE R. LAUGHTON (1870 - 1927) 

Jennie Laughton was the 3 rd daughter of John Laughton 1 829 who was born April 1 5, 1 870 and 
died January 23, 1927. The family records indicate that she was never married and that she is 
buried with her parents. Our site visit to the Niagara Falls Riverview Cemetery confirmed that her 
stone is place at the family plot. 

The family records as well as the stone show the "R" or 
"Robertson, yet there is no indication that Jean or Jennie 
was married to a Robertson. It is an unlikely middle name 
for a female, so it does raise a question. 

It could be that Jennie was another one of the Laughton's 
that lost a beloved early in life or a relationship. 



Jean is shown as "Jennie" on her death certificate as well as the grave marker. Orkney records 
note that Jean and Jane were used interchangeably. 

The only known photograph of Jean or Jennie 
is this photograph shown on her father's 
page. Information that came with the picture 
states: 

Starting at the top of this picture you will note that there 
is a picture of John Hugh Laughton (William Severn 
Laughton's brother) who is holding a smaller picture of 
his wife Louise Estelle Van Wvck (from where many of 
those that followed received the middle name "Van 
Wyck"). 

Left to right standing in the back row are some of the 
sons and daughters of John 1829: 
Mary 1863, Edward 1876, William Severn 1872 , David 
B. 1861, and Julia 1867 

Left to right centre in the middle row are the parents: 
John Laughton 1829 and his wife Catherine Murphy

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Although we do not have a close up 
photograph of Jennie Laughton, we did find 
her "Death Certificate" in the LPS Family 
Search Pilot Project while doing a general 
search of Laughton names. 

The record shows that she died on January 
23, 1927 in Cleveland, Ohio USA from a 
cerebral embolism, after an operation. Other 
information on the death certificate confirms 
what has previously been reported. 

This document and others report that the 
birthplace of the father "John 1829" was in St. 
Mary, Scotland and her mother Katherine was 
born in Mayo, Ireland.

One June 21 , 2008 an e-mail was received from Lindy Ryan 
Laughton describing the linkage of her husband (David Michael 
'MYce" Laughton), son of William Alfred Laughton 1913 (married 
Eleanor Ramona Ghostley) and grandson of William Severn 
Laughton 1872 (married Amy Catherine Mann). 

The original family tree of Paul Laughton does not show the name 
of William Severn Laughton's wife Amy Catherine Mann so that is 
new information. The family tree does show that there was a son 
William who married Eleanor. It is also shown that William "Billie" 
A. Laughton had a twin brother John "Jac/c" E. Laughton and two 
sisters, Marion and Jean. These identities have now been added to 
the page of John Laughton 1829 . 

Lindy Ryan Laughton has provided the Family Group Sheet of 
William Severn Laughton (in PDF format) that provides extensive 
details on himself, spouse and children. 

William Severn Laughton became a "naturalized US Citizen" on July 
1 1 , 1990, so we know that he had lived in the United States for the 
minimum of 5 years prior. There he owned and operated the 
"Laughton Creamery & Dairy"'. The 1910 US Census shows the 
family at #416 13th Street, Niagara Falls, New York. The 1925 
Niagara Falls city directory shows William and Amy at 1759 E. Falls, 
Niagara Falls, NY and that he worked at Twin Dairy. Amy Laughton 
died at that home on April 20, 1925 

Following up on the initial introduction of the William Severn 
Laughton members, we received the two pictures from Lindy, one 
showing William Severn 1872 and the other showing the family of 
John Laughton 1829 , which also shows an older William Severn 
Laughton. The family photograph has now been moved to the John 
Laughton page, along with the identification provided (to which I 
have added dates and relationships - which I hope are correct). 

In the fall of 2008, John Ivan Laughton (Nelson, British Columbia) 
also started sending in photographs to the family tree project. In the 
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collection were many of the family of William Severn Laughton, 
particularly ones of the twins Billie & Jack 1913. We have now 
moved the "twins" to their own pages .... and tried to identify "who is 
who"!

This is the beginning of a page for John 1 91 3 (one of the "191 3 Twins") covered in 
more detail on the William Severn Laughton 1872 page. This information came in 
files from John Ivan Laughton 1929 , whose father was David Laughton 1861 , 
brother of William Severn Laughton.

In the package of information that came from John Ivan Laughton 1929, there were 
four (4) letters from "Bill & El" from 1978 to 1983 , more or less switching to letters 
from El as Bill's health became an issue. The letters have been scanned and added 
to the database, and the following comments have been noted: 



M February 20, 1978 from Bill to Cousin Grace (Grace Althea Laughton 1905), 
who was the Aunt of John Ivan Laughton 

■ refers to Jack Campbell Laughton, step-brother of my Grandfather, who 
is seldom mentioned in correspondence from the John Hugh Laughton 
1859 siblings -refers to Irene who has died, who I presume is Kathleen 
"Irene" Black, daughter of Mary Ann Laughton 1863 

■ references to the family of David Laughton 1864 

■ Jack and Jane call once a month, presumably his twin brother and his 
wife, who had met the family of John Addison Corbett Laughton 1897 
(the Optometrists), his son John Ivan Laughton 

■ wants the family to buy and send in lottery tickets 

■ refers to issues with his twin brother Jack (noted confidential) 

■ refers to son "Mike" (David Michael Laughton) 

■ speaks as if his twin brother Jack is blind? 

S3 December 8, 1978 from El & Bill, probably to the Laughton Clan as a 
Christmas Letter 

■ apparently both Eleanor and Bill were Doctors, as he refers to her 
practice 

■ refers to Edward 1876 children Reid Laughton and wife Mollie but no 
dates 

^ indicates that Bill's wife Eleanor is from Edmonton, Alberta 

S3 November 22, 1981 from Eleanor to John Ivan, as Bill had a stroke in May 
1981 

■ William "Bill" Laughon1913 had a stroke in May 1981 (age 68) 

■ Eleanor is still running the clinic but Bill is fully retired 

■ the Clinic was a Hospital but they closed it in 1969 

■ letter gives details that Robert Retchless, husband of Bill's sister 
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Margaret "Jean" Laughton 1911 had previously died circa1959 (22 
years prior to 1981 letter) 

■ sister Jean is now 70 (90% blind) and never remarried after the death of 
husband Bob 

■ Aunt Julia (1867) was blind for several years prior to her death as well 

■ Bill's twin brother Jack has been blind for 5 years already 

■ Jack's wife Mary "Jane" died in October 1981 (a month before this letter) 

■ Jack and Jane had an adopted daughter and she took twin brother Jack 
with her back to California 

■ Bill and El have 2 adopted children 

■ refers to the two surviving sons of Edward 1876 (Bruce was killed in 
1904) indicating that Norman was already deceased but Reid was alive 
and still sending Christmas cards 

■ Eleanor's son Mike is in the insurance business 

■ Eleanor went to the University of Alberta 

S3 January 14, 1983 from Eleanor to John Ivan Laughton - need to figure out 
who the others are that are mentioned. 

■ Bill's condition has deteriorated a great deal 

■ notes that Aunt Julia (1867) in Niagara Falls NY and Uncle Ed (1876) 
were very close (also noted in some of the letters of Julia) 

The records indicate that William Alfred Laughton died on September 30, 1986 
some 5 years after his stroke. If I recall correctly (to be checked by RVL) Eleanor is 
still with us at the time Lindy was sending information in late 2008 or early 2009.

The following information was contained in September 2008 e-mails from John Ivan 
Laughton, great nephew of Edward Laughton and grandson of David Laughton 
1861. 

It is my understanding that after the death of Edward's wife "Bert" in 1964, Edward 
returned to the Niagara Falls, New York area and lived with other members of the 
Laughton Family. 

In amongst the letters that came in the package from John Ivan Laughton in March 
2009 was a letter from Jim and Jane Alexander (so if it was a relative, Jane was a 
Laughton) that refers to the passing of "Bert" in 1964. As of this date we have not 
identified Jim and Jane. If you can help, the letter is posted here: 

M Jim and Jane Alexander letter to Edward Laughton - November 30, 1964 

The original of this letter was with John Ivan Laughton, so there must be a 
connection? 

There were a number of additional photographs of the Edward Laughton 1876 
group in the package that was received in April 2009 from John Ivan Laughton. 
These have all been scanned are posted below. I have had to use some logic to 
sort these out as not all were labeled in full and some of the names appeared in 
question or were reversed. What I have shown below is what I believe is the most 
logical (names) when you compare all the photographs.

They are buried in 
the same cemetery as Edward but in a 
different location. Also buried with the 
parents are their daughters Julia, Jean 
"Jennie" and Margaret. To the rear of 
the John Edward family plot is an older 
stone marking the grave site of Bruce 
Laughton, which is now explained by 
John Ivan as an early death as a result 
of a train accident. The stone is 
marked 1901-1904. The cemetery 
records show his name as Bruce K. 
Laughton. 
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John Addison Corbett Laughton 1895 
on the left, was the 2nd son of David 
Laughton, shown here with his Uncle 
Edward Laughton. 

John 1895 is the father of John Ivan 
Laughton 1929 for whom we are 
grateful for the many letters and 
photographs that we have been able to 
add to this site in 2008 and 2009.

Might be able to figure out Norm/Reid 
from other photographs. 

Twins are twins, doubt that can be 
resolved! 

From comparison to other photographs 
I would suggest that Reid is on the left 
and Norm is on the right. That would 
match their wives sitting in front of them 
(Reid & Mollie, Norm and Betty). 

The back of the photograph also notes 
there was a 3rd son that was killed in a 
train accident when young. From out 
previous investigations, we know that 
was Bruce Laughton (1901-1904) who 
is buried in Niagara Falls, Ontario with 
his grandfather John Laughton 1829 
and the rest of his family. 

Edward and Bert are also buried in that 
same cemetery but they died many 
years later and are in a separate plot. 
For details see the cemetery page for 
Niagara Falls . 

Note that the Norman Laughton 
reported here as married to Betty is not 
the Norman Laughton listed as the son 
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Uncle Ed and wife Bertha with their two sons 
and their wives

Edward's sons Norm and Reid Laughton 



These are Edward's two surviving sons 
Reid (married to Mollie) and Norman 
(married to Betty). Neither of the boys 
are reported as having children. 

The third son of Edward and Bert was 
Bruce Laughton who we have reported 
was killed by a train in 1904 and is 
married in the Niagara Falls cemetery 
with his Grandfather John Laughton 
1829 and family. 

We do not have any dates for the births 
or deaths of Norm (on the left) and 
Reid (on the right). From a 1981 letter 
from Eleanor Laughton (wife of William 
Alfred Laughton 1913 ) we know that 
Norman Laughton was deceased at the 
time of the 1981 letter and that Reid 
was still alive. 

At this time I do not have any 
additional information on the 
movement, whereabouts or current 
status of the family of Edward 
Laughton. As there were no reported 
children, this line will cease to exist 
with the passing of Reid Laughton.

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REGISTERS 

There are a number of "Registration Sites" that contain records of the births, 
deaths, christenings, and marriages of families. As our research progresses, I 
am sure that we will come upon numerous sites, so we have prepared a folder to 
file these documents. Please go to each of the Register Sites shown in the links 
on the left, where details are provided on what is available, what results have 
been found and how you can access these sites to additional research. 

M OGS REGISTER : Official Genealogical Site for Scotland - contains 
information of births, marriages and deaths for the Laughton clan dating 
back to the Vigga Homestead in in Holm on the Orkney Islands. This 
information provides information on the family line until John Laughton and 
Jerome Laughton left for Canada. Other lines can be followed past that 
date if they did not leave Scotland. Detailed work on those lines has not 
been completed as of this date. 

ES LPS REGISTER : The community of the Latter Day Saints has an incredible 
source of genealogical information on many nations and many religions, not 
just the Mormon sect. The original reference site "Cursitef has now been 
advanced with the addition of a new 2009 Family Search "Pilot Project" . 
This is a very powerful and modern search engine and data base that 
quickly turned up Laughton clan members in Canada, the United States 
and Scotland. Other clan members may also show up in other nations. 

S3 CENSUS OF CANADA : The raw census information has been available 
from Library and Archives Canada for some time but it was difficult to 
review and next to impossible to search. The volunteer "Automated 
Genealogy Project" converted that information into readily available and 
easily searchable data for the Census of 1901, 1906 (partial) and the key 
data base of 191 1 . Most recently, Library and Archives Canada have 
added a very good searchable base for the 1891 Census (of great 
assistance to the Laughton search). 

M ONTARIO RECORDS : This page contains links to the Ontario 

Genealogical Society, the Ontario Cemetery Finding Aid and the new 
Ontario Death Registry (1869-1847) that has proven to be of great value for 
tracking Laughton family members. 



It is anticipated that as this Laughton Family Tree Project expands we will need 
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access to registers for those members that moved to the United States of 
America (USA) and branched out from New York State to Texas, Arizona, 
California and elsewhere. We look forward to receiving information from our 
Laughton Friends and Family Members from the USA.

The search engine of the 1891 Census is very good at the Library and Archives web site. Excellent 
information was obtained on the family members in the Walkerton and Parkhill communities in 
Ontario. Images of the 1891 Census Pages have been placed on the family member's page for that 
household (i.e. Jerome 1834 in Walkerton, John 1821 in Walkerton (before moving to Niagara Falls 
USA), and finally John Hugh 1829 in Parkhill. A PDF document containing all of the information 
listings from the 1891 Census is located here:

Information posted on the site at http://www.laughton.com also directed me to the site where the 
long lists of births, baptisms and marriages are posted for the LAUGHTON'S as prepared by the 
Mormons (Church of Jesus Christ of the Later-day Saints). The births and baptisms are 69 pages 
and the marriages are 17 pages. Some of these go back into the 1600's so perhaps we can trace 
Gilbert's line if we can find a link. Check here if you want to find a different name on the CJCLDS 
Registry .

We have identified the following information that relates to our Laughton clan and then updated the 
genealogy chart to show the dates that became available from this information. To start, we have 
looked only at the entries for "Holm and Paplay" and thus there may be more information where the 
marriage or birth took place outside this Parish. 

In February 2009 we became aware of a powerful new search engine called the "Family Search - 
Pilot Site" which is operated by the LDS as well. Many new family members were identified with this 
site search in Canada, in the United States and as well in Scotland. This is an excellent tool to be 
used by any genealogist or family tree enthusiast:

Here for example are the results found for the 1900 "Twelfth Census of the United States" for the 
John Laughton family members living in Niagara Falls, New York: 
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As some of the information may not have been previously available, we may be able to use this to 
find more answers to such questions "Which Gilbert Laughton is our ancestor?" and perhaps even 
to go back one further generation. For all of those that look at these charts, please consider what 
you think may have been the correct answer and send me you comments.

M page 19: a number of listings for Gilbert Laughton (Laughtan) in the 1771-1775 era, as noted 

in Paul Laughton's genealogy chart, so there remains some question (note: only two of the 

Gilbert Laughton's in the 1771 time frame had fathers named Gilbert 
M page 26: James Laughton, October 23, 1803 a son to Gilbert Laughton and Margaret Miller 

and brother to our chain under John Laughton so I guess that makes him our "Great, Great, 

Great, Great Uncle" 

M page 31: Jane Laughton, July 19, 1828 a daughter to John Laughton and Jane Spence 
9 page 34: Jorome Laughton (not "Jerome"), November 1834 a son to John Laughton and Jane 
Spence 

M page 34: John Laughton (the first of the "John's" in the list) so our Grandfather Laughton to the 
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4th power, from Gilbert Laughton and Margaret Miller on April 30, 1801 
□ page 35: John Laughton (the second "John") who is listed as being born on August 21, 1829 

(Paul's list says August 15, 1829) a son to John Laughton and Jane Spence 
M page 47: Margaret Laughton, April 9, 1806 (a new date) daughter to Gilbert Laughton and 

Margaret Miller, so our only know Great Aunt to the 4th power! 
S page 48: the second Margaret Laughton, December 17, 1826 a daughter to John Laughton 

and Jane Spence so Great Aunt Margaret to the 3rd power 
M page 51: Mary Laughton, May 2, 1836, a daughter to John Laughton and Jane Spence, so 

another Great Aunt to the 3rd, but not other known information (may have married or died 

outside of the Parish of Holm & Paplay) 
9 page 58: Sarah Laughton, May 15, 1833, another daughter to Jane Spence and John 

Laughton and for sure the "Great, Great. Great, Great, Great Aunt" (Great Aunt to the 5th 

power) to Sarah Anne Laughton (June 16, 1981) 
M page 59: Thomas Laughton, April 7, 1831 a son to John Laughton and Jane Spence, so we 

need to change the genealogy chart from 1832 

As time permits, we will look at the other Parish records to see if there is a match to any of the 
"known Laughton names" to those that we did not find in these Holm & Paplay records. 

A link from the UK & Ireland Genealogy site also lead us to a web page where you can locate the 
nearest family history centre of the CJCLDS, with facilities located around the world ( search here for 
the one close to you ). The web site indicates that the family research centres are open to all 
people, however times are set and they are generally within CJCLDS facilities.

OGS REGISTER 

For the link shown ( Official Genealogical Site for Scotland ) I purchased some on-line credits and 
searched as many of the databases as I could for my 6 PS investment. I was able to get the lists for 
the "Parish of Holm & Paplay" for births, christenings, marriages, 1881 census and deaths for the 
periods listed. As I review these I will post any significant information, however in the meantime I 
can provide these in PDF format to those that ask. A preliminary review shows a number of exact 
matches to the genealogy chart prepared by Paul MacDonell Laughton. (Please note that each one 
page off the OGS appears as two pages in the PDF format and that each two page printout is a 
separate file.) 

An e-mail from " Scotland On-line " took me back to this site on May 22, 2004, as they had an error in 
their search engine and gave me until May 25th to redo the marriage searches. This did turn up a 
lot of new data. I also took the opportunity to buy some more credits and print our a number of the 
original Parish and Census records. These are now posted. I was particularly interested in a few of 
the original documents that show some conflict with the genealogy chart that we have today, such 
as is the case with Thomas Laughton (son of John Laughton and Jane Spence in 1832) who 
appears to have a different wife and did not die in Canada. 

On December 30, 2005 the OGS web site announced that it had added to the index and so in 
January 2006 I went back to look at the Census Records. It is interesting to look at the story behind 
the taking of the census, as described on their web site. As an example, take a look at the text for 
the 1891 Census . More details on the use of the Census Records can be found in the remainder of 
this section. 

Wills & Testaments were added to the OGS and the listing of these can be searched for free, 
however you must pay VIEW £5.00 to download each document (so we have not done that yet!). 
The listing of Laughton's from the 1513 to 1901 is posted on our web site as Laughton Wills & 
Testaments . At these prices, we will need to make sure of an exact match prior to ordering any 
downloads. If you see one on the list that looks like a match, please let me know. 

Another site has been identified for the General Register Office for Scotland . This site provides 
information on other sources of information, other than the Internet, but it does relay you to the OGS 
Register for an Internet search. They do provide the option to have a Staff Search completed on 
your behalf. 

I have recorded the names of any clan members in bold on the genealogy chart where there has 
been information found about them on the OGS Register. 
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BIRTHS 

The births appear to be in three sections on the OGS Register, listed as the "Statutory Records"; the 
OPR Births (Old Parish Records); and the OPR Births & Christenings (1553 - 1854). 

Under the Statutory Records for 1855 to 1953, the only one that may apply is that shown for John 
Laughton of Holm and Paplay in 1859 (see line item 23 of 48 on birthsl and births2 ). 

Under the OPR Births (Old Parish Records) for 1770 to 1854 there are a few more records that are 
revealed:

During my second visit to the site in May 2004 I downloaded a few of the actual certificates for the 
related links. Not all records have a "viewable document" so many of the old records can only be 
ordered off-line (at a cost of £10 each) so I have ordered any as of yet. The ones that could be 
viewed, using already purchased credits, were as follows: 

M iohn1859 : As in all great experiments, sometimes you have to prove something wrong so you 
know it is not correct. That is the case here. Although the correct month and year (July 1859), 
we have the wrong parents. There is no other John Laughton shown for this date. That is 
unfortunate, as this is the "John Hughes" that fostered the current generations. 

MARRIAGES 

The last page I was able to retrieve, prior to the expiry of my "credits" during my preliminary was the 
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marriage record for 1855 to 1953 in the County of Orkney, District of Holm. There are no positive 
connections, however it is possible that the marriage took place in another "district" so I may need to 
return to check those records. 

M marriages : line 8 is interesting, as Elizabeth Laughton marries James Foubister in 1878 and 
the genealogy chart of Paul MacDonell Laughton shows and Elizabeth Laughton marrying a 
Archibald Foubister (different first name but about the right date). 

As a result of the error at the web site, I was fortunate to have the opportunity to re-run the marriage 
searches in May 2004 and the new data tables retrieved are as follows: 

M marriages updated1 ;and marriages updated2 : These is the corrected date for the period 
1553 to 1854 and there were no "hits" on the name LAUGHTON so the search was repeated 
using their "Soundex System" and these are the results. This information may be relevant as 
we go back further in the genealogy. 

M marriages updated3 : The corrected list of 12 records provides the marriage records for David 
Laughton and Margaret Laughton in 1867. As I was getting brave, I bought some more 
credits and downloaded the original Parish Record of the wedding. This is available at present 
on this site as a PDF file or a TIF file . 

M marriages_updated4 : Also corrected from the original search, this first page does not show 
any positive matches, however it raised and answered the question (see above) of the 
marriage of Elizabeth Laughton and James Foubister (but not Archibald) as shown on the 
genealogy chart of Paul Laughton. Close but the date is wrong as well, so that is negative. 

9 marriages updated5 : We have a positive match here for Jane Laughton and William Sinclair 
in 1857 and so we have provided a copy of the actual registry document, again as both a PDF 
file and a TIF file . 

DEATHS 

I have uploaded the database print out for DEATHS for Holm & Paplay ( deathsl & deaths2), as they 
do have a 91 year old Gilbert Laughton who died in 1888 (see line item 8 of 42). That would put that 
Gilbert as born in 1797, too late for our initial Gilbert. There are 7 John Laughton's on that list. It 
may be that by the time these records become applicable, our ancestors have already left for North 
America. I have yet to determine how they have these records if the Parish of Holm burnt down in 
1805, as noted by Paul MacDonell Laughton? 

During our second visit to the site in May 2004 I was able to download a particularly interesting 
Death Certificate, that relating to Thomas Laughton: 

M thomas1921 : This is a most interesting record as this clearly shows that Thomas died in 1921 
in Vigga, Holm at the age of 70 years. It also shows that he was the husband of Ann Fobric 
(name not clear) and that he was the son of John Laughton and Jane Spence. It was 
witnessed by William Barston. The genealogy chart of Paul Laughton clearly shows a Thomas 
Laughton, son of John Laughton and Jane Spence, however those records say that he died in 
Canada and that his wife was Margaret Jane Barston (the same last name as the witness to 
this record?). So now the unsolved question, who was he married to, or was he married twice, 
and where did he die? See also the comments in the section on the Census Records. 

CENSUS RECORDS 

Initially there were two searchable sets of Census Records on the web site, one for 1881 and the 
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second for both 1891 and 1901 . In January 2006 I went back to the census records after receiving 
an e-mail from the OGS concerning the updates now posted to their site. They now show census 
data for 1861, 1871, 1891 and 1901. Data for 1841 and 1851 are to be available later in 2006. 

It is important to make note of the web site comments regarding the accuracy of the data 
(hyperlinked to source): 

"It is important to remember, however, that information given in the census can be 
inaccurate - ape, place of birth, even recorded relationship to head of household can all 
be unreliable. For example, apes recorded were supposed to be at the last birthday, but 
sometimes people did not know their correct ape or were not always honest about it! The 
information piven by the head of the household may also have been incorrect by accident 
or by desipn. " 

From our initial review of 1881 I was able to make these comments: 

ffl 1881census1 : Record 12 on this sheet, for which we have retrieved the record from the 

registry is for 40 year old David Laughton in PDF or TIF who is a married farmer with 10 acres 
of arable land. (Note: January 2006 - 1 don't see the match here, see table below). Record 18 
had a Gilbert Laughton, but the dates do not match, as this Gilbert would have been born 
around 1796 and ours dates back to 1771 to 1775. Still looking for clue to help us sort out 
which Gilbert is our ancestor! 

H 1881census2 : Record 30 on this page is for 52 year old Jean Laughton ( PDF or TIF ), who is 
about the correct age, but is shown to be "unmarried". Our Jane (Jean) Laughton of that era 
is shown married to William Sinclair (see "marriage records" in previous section). 

M 1881census3 : Record 74 brings us back again to Thomas Laughton (see: Deaths - 
thomas1921), apparently the correct record for Thomas in PDF or TIF. This 48 year old 
farmer from Vigga had 77 acres of arable land and apparently had 2 men and 1 woman also 
working on the property. Note that the 1891 census shows his correct age at 60 but in 1881 it 
is out by 2 years. The notes to the census records suggest this is common. / need to look at 
the 1891 details to see if they match the 1881 details. 

In January 2006 I returned to look at the other census records. To assist, a chart was prepared 
showing the census date and the expected age of "our Laughton's". Where there is a match or a 
"possible match", these are as noted (1881 and 1891 so far). Since we already know that the age 
match is often a year or two out, the possible matches are likely correct as well. / will return at a 
later date to check the other years.

the time when searching the Ontario Cemeteries links. 

M Ontario Cemetery Finding Aid - you can enter a name (see: search function ) and find where 
the person is buried and a link (reference) to who obtained the records. For example, John 
Hugh Laughton shows up as being in the Parkhill Union Cemetery and it tells us that the 
reference comes from MX-086 (that translates to the London & Middlesex County Branch of 
the Ontario Genealogical Society . You can fire through the Parkhill names quite quickly, then 
you find some interesting ones such as Harry V and Mary E (Buckleey) who are listed as 
being in the Bellville Mausoleum along with their son, whose fill name I did not know (Barent 
Powell Laughton).

Please accept my apologies for not responding sooner. Due to staff 
shortages in our office during the summer months, I didn't get over for 
4 months.

I reviewed both files yesterday. Most importantly, I requested and 
should receive by Monday, a copy of the letter to which the notation 
"Comp. Report sent to IWGC 7-12-43 as a CEF Case" in your email refers. 

Though I read it through twice, it doesn't make much sense to me. If 
you would like, I can pass a copy to Dohanne Neville of the Canadian 
office of the Commonwealth War Graves Commission and see if they can 
interpret it for you. 

Your are correct in your assumption that IWGC was the CWGC. It was 
formerly known as the Imperial War Graves Commission. 

We are completely separate from the Commonwealth War Graves Commission. 

I have my database which commemorated those listed in the Books of 
Remembrance, and their database lists who is buried in what cemetery. 
Their job is to mark the graves and maintain perpetual care and keep 
track of the war dead of the First and Second World Wars. Our is to 
commemorate those who died of injuries sustained in the war. They have 
Canadians in their database that are not commemorated in the Books of 
Remembrance because their deaths was not related to service. 

I will update William's Commemorative Record in the Canadian Virtual 
War Memorial with the information I obtained from his Second World War 
file, but I am not certain what you felt required correction. The Book 
of Remembrance and the Canadian Virtual War Memorial, both for which I 
am responsible, are correct. 

I would also like your permission to make a copy of the photograph of 
William that you have posted on the Laughton Family Tree site. I will 
ensure you are credited for the portrait.

In the period leading up to WW I, George drove Tot r s car 
when he was only 12 „ He £ other boys in Parkhill of an age read 
BP's 'pamphlets as they came out, founded a Boy Scout troop & 
persuaded the local dentist to come on board as their 
Scoutmaster. George tried to enlist in the- Territorials- but was- 
caught as underage ~& turfed out. He began studying law at U of 
Toronto & with Mary, but joined the COTC In his first year (.1915)

I didn't know about this & shortly after, while 
marching along Bloor St. by myself in my COTC private's uniform, 
saw this tough-- loo king captain coming toward me, saluted 
(smartly, of course) , & nearly fell off the sidewalk when I 
realized I had just saluted my own father. (When Paul tried to go 
on active service in 3rd yr Hon Chem, George pulled a lot of 
strings to get around the requirement that scientific students 
complete their degrees & go into defence research, including 
- General Pearkes who had been put up by George & Beth for a while 
when he fell on hard times after WW I. ) 

George was Circulation Manager for Maclean's, then 
Circulation Director for the company. My childhood was filled 
with books & magazines, including British & US publications that 
were distributed by MacLean's, such as the Boys' Own Annual, 
Irving Berlin's music sheets, and all sorts of US magazines such 
as "Flying Aces" & "Down Beat". I worked a few times at the 
Maclean-Hunter plant on University Ave, e.g. handling 
notifications of Christmas gift subscriptions, or returning 
unsold copies of "Down Beat" for rebate after tearing off the 
covers. George also was a founder of the Canadian Circulation 
Audit Board & long-time member of the Audit Bureau of 
Circulation, president still at his death even after retirement 
in 1964. He was- instrumental in establishing a much-needed 
industry code of ethics for door-to-door salesmen. He was a long- 
time member of the Military Club, resigning when a Jewish officer 
friend was blackballed for membership. George did not take kindly 
to being crossed. Van had sense enough not to argue with him more 
than very briefly,- Paul did not, stuck to his guns & was 
subjected to a number of red-faced yelling matches over the 
years . 

At our cottage on Snake Island in L. Simcoe he had a 
convulsion &. went unconscious & clammy one weekend. I had to row 
to the mainland for help, but he was conscious when I returned. 
The problem was not properly diagnosed at the time, but much 
later a arterial aneurysm was detected in his brain, probably an 
aftermath of the WW I injury. He and Beth were living in London 
by then, & Van & I were summoned to vote on the risky operation. 
Since no operation meant a limited life .& sudden death without 
warning, we voted "Yes." He had the operation, it was a success, 
but he died instantly on June 11th 1966 of a blood clot that 
probably formed in his leg lying in the hospital bed. He is 
buried with Beth in the soldier's plot at Exeter.

Mary Frances &. David have been keeping me up-to-date on the E-mails flying 
about , so I have concluded I should stick my oar in too. 

First, the clan as they joined the British troops for the American Rebels 
lion all were signed on as McDonell & mustered out as MacDonell. In the 
1700 's they were Gaelic speakers & couldn't care less which way it was 
spelled by the Sassenachs. The young gentleman were, however, often fairly 
well educated, many of them at the Scottish College in Valladolid, Spain. 
My mother, Mary Elizabeth, was baptized "McD" but I got "MacD" . 

As a general comment, the bits & pieces I have assembled are loaded with 
inconsistencies & contradictions. George Van Wyck's siblings are a case in 
point. I have all sorts of paper trails, the family tombstone in Walkerton, 
& several funeral cards. Fred, Harry, St. Clair [known as Clair] & Louise 
[known as "Tot" for reasons no one seemed to remember] Van Wyck you all 
know. The others were: two John's, both dying in infancy, one 2 Oct 1881 at 
1 month & 15 days, the other in 1898; I also have a note of another dying 
at 6, but no other trace! Paul, the one who drowned at Grand Bend off the 
pier, was 1887 to 1 July 1899, age 12; Edna, who died of scarlet fever, was 
1894 to 1894 according to the tombstone, "died April 24, 1894, aged 2 
years" according to her funeral card; Bessie was 7 Nov 1898 to 26 Dec 1905, 
so GVL knew her well. 

Richard asks for more on the Laughton brothers. He has covered GVL's mili-i 
tary career very thoroughly. GVL joined the territorials [militia] when he 
was 14, but his mother ratted on him & he was tossed out as under age* GVL 
moved to Toronto with Tot after his mother died & his father "remarried too 
soon" in Tot's very strong opinion, stayed with the HVL ' s to finish HS 
[Harbord, I think] , began to article with Mary as he began his law studies 
at U of T before going from the equivalent of the COTC into Active Service 
in WW I in A his freshman year. I have a dim recollection that GVL met Both 
at the military hospital in Saskatoon when he was the second person hired 
for the DSCR [Department of Soldiers' Civilian Rees tablishment = DVA] with 
the job of setting up TB hospitals for the returning troops. TB killed more 
allies than the Germans. When he was mustered out after a medical board, he 
was told by the Colonel chairman of the board he might live a couple of 
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years if he took it easy - easy was getting married & the DSCR! The same 
colonel chaired his board on his reenlistment in WW II & exclaimed, "Laugh- 
ton, what are you doing here, you've been dead for 25 years!" He joined 
MacLean's, later Maclean-Hunter, after his stint with DSCR & as Circulation 
Manager, later Director, he became the leading Canadian figure in that 
field. He founded the Canadian wing of the Periodical Press Association, 
which set ethical standards for the business, & was its President for life, 
even after his retirement. You presumably know lots more about him. 

Fred was one of my & Eleanor's favourite people, kind, a great sense of 
humour, & a real charmer. Fred took over the store when his mother died & 
his father left the business to become a drummer. He was town clerk of 
Parkhill for over 40 years as well as parliamentary assistant as an MLA to 
the Minister of Highways. [There is a Laughton township somewhere in the 
north, Kenora county, i think. I loved to go campaigning with him as a kid 
because of the number of different pies at the strawberry socials. I have 
his statue of Sir John A., whose hand he had once shaken. Myra, whose HS 
Greek texts taught me to read Greek in Grade 8, was his bookkeeper, & I 
often spent Saturday evening till after midnight with her at the store. 
They had a typewriter on which I learned to type, unfortunately. It had 3 
rows of keys instead of 4, 3 fonts on each key accessed by down as well as 
up shift. Numerals were upper shift on the top row. It is now in the 
Carlton U Journalism museum. 

Bits about Harry are scattered through Mary & Tot. They lived quite close 
to us in north Toronto & we saw a lot of them* 

Clair we saw less of than the others, only occasionally at Grand Bend. He 
was a gravelly- voiced amiable sort. Clair was a drummer, like his father in 
later years, in his case for a pickle manufacturer. Like Fred & Myra, they 
had no children. They lived latterly in Royal Oak, Michigan. When he died 
& Eva moved to Grand Bend, Van voluntarily looked after a lot of her afn 
fairs, but got scant thanks for his pains. 

Mary Jane Hutton wasn't anywhere near the first woman MD to graduate in 
Canada. That honour goes to Augusta Gullen, nee Stowe, a Vie student who 
got her degrees in 1883 through the Toronto School of Medicine. The next 
four graduated in 1884 were from Queen 1 s, the first two from Trinity were 
in 1887. Mary Jane McDonell, nee Hutton, was from Trinity in 1890 at age 
20! She kept up her medical society membership as long as I am aware, & 
therefore received all the ads for new drugs, which were kept in a roll top 
desk downstairs where I was allowed to rummage. I also have several of her 
texts, including her Chemistry [1885; "Chromium is thought to be a metal. 
Its salts are used in tanning ... Formic acid is prepared by distilling red 
ants"] & Gray's "Anatomy". When Eleanor visited Goldie in Hensall, where 
Goldie's father was bank manager, Molly [Mary Jane] was their Sunday School 
teacher! Word of Eleanor & me "going together" reached our parents by the 
Hensall conduit. Molly was a daughter of Dr. James Hutton of Denny, Stirl-. 
ingshire, son of Capt Hutton, a commander who lost an arm at Trafalgar & 
was awarded an estate. James emigrated at 19 to Forest, Out. He was a Vie 
grad, & as a telegrapher received the first news in Canada about the battle 
of Balaclava. Molly's sister Jemima [Aunt Mina] was a suffragette, a U of 
T grad, 1898, with a German MA. 

I knew Mary's mother, the large Mrs Buckley, completely dominated by her 
tiny but redoubtable mother, Mrs Powell. I was at Mrs P's 90th birthday, 
where she debated the male Laughton siblings into the ground, announced she 
was going to see them again for her 100th & die, same result, did. Mary was 
a very sharp cookie, but brittle with everyone except Mary Frances. Harry 
was as easy-going as she was brittle, a strangely disparate pair. She & 
Harry joked that she stood first in their law studies, he came second. 
Their son, Barent Van Wyck [Cornelius Barentse VW was the one who emigrated 
from the Netherlands to New Amsterdam in 1660 & established the family farm 
in Flatbush, later home of the Brooklyn Dodgers] was a brilliant student & 
musician, but very sensitive & somewhat effeminate. He joined the RCAF in 
WW II, stripped naked in a hotel, left the windows open in the winter time 
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& froze to death. Earlier attempts to commit suicide failed. Harry devel-n 
oped a doctor-induced deadly phenobarbital addiction. I visited them on my 
way to a summer RCAF posting to find Harry had just died & waited with Mary 
for the police & a coroner because their GP was out of town & therefore 
unable to sign the death certificate. 

On the advice of Fred & Harry, Tot went to Business College. Tot worshipped 
her mother & cut her father dead for the rest of his life. I have the love 
letters of John Hugh to Louella when he was struggling in Walkerton to make 
a life to which he could bring her. He wrote long loving letters about his 
work, his church & the youth groups he was helping. Her replies were single 
pages filled in a huge script with complaints that he was taking too long! 
Because of the rift, I rarely saw my grandfather, except a couple of times 
at Grand Bend when Tot wasn't there. I was quite surprised to read the 
glowing obituaries collected by Ivan Laughton in Nelson, BC, with encomia 
from the Gideons, the Travellers, school boards & other groups which he had 
helped. Tot worked for a bit at the Canadian Bank of Commerce [before the 
merger with Imperial], then as Harry's secretary when Harry was estate 
manager at National Trust [later senior VP] . She left to travel around the 
world with a friend, Aileen McDougall. They stopped in Vancouver to earn 
some money, & Tot worked as secretary for the Men's Credit Association, met 
Pearl Hopper at a Chautauqua Settlement House & became interested in wel-. 
fare work. [Pearl's niece Liz was later one of Eleanor's college friends!] 
I have a letter to Tot at the Settlement from Harry advising her not to 
take all the cares of the world on her shoulders (written on 12 Dec 1920, 
the day of Van's christening - A was proud of Van's perfect behaviour".) 
When she returned to TO, she took a certificate (1923) & diploma (1924) in 
social work, but got so involved with the girls in a home for wayward girls 
that she had to quit, & retired to Terra Cotta with a canning factory job, 
at Brampton if I remember correctly. Her Terra Cotta home had been a way 
station for drivers taking supplies to Niagara during the war of 1812. 
My mother said she was an occupational physiotherapist, A gal who was on 
the governing board of the physiotherapists visited Van & Maureen at Grand 
Bend, saw the pair of pictures of Beth & GVL in their WW I uniforms, & 
exclaimed "That's the original physiotherapy uniform; I've read about it 
but never seen it before." I don't know when the occupational & physio were 
separated. I have many unlabelled pictures of soldiers in what seems to be 
a hospital setting, some with Beth in them. 

Beth stayed with Aunt Gretta Gauld in Clinton when she was going to HS 
there, as reported by much- awarded children's author, Jean Little, whom I 
knew as a baby. Gretta was Molly's first cousin. She & Rev. Gauld were 
medical missionaries in Formosa, now Taiwan. She taught me some Chinese 
phrases. Jean was blind at birth, improved somewhat, slowly worsened to 
using a computer with one letter filling the screen at a time, is now 
forced to use a computer with voice synthesizer. 

Lots more where this came from - some of it may even possibly be true!

HE secrecy of the earlier gen- 
erations means that much ol 
the story of the C ree and Metis 
who sailed to Scotland remains un 
known. One can only imagine rher 
shock the first time they saw the almost 
treeless Orknevs, where no nvers run 
or smelled peat burning in a vo! 
stone kirk. 

Reams of personal letters, puhli' 
documents and local history books in 
Orkney library archives and the 
Mromness Museum s Hudson's Bay ex* 
nihil catalogue the islands connection 
to Canada. But there are striking^ 
few 1 words to be found regarding the 
Metis who settled m Orkney. Onh 
the more fantastical tales seem to have 
been recorded:

there, and the lights (lungs) thrown out, her 
haH-breed bairns lighted on it and scoffed 
it all Tap." 

The Orcadians in use have seemed 
equally strange ro the Metis who came 
ro 19th-century Scotland. Againsi a 
backdrop of wine-coloured heather 
and neolithic standing stones, Orcadi- 
ans lived in two-room clay-and-stonc 
houses with plaster of cow dung and 
fircS in rhe middle of the floor. And 
they were prone to superstition. In 
]~*>0, the Rev, James Watson told of 
being interrupted during a baptism 
by complaints that a girl had ken 
baptized before a boy. He was in- 
formed that this would lead the girl to 
grow a beard. 

Bur for all the differences, Judy 
McLeod of Aklavik — a small town 
on the Northwest Territories" Macken- 
zie River delta — sees similarities be- 
tween Orkney and rhe Canadian 
North. MeLeod and her 12-year-old 
daughter Janesta were among 40 mem- 
bers of a largely Native Canadian 
fiddle group called Strings Across Ehe 
Sky who Hew to Orkney last year to 
perform at a homecoming of Canadi- 
ans with Orcadian roots. "To travel to 
Scotland from Canada back then 
would have been like going to Mars, 
says McLeod. "but lYn surprised to see 
some tilings are the same*" 

McLeod s roots arc Scottish on one 



side and Cwich in on the other In 
1 836. her forefather Alexander Stewart 
decided to stay in Canada with his new 
native family- The fiddle runes of the 
first Orcadians in Canada have beer, 
handed down through the generations 
in the North. Still McLeod says she 
only recently learned of the Canadian 
natives who moved to Scotland. 

After a tour of Mainland, McLeod 
noted several similarities between the 
cultures: a fish-rich diet, a dependence 
on the land [or survival and the whA 
oil lamps, which reminded her of the 
old seaJ-oil lamps in Aklavik. 

Susan Johnstons neighbour, Mary 
Bichan. came to watch McLeod and 
her fellow Canadians perform. 
Bichan s farmhouse was purchased on 
Hudson s Bay Company wages earned 
by her great-great-great-grandfather 
Charles Flen. 

Flett had two children by a Metis 
woman in the Red River Settlement, 
The woman ended up leaving him, and 
the children were shipped back to 
Orkney. Bichan, now in her 60s, always 
knew oi her native connection. As a 
girl, she daydreamed that her aneesiois 
were part of "a royal tribe." Her notion 
of Canada was of a vast forest sur- 
rounded by oceans of ice. 

Johnston says it is primarily her 
generation that has come to terms 
with its mixed-blood ancestry. She be- 
lieves that native roots are now a 
source of pride for many on Orkney 
and lias lold her own daughrcrs of 
their Canadian connection. 

As the rain bears down on the nar- 
row stone streets, McLeod sirs in the 
Stromncss Hotel sipping coffee mere 
metres from where thousands ol 
Orkneymen shipped out for the 
Canadian North and where Eliza 
Spence and other Metis came ashore 
for the first time. 

1 low could they have adjusted back 
then/ she wonders, "to giving up their 
families, their food, their culture and 
their language?" 

She quickly answers her own ques- 
tion. "I guess it was love. Whar do thev 
call it. the universal language''

Orkney people, you quickly 
realize, are like that. They 
measure the world in a differ- 
ent way, Without a thought of 
irony, they call their principal 
island Mainland, though it 



extends barely 25 miles at its 
widest st retell. The lands 
beyond — Scotland. England, 
whatever else there may be — 
are often referred to by the 
generic, all embracing term 
"doon sooth." Lvcn in Kirk- 
wall, the islands' trim and 
busy capital and largest town, 
with a population of nearly 
6,000, the world beyond the 
water soon begins to feel like 
a vaguely doubtlul rumor. 

It is possible to reach 
adulthood in Orkney without 
ever having crossed a busy 
street, ridden an elevator, or 
waited at a traffic light. Fea- 
tures of life that are elsewhere 
routine can here take On an 
exotic air. Alaslair Corinack, 
who with his wife, Anne, 
taught lor many years at the 
lit lie sdiool on the northeast- 
ern island ofSanday, recalls 
how their teenage son, on a 
school trip in Kirkwall after 
the family moved to the 
islands from Glasgow, went 
into a restaurant with two of

There isan old joke on 
Orkney that one day 
the wind .slopped and 
everyone fell over. To walk 
Kirkwall's main street on a 
gusty day — which is to say, on 
any day— is to take part in a 
mass pantomime that recalls 
the movements of deep-sea 
divers in weighted hoofs and 
serves as a vivid reminder 
that this is a place apart. 

It is a point I put to ihe 
Reverend Ronald Ferguson 
when I waded through an 
aulunin bluster lo his house 
on a small hill above Kirk- 
wall, a gray bul friendly town 
built around a quiet harbor 
and curving sea front, A 
cheerful figure, Ferguson is 
die minister of St. Magnus 
Cathedral, ihe northernmost 
cathedral in Britain. 

"Oh, yes, its a different 
world here" he agreed with- 
out hesitation, "And mostly in 
good ways. I came here from 
a district in Glasgow so rough 
that when people went lo bed 
at night they locked their in- 
side doors as well as ihe out- 
side ones, I lere when they 
talk about crime prevention, 
they mean nol leaving your 
car keys in ihe ignition over- 
night. We are a J si? a long way 
from I lie seal of power here — 
closer lo Norway than to 
London — which contributes 
to a sense of separaleness" 

Like ihe Shellands 50 miles 
lo ihe north, Orkney has his- 
torical as well as geographic 
links to Scandinavia. For 
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Ceaseless winds scour 
the Orkney archipelago, 
some 70 treeless isles 
starting six miles north 
of the Scottish mainland. 
A gale in 1850 uncovered 
the Neolithic village of 
Skara Brae (right), dating 
from 3100 b.c. Stone cup- 
boards recall herders who 
lived here for 600 years. 
Norsemen conquered the 
islands in the ninth cen- 
tury a d. and reigned until 
transferring them to Scot- 
land in 1468. Many folk 
here still feel more Nordic 
than Scot. Some feel 
deeper roots. In 1958 
farmer Ronald Simison 
(far right) discovered the 
prehistoric tomb of 340 
people. "I work the same 
ground they worked/' he 
says, "I feel like part of 
these people. " 
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almost SfK) years, until (lie 
15th century, it was a Norse 
colony. The Vikings were 
I urc J from the sen by the 
islands' gentle terrain, stable 
climate* and rich soil, which 
provided ideal — and in ill is 
part of the world almost 
Unique — conditions for pas 
toral farming, to Ihis day 
Orcadians overwhelmingly 
draw their livelihood from 
die land rather than the sea. 

St Magnus Cathedral, 
begun hy a Viking earl in 
1 137, is a striking reminder 
of the Norse heritage. It is a 
magnificent structure— but 
also magnificently expensive 
to maintain. Fortunately F6f 
Ferguson and his parishion- 
ers, the local government 
provides i HO.000 { $230,000 
US,) a year for its upkeep, 
While t lie cathedral is 



supported entirely hy local 
tax revenues, other parts of 
island life benefit from off- 
shore wealth: North Sea oil. 

A special levy on ihe oil 
industry underwrites a fund, 
now worth a hundred million 
dollars, for projects that sup- 
port economic development, 
from subsidized transporta- 
tion to new la i ni start-ups, 

F\ven .so, the future ol many 
of Orkney's 18 inhabited 
islands is far from assured. A 
century ago Orkney's popula- 
tion was comfortably above 
30,000, Today it in a little over 
20,000. On the outer islands 
the fall has been even steeper. 
From 1.-3*800 in is L M to just 

'M00. Nowhere has the de- 
cline been felt more acutely 
than on Papa West ray tin 
Orkney's northern fringe, 
foursquare miles of grass 



and wind, Papa West ray — 
Pa pay to the locals— feels like 
a long way from anywhere, It 
has a small shop and school, 
two roads, some seductively 
empty beaches, and not much 
else. Only ;i lew silhouetted 
farmhouses and huddled cot 
rages, many of them roofless 
and abandoned, cautiously 
intrude on ihe skyline, 

bin 1 lew it son and his wife, 
Morag, are delightful people, 
but you have to want to see 
them. To reach them by boat, 
I had to rise before dawn to 
takh ;i li 1 1 v from Kirkwall 
to the island of West ray. Then 
it was a seven- mile ride by 
bus across West ray to the 
hide port of Pierowall and 
finally another ferry across 
Papa Sound. Altogether it 
look three hours to cover 
the 32 miles. 
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"Used to be much worse; 1 
Jim scii J when he greeted mc 
at the doek."There are more 
ferries now, and we have two 
daily llighis to Kirkwall in a 
light aircraft." 

He led me lo a Volvo that 
could charitably be called 
past its prime, and we labored 
up a small hill to his house in 
the center of die island.

window lo say hello and pass 
Hewitson his mail. 

"Jim is the island post- 
man — actually the island 
everything; 1 1 lewitson said, 
"How many positions do you 
have, Jim?" 

"Oh, just five now," Kendall 
replied with the bashful smile 
and melodic, rising intona- 
tion common to nearly all 
native Orcadians."! have had 
us many as 15 official posi- 
tions at once, but now I'm just 
postman, shipping agent, tele- 
phone repairman, registrar, 
and jus [ice of the peace." 

I asked him what his 
responsibilities entailed. 

"Well, among other limits, 
I can marry you, issue you 
a gun license, pay out your 
pension, repair your phone, 
or sign a warrant for your 
arrest" 1 le scratched his ihroal 
thoughtfully "Mind you, Pve 
never actually signed an arrest 
warrant.

A century and a half ago 
Papa West ray had a popula- 
tion of 337.

known in the local parlance. 
"But there is little work here " 
Hewitson said. "And, anyway, 
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it's not a life thai suits every- 
one Abruptly, he added:

We strolled half a mile 
down a farmyard track past 
l he island's 1 2th -century 
church to a neatly walled 
enclosure above a stony 
beach. There, hunkered into 
a grassy slope, stood the 
remains of a small stone cot- 
tage. With its built-in alcoves 
and carefully fashioned work 
surfaces, it hail an air of cozy 
domesticity.

When you realize 
that, it makes you feel it's 
worth saving.' 1 

Orkneys archaeological 
weallh ranges from a lonely 
Iron Age sUiuc towci tin 

North RonaTdsay to the 
best preserved Neolithic 
village in l.urnpeai Skara 
Brae on Mainland. In all 
'iKcre are 2,993 known 
archaeological sites. 

I low many more might lie 
undiscovered is a question 1 
put to Raymond Lamb when 
I caught up with him at his 
office in Stromness, Orkney's 
second largest town. A bluff, 
busy English man who has 
been the islands' official 
archaeologist for 17 years, 
l amb smiled tolerantly and 



took me to his office window. 
I k pointed to a tiny uninhab- 
ited island called Outer Holm 
just offshore. "See that slight 
hillock on it? Well, that's al- 
most certainly a prehistoric 
structure. So probably is that 
ribbed line to the right of it. 
And possibly that mound. 
That's the sort of density we 
are dealing with here" 

Unfortunately, there aren't 



many excavat ions. "All over 
there are at least a hundred 
sites just falling into the sea — 
we get some ferocious winter 
storms — and we can't afford 
to record what we are losing, 
much less preserve them "

One person who knows 
this better than most is Kevin 
Woodbridge of North Ron- 
aldsay, the remotest of Ork- 
ney's inhabited islands.

the fringes of the English- 
speaking world" he says. 

Twenty years ago Wood- 
bridge was a physician at 
a hospital in Manchester, 
England. One day he heard 
that North Ronaldsay was 
looking for a GP. That North 
Ronaldsay is an important 
stopover lor migrating birds, 
and Woodbridge a keen bird- 
er, played a big part in his de- 
cision to take the job.

A tender touch works wonders when Dr. Kevin Wood- 
bridge visits patients on North Ronaldsay. "The formalities 
of professional and personal life get blurred," says Wood* 
bridge, who in 20 years has seen the aging population 
dwindle to fewer than 90 on Orkney's most remote inhab- 
ited isle. Children keep tradition alive on South Ronaldsay, 
where Christopher Burton dresses for a gala. 
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Britain an J helps run the 
North Konaldsay Bird 
Observatory. More than a 
million birds — including 
razorbills, puffins, kiui wakes, 
guillemots, skuas, curlews, 
and fulmars — spend all 
or pari of the year on the 
islands, and I lie observatory 
does important work tracking 
their movements. 

North konaldsay s popula- 
tion has slipped from 126 
when Woodbridge first came 
to just under W now. Many 
more would like to live in 
Orkney but don't liceau.se 
there is no work to match 
their skills. One who has 
managed is Alan Craigie, 
who grew up in Kirkwall 
but went to Edinburgh 
to learn catering and 
became head chef at 
the British consulate in 
Los Angeles. In 1985 he 
and his wife, Joyce, who 
is also an Orcadian, 
relumed to the islands 
and happened upon a 
failed restaurant, the 
Creel I mi, in I he hamlet 
of St. Margarets Hope 
un South Konaldsay. 

On an impulse, the 
Craigies bought il/lo 
stroll along the villages 
tranquil quayside in 
golden sunshine, as 1 
did one afternoon, is to 
understand at once the 
appeal. With its snug stone 
houses and old church, 5L 
Margaret s Hope is an exqui- 
sitely pretty place, and it 
feels a long way — no doubt 
because it is a king way— 
from the tumult of modern 
life. Before me gulls wheeled 
across the sparkling water. 
Behind, from a handsome 
whitewashed Georgian house! 
wafted the promising aromas 



of the Creel Inn's celebrated 
kitchen. 

Uto my dispassionate 
observer, the* .raigies decision 
to open an upscale restaurant 
in a remote village must have 
seemed a kind of touching 
madness. Ycl they have pros- 
pered, largely by focusing on 
locally produced food. 

"Orkney produce is 
famous all over liuroper Alan 
said, "yet when we came, it 
was almost totally neglected 
locally. Sanday produces the 
most delicious sweet cockles 
you have ever tasted, but they 
all we nl (or export. The same 




Relics of a vanished life, a 
Bible and crockery remain 
in an abandoned croft 
house.

Be do not feel that Tha League has 
failed, it is like Christianity- and has had 
too much lip service. The Covenant is all 
right & if all its signatories had remained 
loyal to their pledges (our own country 
included) the state of Europe would be vastly 
different today. The Key note of the League 
is "Collective security"- or a standing 
together againatthe aggressor, whoever he is. 
But you see, the application of "Sanctions" was 
optional and when put to the test, the various 
countries fought shy of using them, re felt 
that our country should have given a lead when 
Japan attacked China in 1931. But our Government 
stood aside, and the others followed suit, even 
after having declared Japan to be the Aggressor. 
1 o Japan got away with it- as Italy did later on 
on over Abyssinia, and later still Hitler over 
Austria I Czechoslovakia,- and now Stalin is 
the offender over Finland. 

Willie and I are pacifists because we 
think war ia senseless & wicked, and we believe 
that differences should be settled in law courts 
& not on battle fields, but we are not extreme 
pacifists who would not resort to force under 
any circumstances . There is all the difference 
In the world bewteen force against the law, and 
force behind the law, and re ?oel that some sort 
of International polic e force will be necessary 
so long as there arc breakers of International 
law. Some sort of a body will be needed- 
(call it what you will) to frame a workable code 
of international law and it will need to be 
strong enough to make that law respected. 

Terrible and wide spread as this war may 
become, we cling to our faith in the progress 
of humanity. There is little evidence of bitter- 
ness between the peoples of the world, none of 
whom want war, and this is a big step forward. 
Have I tired you with all this I wonder? 

I need hardly tell you that our dear folk 
up in Orkney are in the thick of it now, but 
all their letters to us are censored, so they 
are obliged to confine themselves to purely 
domestic news. They are all well however, and 
at last Jamie and Lottie have got possession 
of their little farm and are happy there.

We met, at Easterbister, when cousin Archie Laughton, escorted and introduced 
my wife, Phyllis and I, in July of 1979, after you so kindly arranged time 
from your responsibilities, for us to visit. I thank you again. 
While we were there, you showed me your "Rent Records Of The Earl of Orkney 1 / 
dating back to the fifteenth Century. 1 was fascinated, but did not have 
time to study The Vigga farm rent history. My grandfather, Jerome Laughton 
was born at Vigga in 1834, married Jean Smith of Horsick, in 1874, then left 
Orkney for Canada, where he spent the rest of his life. Jeromes brother John 
had preceded him to Canada. Now, there are many Laughtons in Canada and the 
U.S.A. who are tracing their ancestry to Orkney, most that have contacted me 
trace back to Vigga and my great grand father and mother, John and Jane 
(Spence) Laughton, but cannot go farther back than John's father Gilbert, as 
there were four Laughtan families that produced a Gilbert Laughtan and, so 
far, no way to determine which was John's father. We wonder if anything in 
the Earls rent records would help, and J. Ivan Laughton of Nelson, B.C. 
Canada, offered to pay half the costs of copies, page by page, of the "Rent 
Records of The Earl Of Orkney" and I agreed to pay the other half if it were 
possible to obtain . (Ivan preceded me to Orkney, finding, as did Paul Laught 
on of Ottawa, Canada, they are direct descendants of my Grandfather Jeromes' 
brothers, John and David, ) We understand making copies would require consid- 
erable work. We are willing to pay all costs, in Scotland Pounds, if you 
could do that- Please let me know?

In 1993, Dr. Sullivan left NASA to accept a Presidential appointment to the post of Chief Scientist at the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration (NOAA). Here she oversaw a wide array of research and technology programs ranging 
from climate and global change to satellites and marine biodiversity. 

From 1996 to 2006, Dr. Sullivan served as President and CEO of COSI (Center of Science & Industry) in Columbus, 
Ohio. Under her leadership, COSI strengthened its impact on science teaching in the classroom and its national reputation 
as an innovator of hands-on, inquiry-based science learning resources. 

Dr. Sullivan is currently located in Columbus, Ohio, at the John Glenn School of Public Affairs, Ohio State University, 
where her passion for igniting in others the wonder and importance of science, math and technology is focused at The 
Battelle Center for Math & Science Education Policy, 

NASA EXPERIENCE: Selected by NASA in January 1978, Dr. Sullivan became an astronaut in August 1979. Her 
Shuttle support assignments since then include: software development; launch and landing lead chase photographer; 
Orbiter and cargo test, checkout and launch support at Kennedy Space Center, Florida; extravehicular activity (EVA) and 
spacesuit support crew for several flights; and capsule communicator (CAPCOM) in Mission Control for numerous 
Shuttle missions. A veteran of three space flights, Dr. Sullivan was a mission specialist on STS-41G (October 5-13, 1984), 
STS-3 1 (April 24-29, 1 990) and STS-45 (March 24-April 2, 1 992). 

Joining NASA, Dr. Sullivan's research interests were focused on remote sensing. She qualified as a systems engineer 
operator in NASA's WB-57F high-altitude research aircraft in 1978 and participated in several remote sensing projects in 
Alaska. She was a co-investigator on the Shuttle Imaging Radar-B (SIR-B) experiment, which she flew on Mission STS- 
41G. 

SFAO; FLIGHT EXPERIENCE: STS-41G, launched from Kennedy Space Center, Florida, on October 5, 1984, with a 
crew of seven. During their eight-day mission, the crew deployed the Earth Radiation Budget Satellite, conducted 
scientific observations of the Earth with the OSTA-3 pallet (including the SIR-B radar, FILE, and MAPS experiments) 
and large format camera (LFC), conducted a satellite refueling demonstration using hydrazine fuel with the Orbital 
Refueling System (ORS), and conducted numerous in-cabin experiments as well as activating eight "Getaway Special" 
canisters. Dr. Sullivan and Commander Leestma also successfully conducted a 3-1/2 hour Extravehicular Activity (EVA) 
to demonstrate the feasibility of actual satellite refueling, making her the first \J.$. woman to perform an EVA. STS-41G 
completed 132 orbits of the Earth in 197.5 hours, before landing at Kennedy Space Center, Florida, on October 13, 1984. 

In April 1990, Dr. Sullivan served on the crew of STS-3 1, which launched from Kennedy Space Center, Florida, on April 
24, 1990. During this five-day mission, crew members aboard the Space Shuttle Discovery deployed the Hubble Space 
Telescope, and conducted a variety of middeck experiments involving the study of protein crystal growth, polymer 
membrane processing and the effects of weightlessness and magnetic fields on an ion arc. They also operated a variety of 
cameras, including both the 1MAX in-cabin and cargo bay cameras, for Earth observations from their record setting 
altitude of 380 miles. Following 76 orbits of the Earth in 121 hours, STS-3 1 Discovery landed at Edwards Air Force Base, 
California, on April 29, 1990. ^ 

Dr. Sullivan served as Pay load Commander on STS-45, the first Spacclab mission dedicated to NASA's Mission to Planet 
Earth. During this nine-day mission, the crew operated the twelve experiments that constituted the ATLAS- 1 
(Atmospheric Laboratory for Applications and Science) cargo. ATLAS- 1 obtained a vast array of detailed measurements 
of atmospheric chemical and physical properties, which will contribute significantly to improving our understanding of 
our climate and atmosphere. In addition, this was the first time an artificial beam of electrons was used to stimulate a man- 
made auroral discharge. 

With the completion of her third mission, Dr. Sullivan logged over 532 hours in space.

Mary Eleanor Milley and Paul MacDonell Laughton were married on the 
second of August, 1946. As we faced our 50th anniversary in 3 years, and 
as our eyes dimmed and our joints creaked more and more each year, it 
seemed wise to put on paper our stories, both before and after marriage, 
before our memories also dimmed. In this we were inspired by the autobi- 
ography produced in her 90' s by Ross Robertson's mother. 

Both of us have roots that go well back to early days in Canada. We 
will begin with Paul's family. 

Paul was born on September 8th, 1923, at Women's College St. Hospi- 
tal in Toronto. His parents were George Van Wyck Laughton, MC (10 May 
1897-12 Jun 1966) & Mary Elizabeth McDonell (23 Feb 1897-7 Jan 1970) , 
married in Toronto 22 Feb 1919 . > Paul was a breeches birth & was born mis- 
shapen, head distorted, spine twisted, shoulders not level, not an auspi- 
cious beginninq. At the time I believe we lived on^ Pauline Ave. In 1^19 
they lived at 583' Crawford. \ r>W- ^^^^OU^ p^U^f-^. C^&(C^^ 

His brother Charles VanWyck, QC ("Van" as soon as Auntie saw him & 
cooed "Isn't Charlie cute?") was born November 27th, 1919 & baptized 12 
Dec 1920 , When the family moved to Vimy Ridge Dr (later Glenhurst Ave) 
off W St. Clair, he went to public school there & taught Paul what he had 
learned when he came home each day. Paul enjoyed fighting with neighbour- 
hood boys, & when Van caught him, the other boys were shooed away & Paul 
got a few licks from Van instead. When we moved to 254 Glenview Ave. just 
E of Avenue Rd . , our back fence faced on the Havergal College playing 
field & was a northern city limit. Avenue Rd, was not paved past Glenview 
& on to the north; I remember Van & I sailing a raft in a huge puddle in 
the middle of the road, yelling "Yo ho ho & a bottle of rum!" Van went to 
Lawrence Pk C.I., but ran into a neurotic woman Latin teacher who expel- 
\ led the whole class every couple of weeks. Because Van had hopes of a law 
f A/^degree, Latin was then essential, so he was sent to Pickering College in 
J^^y* Newmarket , where he flourished except for Latin & was Senior Stick in his 
y ) \j^rf : final year. He went briefly to the U of T, but dropped out to join the 
RCNVR . He was commissioned directly & with appallingly brief training was 
jjP^ >J j* J s^rit to St. John's to join a corvette. This was when trains on the narrow 
>Kr gauge railway along the south coast of Newfoundland could be blown off 

A the tracks. They were storm-stayed for a couple of weeks, chopping wood 
by the tracks to keep the train warm & eating the supply of sandwiches 
sent along for such fairly frequent emergencies. (A woman's job half way 
along the coast was to notify the CNR when the wind was too high.) As a 
result he arrived late, joined the ship late in the afternoon, sailed 
with a convoy around midnight in a thick fog, & after showing him the 
complex zigzag convoy patterns, the signalling procedures with the convoy 
commodore, & the primitive SWC2 radar which could tell you that something 
dead ahead, dead astern, port or starboard, the captain went to his bunk 
& left Van on duty as Officer of the Watch! The ship's offensive armament 
was a dummy wooden gun on the focsle & a stripped Lewis submachine gun on 
the bridge! Van ultimately took the Long S [signals specialist] course, & 
was mustered out in early 1946 as a Lieutenant, long after Paul. He elop- 
ed with Maureen Kennedy, a bank accountant & RCNVR white-striper Lieuten- 
ant with seniority earlier than his own, to Niagara Falls on June 22nd, 
1946, when they felt the two mothers were ganging up on them for a fancy 
wedding. They went to Halifax for Van's law degree at Dalhousie, where 
the lack of Latin was not in insuperable obstacle, returned to Ontario to 



article & qualify there as well. He joined in an Exeter law practice with 
Elmer Bell, which turned out to have been a building used by Beth' s legal 
relative years before. Elmer was President of the Conservative Party, Van 
became President of the Young Progressive Conservatives, 

Their father, George VanWyck Laughton, "Gummie" to the children, was 
born at Parkhill, Ontario, the son of John Hugh Laughton (1 Jul 1859-22 
Nov 1933, married Louise Estelle [Louella] VanWyck at Walkerton on 15 Sep 
1880 [7 Jan 1860 in Charleston, d, 1912.]) [For John Hugh's siblings & 
other relations, see appendix A; for those of Louise Estelle see appendix 
B.] George was the youngest surviving child. The other children were: 
John <d. St. Mary's, 2 Oct 181 at M l month & 15 days"); Fred V.W. (Uncle 
Fred, 1 Nov 1882-5 Sep 1947, one of Paul's favourite people, Myra Elmira 
Rogers, 3 Jan 1891-?, no issue); Harry V.W. (20 Sep ? -19 Jun 1955, Mary 
Elizabeth Buckley, Parkhill, ?-2/3 Nov 1966); St. Clair V.W. (Uncle 
Clair, Eva Wicket); Paul (drowned ? Jul 1899, age 11 yrs 10 mths at Grand 
Bend, 1 Jul 1899); Louise V.W. ("Aunt Tot", 24 Sep 1892-2 Jul 1985); Edna 
01892-24 Apr 1894, scarlet fever); John (d . age 6/7); Bessie (7 Nov 
1898- 26 Dec 1905, jaundice), 

John Hugh was an affable grocery goods drummer [commercial travel- 
ler] for the Canada Bag Co. of Montreal. His love letters to Louella from 
Walkerton were long, detailing his work with his church & with youth 
groups, & his efforts to find a home for his intended bride; hers were it- 
page large scrawls of complaints because he was taking so long! They were 
married in Walkerton, where JH clerked for White's drygoods, -> St. Mar- 
y's -> Thedford (Fred born) -> Parkhill, White's went out of business, 
with Gibbs, groceries in old store (JH had no head for business; Fred was 
the comptroller & took over when the family broke up) , 1st house across 
the road, 2nd on Hastings St. When Louella died (of dropsy), John Hugh 
married "Kate" Campbell in 1914. Most of the family [less so Uncle Clair] 
cut John Hugh dead after his second marriage, [for remarrying too soon?], 
so Paul barely remembers him. Too bad, because the comments in the papers 
after his death reported that he had been vice-supreme ranger of the In- 
dependent Order of Foresters, president of the local chapter of the Gide- 
ons, President of the Ontario Commercial Travellers' Association, chair- 
man of the Educational Council (?) , chairman of the Trustee' Association 
of the Ontario Educational Association & municipal clerk of Parkhill be- 
fore Fred. John Hugh & Kate had Jack C, in 1918, who showed up once at 
254 Glenview drunk with an Indian girl in tow, He was a "Capt 10th F Amh" 
in WW II. He worked for the provincial Department of highways, known to 
Winnie Critchley's Frank Fancy, who supervised the strip E of the beat 
Jack worked on N of L superior & died many years ago without issue. My 
greatuncle Ed liked him. 

Uncle Fred & Aunt Myra operated a general (mostly grocery) store on 
Parkhill' s main street. Uncle Fred was a fun-loving very friendly man who 
served as Parkhill town clerk for over 40 years, and was Conservative MLA 
acting as parliamentary assistant to the Minister of Highways with George 
Drew, They lived over the store, but spent summer Sundays & weekday even- 
ings at a wonderful "cottage", the Bend House, on the north shore of the 
Sauble R. at Grand Bend in a gated development. The path along the jetty 
at the mouth of the river started at steps going down the west side of 
the Bend House. Paul spent many summers of his youth at Grand Bend, "hel- 
ping" in the store (e.g. candling eggs in the basement; washing the which 
sold very slowly & became dusty; filling the cookie bins in the hopes of 
being given one; & on one occasion taking $10,000 bills to the bank to 



pay some bills.) Aunt Myra was a volunteer in the library with Mabel Mag- 
ladery, which Paul haunted when he had the chance. At the Bend, he spent 
many hours by & on the river, making stone pools for minnows & crayfish, 
rowing up the river to collect driftwood to be sawed up with the old 
bucksaw now in Ottawa & sell it to Uncle Fred for a quarter (a vast sum 
for a little boy with 2 £ @ wk allowance) for a face cord, swimming in 
the lake (thrown off the jetty by Van to learn how to swimi) , playing 
auction bridge with the Aunt & Unk . While walking with the Unk in the 
Pinery by the shore, a small tornado came up within less than a hundred 
yards, but then turned around back out over the lake. Allan Campbell was 
a frequent playmate much of the same age, & the Campbell cottage across 
the "road" had a collie dog & an interesting library, particularly a copy 
of "Tanglewood Tales." Paul rowed Aunt Tot south along the lake shore one 
day & reduced her to tears by trying to teach her to sing "Row, row, row 
your boat", not realizing till then that she was tone deaf. Eleanor & 
Paul went to Parkhill in Aug 1945 & Paul helped unload a train car of 
oyster shell (grit for poultry) in the heat & vividly remembers the dust 
& heat exhaustion, despite being in top condition after naval training. 
They stayed unchaperoned on the top floor over the storel 

Myra was brought up in Long Lake, NY, together with the Helms. Her 
father was manager of the apple plant in Parkhill, & she was bookkeeper 
for White & Mays, staying on when the apple plant folded & the rest of 
her family returned to the US. She kept the store books for Uncle Fred. 
The Greek books that I used to teach myself Greek in Gr 8 came from her, 
including Xenophon's Anabasis which I painfully translated word by word. 
It puzzled my innocence mightily why it was such a big deal that Cyrus 
stayed a while with the princess of Cilicia <& "knew her!" She let me 
play her mandolin & read the scripts for the Saturday afternoon radio 
operas. She & the Unk religiously followed the radio stock quotations. 
They had an old cylinder record player, & I learned how to type on the 
store's antique typewriter, now in the Carleton Journalism museum, with 3 
instead of 4 rows of keys, & both up & down shifts with 3 characters on 
each key; numerals were the upshift of the top row, which led me to swear 
for decades after when I touch-typed numerals on a proper typewriter. 
There were a lot of books at the Bend House; one of my favourites was 
"Tisza Tales', folk tales of Hungary. 

Uncle Harry was a handsome kindly man; Aunt Mary was an abrasive 
socialite. Paul particularly remembers going in the car to the Granite 
Club as a little kid, trying out his new word for the week (he thinks it 
was "metropolis") <& being laughed at by Mary when he put the accent on 
the wrong syllable. Her father owned a hotel in Parkhill, & grandfather 
Powell a hotel in Thedford. Mrs. Buckley was a widow when Paul first re- 
members her, & though huge was completely dominated by tiny widow Mrs. 
Powell, George stayed with the 4 of them in 1914 while he completed Gr 
13. I was at Mrs. P' s 90th birthday & watched bemused as she talked Harry 
Fred & George into the ground on current events & politics. When asked 
her plans, she said "I intend to be at my 100th birthday, then die," & 
she did, once again crushing the Laughton males, & dying within a few 
days. Harry & Mary had a son Barent , a homosexual, clobbered by Van for 
trying to seduce Paul when he was small. He went to Upper Canada College, 
was a brilliant pianist, organist, etc, tried to commit suicide by swim- 
ming out into a camp lake but was chubby & floated [he could sit on the 
water & read a newspaper] , succeeded while in RCAF training in WW II by 
leaving windows open while naked in a hotel room, froze to death. He 



climbed on Paul when P was on a toboggan heading down the hill in the 
ravine behind John Ross Robertson PS & was thrown head-first against a 
post & into a coma when Paul hit it trying to get him off. 

Like his father, Clair was a commercial drummer, I think for a pick- 
le company, living in Royal Oak outside Detroit. I saw him only occasion- 
ally, at Grand Bend or rarely in Toronto. He had a gravelly voice & was 
generally amiable, but his wife Eva was none too popular. After Clair 
died, she lived in a cottage at Grand Bend. Van St Maureen (who was office 
manager for Van's legal office) looked after her affairs; she was angry 
when Van tried to charge her for his out-of-pocket expenses & more or 
less cut off diplomatic relations. Eleanor & I had one brief & somewhat 
uncomfortable visit with her at the cottage not long before she died, 

George's only surviving sister Tot revered her mother in an unheal- 
thy manner - destroyed the only picture she had of Louella by scratching 
out her face, probably because it made her nose too big. When the family 
broke up after John Hugh's remarriage, the house was rented, then sold, & 
JH changed to being a commercial traveller, I have LVL's drivers permit 
of 1914; in that year she took George to Toronto to go to Harbord Colleg- 
iate, living with Harry & Mary at 354 Markham, later Lippincott , LVL went 
with Hazel Racey to Norman R. on a farm near Viceroy, Sask. Harry & Fred 
urged LVL to go to Remington business college. GVL & LVL in apartment 
over H & M. LVL finished course in Dec,, 1 mth w CIBC, then to National 
Trust as secretary for vice-pres Harry [law degree by correspondence 
course through Queen's U, came 2nd in class to wife Mary I] A wanderlust 
overtook her, & she & Aileen McDougall decided to work their way around 
the world. They made their way via Winnipeg & Regina to Vancouver, Tot 
got a job as secretary for the Credit Men's Association, then with Pearl 
Hopper [Liz's aunt] to Chatauqua, then the Settlement House (HVL wrote 
her advice there 12 Dec 1920) , returned to Toronto to take social work, 
certificate 1923, diploma 1924, living at St Christopher House with the 
[Anglican] Grey Nuns, worked for an organisation for the rehabilitation 
of wayward girls, could not keep her emotions separate, retired, bought 
an old [staging inn & horse provender site in the 1812 war] house by the 
Credit R, in Terra Cotta with the idea of operating teahouse, existed 
with the financial aid of Harry [later his will, $1000/mth] & George. 
When Beth was very ill, Tot looked after Paul when he was tiny. Paul nea- 
rly died of whooping cough & she nursed him through it; all he could keep 
down was Canada Dry Ginger Alei On another visit, she tried to satisfy 
her desire for a niece by teaching Paul to crochet clothes for a doll, 
Mary, which he still has hidden away. She took Van on a holiday to Les 
Eboulements, & came back with the carving of the old man [used to have a 
pipe] for Paul . 

In the period leading up to WW I, George drove Tot's car when he was 
only 12. He tried to enlist in the Territorials but was caught as under- 
age & turfed out. He began studying law at U of Toronto & with Mary, but 
joined the COTC in his first year <1915) at U of T. It was taking too 
long for the Canadian contingent to train for overseas, so he said he 
deserted, wangled a berth on a transport to England, took a commission 
through a short course held at Magdalen College, Oxford [invited to play 
"rugby", misconstrued the nature of the game, tackled someone & broke his 
collarbone] , was posted to the 5th of the line, the 26th Northumberland 
Fusiliers, based in Newcastle. To his dismay he discovered that the 
troops spoke incomprehensible Geordie, Fortunately the sergeant also 
spoke English. British officers wore distinctive uniforms with Sam Brown 



belts, sidearms & peak caps even on the battlefield, so were sitting 
ducks for German snipers. As a result of this lottery, George was several 
times acting lieutenant-colonel commanding the battalion, although his 
substantive rank never changed beyond lieutenant throughout the war. He 
rarely talked about his experiences; the only story I recall was about 
German heavy machine guns, which were set to sweep back & forth just over 
the Allied trench parapets; on one occasion he was standing beside anoth- 
er chap viewing no-man's land when the sweep came up, turned around at 
the other chap & cut him in two. George was awarded the Military Cross at 
19 for single-handedly capturing a German machine nest that was holding 
up his battalion's advance at Vimy . He went through much of the trench 
warfare, such as the Somme & Vimy, was sitting on a log by a ruined house 
at Passchendaele with his old friend, the sergeant, when the latter was 
hit by a shell & GVL buried in the crater for several days, sent back to 
Blighty [England] to be put back together, sent back to Canada to die, 
helped train recruits for a campaign with the White Russians near Vladi- 
vostok against the Bolsheviks (including Ken Brown's father), was 
invalided out with a warning to take it easy & he might live a couple of 
years. Fred & Harry recommended Osgoode, but he hired on as the second 
staffer for the Department of Soldiers Civilian Reestabl ishment [later 
the Department of Veterans Affairs] for a couple of years until the con- 
valescent hospitals were running across the country, then to Maclean's, 
later Maclean-Hunter. In Oct. 1-319 he gave 2 temperance sermons, at col- 
lege St. Presb'n Church & at a Baptist church. In 1925 he was a presb'n 
commissioner at Jarvis St. when the Methodist, Congregational, Four- 
square Si 2/3 of the Presb'ns joined to form the United Church. He became 
a mainstay of St. George's UC while at 254 Glenview, but finally burned 
out & dropped all church administrative duties. In WW II he applied to 
enlist (n faced at his medical review board the chair of the earlier board 
who had told him he had 2 years to live! The man remembered him & ex- 
claimed, "What are you doing here, Laughton? You've been dead for 25 
years!" He was accepted as a captain in the U of T COTC . I didn't know 
about this & shortly after, while marching along Bloor St. by myself in 
my COTC private's uniform, saw this tough-looking captain coming toward 
me, saluted (smartly, of course), & nearly fell off the sidewalk when I 
realized I had just saluted my own father. (When Paul tried to go on 
active service in 3rd yr Hon Chem, George pulled a lot of strings to get 
around the requirement that scientific students complete their degrees & 
go into defence research, including General Pearkes who had been put up 
by George & Beth for a while when he fell on hard times after WW I . ) 

George was Circulation Manager for Maclean's, then Circulation Dir- 
ector for the company. My childhood was filled with books & magazines, 
including British & US publications that were distributed by Maclean's, 
such as the Boys' Own Annual, Irving Berlin's music sheets, and all sorts 
of US magazines such as M Flying Aces" & "Down Beat". I worked a few times 
at the Maclean-Hunter plant on Unversity Ave, e.g. handling notifications 
of Christmas gift subscriptions, or returning unsold copies of "Down 
Beat" for rebate after tearing off the covers. George also was a founder 
of the Canadian Circulation Audit Board & long-time member of the Audit 
Bureau of Circulation, president still at his death even after retirement 
in 1964. He was instrumental in establishing a much-needed industry code 
of ethics for door-to-door salesmen. He was a long-time member of the 
Military Club, resigning when a Jewish officer friend was blackballed for 
membership. George did not take kindly to being crossed. Van had sense 



enough not to argue with him more than very briefly; Paul did not, stuck 
to his guns & was subjected to a number of red-faced yelling matches over 
the years . 

At our cottage on Snake Island in L . Simcoe he had a convulsion & 
went unconscious & clammy one weekend, I had to row to the mainland for 
help, but he was conscious when I returned. The problem was not properly 
diagnosed at the time, but much later a arterial aneurysm was detected in 
his brain, probably an aftermath of the WW I injury. He and Beth were 
living in London by then, & Van & I were summoned to vote on the risky 
operation. Since no operation meant a limited life & sudden death without 
warning, we voted "Yes." He had the operation, it was a success, but he 
died instantly on June 11th 1966 of a blood clot that probably formed in 
his leg lying in the hospital bed. He is buried with Beth in the sol- 
dier's plot at Exeter. 

Mary Elizabeth [Iza in Hensall, Beth for George) McDonell, later 
MacDonell, was born February 23rd, 1897 in Forest, ON, to Charles Alex- 
ander McDonell ("Charlie 11 , 7 Jul 1862 [4, says Mildred]-16 Oct 1940) and 
Dr. Mary Jane Hutton (30 Oct 1869[71, says Mildred]-Jan 1946; Molly to 
many, "Auntie" to Paul because known to foster child Patsy as mother.) 
[For siblings & relation of C.A., see appendix C; for Molly's, see appen- 
dix D . ] Beth's siblings were: Dorothy Lilias (1899-1945); Alan (1904- 
1935, d, in a drunken accident; Melba Glanz d. in childbirth with Patsy; 
Patsy lived with Auntie several years , then with her other grandmother in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma); Mildred Winona (1911- , Edward Powell "Ted" Taman , 

1911-Sep 1979.) Dorothy was a teacher, had a "nervous breakdown", spent 
the rest of her life sitting in the bay window staring out at the street 
& being ordered around. Alan seemed to have no visible means of support, 
but allowed Paul at ~4 to drive his car sitting in his lap; Paul fell 
out, causing a bit of a stir but undamaged. As a kid I thought he was 
great, but my view was not widely shared. Melba was said to be uncommonly 
beaut i f ul . 

Molly graduated from Trinity Medical School in Toronto In 1890; Paul 
has some of her textbooks, including Gray's "Anatomy" & some chemistry 
books. She may have practised briefly with her father, but simply main- 
tained her licence after marriage. The old rolltop desk in Hensall was 
stuffed with pharmaceutical advertising. In 1942, a couple of years after 
Grannie died, she turned over her investments to a trust run by George & 
Ted. 

Beth spent most of her youth in Hensall, ON in a big rambling old 
house; George used to tease her that he had been brought up in a town 
[Parkhill] , while Hensall was only a police village, i.e. not entitled to 
a reeve, but could have a policeman. She went to high school in Clinton, 
boarding with the Gauld' s . In WW II she became an occupational physio- 
therapist, working with injured returning soldiers, near Whitby, I 
believe. George met her as a therapist, later induced Dave wilson to 
reintroduce them in Parkhill, and they were married on 22 Feb 1919 so 
their ages would be the same on the certificate (George's idea.) George 
was a handsome soldier with wavy hair. 

Beth played golf with a number of friends, & enjoyed a long-time 
bridge club with Mrs. H,R. Haart , Alice Mclntyre & Helen Forrester.

A John Hugh's siblings were: Dave (5 Jun 1861-?, Nelson, BC optician, 
Mary Eleanor [Minnie] McAlmon, 5 children, eldest optometrist John R. 
whose optometrist son Ivan of Nelson, BC contributed the beginnings of 
the Orkney tree); Mary Ann (17 Jul 1863 [Malton]-22 Aug 1935, druggist 
John Wesley Black who deserted her, 3 children but no grandchildren) ; 
Julia (25 Nov 1867 [Hamilton] -1960 , Niagara Falls, NY); Jean [Jennie] 
Robertson (15 Apr 1870-1927, both buried with parents "on the Cdn side 
1/2 mile from the border"); Wm Severn (28 Feb 1872-9 Mar 1927, -> dairy 
in Niagara Falls, NY -> Lehigh Valley RR -> Detroit; = ?, 4 children inc 
El Reno, Oklahoma osteopath & John E M Watertown, NY pharmacist); Marga- 
ret Elizabeth (17 Jun 1874-1964, Niagara Falls, NY); & Edward (24 Jul 
1876-1970, Jean, Wm & Ed born at Walkerton, long-time invalid "Bert", 
Manheim, PA RR, 3 sons, 2 survived infancy, married doctors, no issue; 
Gummie & Nana maintained contact with Ed,) 

John Hugh was the eldest son of John (15 Aug 1829 [Holm, Orkney] -9 
Jun 1896) and Catherine [Kathleen?] Murphy (25 May 1828-26 Mar 1896) . 
Catherine was from Cy Mayo, & her brother emigrated to Niagara Falls, 
N.Y. John was born on the farm Vigga of Orkney, moving to Kirkwall as a 
carpenter, then to Walkerton, ON in 1853, and later to Niagara Falls, 
N.Y. in 1892.) The 2 main streams of Laughtons on Orkney of interest are 
the Easterbister clan on the E. farm dating back at least to 1674, most 
of them called James, & our line, tenants of the Laird of Graemeshall, 
owner of Lambsholme (island on the E side of Scapa Flow, pronounced & 
often spelled "Lamman", from 1666 to 1886. His siblings were: Elizabeth 
(Betsy 23 May 1825, Archibald Foubister, 4 children); Margaret <17 Dec 
1826); Jane (Jean - seem to be almost equivalent in Orkney; 19 Jul 1828, 
Wm Sinclair, 4 children); Thomas (1832, Margaret Jane Berston d. 17 Jun 
1940, 1 daughter Maggie Jean d. by 1960); Sara [h] (15 Feb 1833, David 
Wooldrage, 9 children, 1 dying young; her granddaught ex- Jessie [John Ait- 
ken] by Isabella [Alexander Spence] wrote to us regularly until she died 
in 1993, <& provided very complete trees of Sarah's descendants; her tree 
for John & Archie is completely different from Lily's); Jerome (Jerry, 2 
Nov 1834- 1925 at Walkerton, ON, Jean Smith, 16 Dec 1854-1935; when we 
searched for Louise Estelle's & Jerry's graves in Walkerton several years 
ago, the gravedigger who helped us remembered sitting on Jerry's lap as a 
child listening to fascinating tales of Orkney ; 4 children inc. Herbert, 
d. 17 Jun 1950, Wilmar, CA, whose son Norman [Phyllis] writes us every 
Christmas) ; Mary (2 May 1836) and David (1840, Margaret Laughton of East- 
erbister, sister of the grandfather of the James in 1972; David's young- 
est son, Wm [Willie o'the Park, Sep 1888-1973] had 8 children; Paul saw 
him with James in 1972 in a nursing home, but he only spoke Orcadian.) 

Lily says the descent of John & Archie is from Wm (16 Apr 1869-4 Feb 
1962, Margaret Rendall of Westray, 1905), whose father Archibald drowned 
in 1886, when the widow & family left for a 70-acre croft on the main- 
land, Foveran, provided by the Laird. John (1906, d, at 81 11 Jan 1987, 
Jean Smith, d. 1975) & mason Archie (1908-16 Apr 1993 at 86; 30 Sep 1944 
- Lily Alice Walden of London, son John Wm Mackay 7 Aug 45, son John Rit- 
chie 4 Jun 1976, daughter Claire Elizabeth 2 Jan 1981] , whom we met in 
1972.) In 1996 Lily, the only one of that generation still living, at 
Lambholm hse in Kirkwall, contributed to our 50th Anniversary Memories 
Book, & was visited by Mary Frances that fall.) MF says their son John Wm 
was named after his grandfather, so Jessie's John may be Lily's Wm . 



Greatgrandfather John in turn was a son of John (30 Apr 1801, Lamb- 
holm[e] [Lamman] Is -> Vigga, Jane or Jean Spence, 1806) and grandson of 
Gilbert (born between 1771 & 1775 in the parish of Holm [pronounced 
M Ham M ] , Orkney, Margaret Miller, parish records lost in a church fire in 
1815; census records showed 5 Gilbert Laughton' s [actually all recorded 
as M Laughtan M ] born in that parish in that period!) 

B Louise Estelle came from a cadet branch of the Counts of Utrecht, 
named for the town of Wyck on the Rhine in N Brabant (Roman Vicus) where 
Jacob Van Asch Van Wyck received Charles I's Queen Henrietta in 1642, 
with Princess Henrietta Marie & her son-in-law Prince Wm II of Orange, in 
the moated family castle, now a tearoom. The earlist known van Wyck was 
Alger the Crusader "1162. Three brothers emigrated for New Amsterdam [New 
York] in 1660; one was so seasick he dropped out in England & founded the 
VanWick's there. Of the other 2, only Cornelius Barentse, the owner of 
the original Flatbush farm [site of the Bums, the Brooklyn Dodgers] was 
heard of again. He was elected constable in 1675. Cornelius married Anna, 
daughter of Dominie Theodorus Johannes Polhemus, b. Bern, Switzerland, 
1596, minister in Drenthe, Netherlands, emigrated to Brazil in 1637, & 
became the first minister on Long Island in 1654. His grandson Cornelius 
(1702-1769) married Mary Hicks, daughter of 1621 Plymouth settlers & des- 
cendants of Sir Ellis Hicks, knighted at Poitiers by the Black Prince. In 
the next generation, 2nd son Cornelius was elected to the 3rd & 4th [reb- 
el] provincial assemblies, while 3rd son Gilbert, a Justice of the Peace, 
was a Loyalist. On 14 Jan 1768 he married Abigail Seabury, sister of 1st 
bishop Sam Seabury & great gr eatgranddaught er of John Alden , commander of 
the troops on the "Mayflower" and co-founder of Augusta, Maine, wife Pri- 
scilla Mullens. Louise Estelle was Gilbert's gr eatgreatgranddaught er by 
Samuel (1770-1815, to Chincuagousy Tshp ~1797, Sarah Bartow, daughter of 
Veart , Lt in the King's Militia Volunteers); Cornelius (1800-?, ammuni- 
tion boy at Queenston Heights, Matilda Forsythe, buried in Balaclava cem- 
etery on a farm near Annan N of Owen Sound) ; & John (Eliza McNeill Phil- 
lips, d. 26 Jun 1882 at 49 yrs & 6 mths , both second marriages, her fath- 
er's kilts fr Northern Ireland.) Her siblings were: Abigail (d . 5 Feb 
1888, "at 20 years 11 months <& 3 days", Eugene Doberer) ; & John (photog- 
rapher in Hanover, Alpha,) Brothers Norval & Adam VanWyck lived in Park- 
hill, then Norval moved to Owen Sound, Van has correspondence from Owen 
sound chartered accountant Clarence L. VW, & Paul has talked to son Har- 
old L. VW (wooden works grandfather clock.) 

C C.A.'s McDonell's siblings were: Catherine Jane (Kate, d, by 1928, 
Bawden, go-getter teacher, Clinton, 6 children); Jack (married a widow 
late in life, London); Archie (d . before Beth); Allan J. (d. 29 Mar 1923, 
Exeter drover, eg horses sent over in WW I); Janet Sparling (Lewis Dick- 
son, daughter Dorothy Kathleen "Doll", who unexpectedly left Paul $1000 
in her will, received at a time which it was much needed); Susan ( d, =< 
1936, operated private school in Exeter with) Elizabeth Ann ("Liz", d. 
Apr 1931, Dr. Joe W. Browning [21 Nov 1843-24 Dec 1942, Exeter, 6 chil- 
dren]); Frederick J. (Fred, Hensall jeweller, drunk, Hensall librarian in 
1909, Martha "Aunt Mattie" Hawkshaw, Detroit msic teacher, d. ^90); Alma 
Melinda Baker (Art Bennett, Saskatoon, daughter Greta = Joe Kelly, Van- 
couver CPR . ) 

C. A. McDonell was the son of Alexander, a staunch RC who married 
Dorothy Balkwell, a staunch Anglican, & was said to sit in his rocking 



chair muttering to himself in Gaelic. Dorothy's sister Anne was married 
to Isaac Carling (London 1825, -> Exeter 1847, 1st tannery, MLA 1868-71, 
1st Reeve 1873, 1858 home later owned by cousin Browning, then part of S 
Huron Hospital where Aunt Myra stayed a couple of months on different 
occasions; Ike's brother was the brewer & federal politician Sir John 
Carling; one son W.J. was C.A.'s partner in an Exeter store, another, 
Ike, was law partner with Lewis Henry Dickson [d t 17 Dec 1923, solicitor 
1884, barrister 1897, judge of Huron Cy 1916] in the Exeter building la- 
ter owned by Bell & Laughtonl) Alexander is buried in St. Paul's (RC) 
cemetery S of Hensall on the E side of #4. He was said to be a grandson 
of Att'y Gen'l & Lt-Col John MacDonell, b. 1785 & killed as aide-de-camp 
trying to recover Gen. Brock's body at Queenston Heights (he is with 
Brock under the monument; his Cornwall Dr. Strachan School friend, Arch- 
ibald McLean, 1791, later Chief Justice, was beside Col . John, who called 
out, "Archie, help me" when he was shot; letters were written of his 
death at noon the following to Justice Powell, later Chief Justice, & his 
daughter M.B. Powell, Col. John's fiancee) via John (owner of Centrel 
Hotel, Exeter, sold by Van in 1963, Dorothy Bissett; we have an assign- 
ment of mortgage dated 17 Feb 1873 of a property from one Thomas Coates 
to, we think, this John.) Beth was rather close-mouthed about this line- 
age, presumably because the Lt-Col died unmarried. The latter* s ancestry 
comes from John Grandy, & goes back through the Lairds of Aberchalder, 
taxmen cousins of the chief of Glengarry, to Donald VIII of Glengarry & 
Margaret of Clanranald. He traces back to Donald Arnad, Lord of the Isles 
"1250, founder of clan Donald & descendant of the Viking kings of Dublin, 
Argyle & the Isles. She was a descendant of Sir John, Steward of Lome 
(1421) , in turn descended from the Brittany Lords of Dol & the Scottish 
kings Malcolm Canmore, David & Robert the Bruce. 

D Mary Jane Hutton's siblings were: Elizabeth (Aunt Iza, Alma College, 
Forest dentist George Walters, son Dr. Fred, WW I major, = Vera, nurse 
for Dr. Harry Browning); Jemima (Aunt Mina, U of T 1898, German MA, WW I 
Parkhill canning factory, suffragette, Dr. Dave Wilson, w Mina WW I in 
England, Parkhill); <& James (RMC dropout, Forest, then 6th concession 
Warwick farm, Elizabeth [Forest steno] , 7 children, no contact.) 

Mary Jane was the daughter of Dr. James (who emigrated from Denny, 
Stirlingshire at 19, graduated in medicine from Vic, served as Forest's 
1st doctor & druggist, founded with 2 others & was president of the East 
Lambton Farmer's Loan & Savings Co., d. 2 Jul 1920) St his second wife 
Jemima Smith , who was from Scotland & a teacher in Forest. I was told 
that the family speculated in land, owning much of Edmonton in the ' 90 J s , 
but the deal went belly up. His siblings were: Margaret, married, N J , & 
Archie, daughter & granddaughter, New Zealand. 

His father, Capt . Hutton, was awarded Haddon Hedley estate for his 
services as a commander at Trafalgar, Mildred says in the Orkneys. Jemima 
had 3 sisters, Jane (Aunt Jen, = [23 Oct 1856] Robert Mellis, Kippen 
gen'l store) & 2 unmarried. She had 4 children: Jemima (Mina, 1860, Henry 
Iveson) ; Elizabeth (Libby , 1862, Rev, Archie McKibbin, son-in-law Nicho- 
las Zaykowski , Bradford hotel); Mary Jane (Jen, 1865, Jack Balfour, black 
sheep David 5 pounds in 1861 to leave army [1/cpl] & go to family in 
America) ; & Margaret Ann ("Aunt Gretta, 17 Jun 1867-4 Dec 1960, Rev. Wm 
Gauld, medical missionaries to Formosa in 1892). It was with them that 
Beth stayed for high school. Gretta had: Gordon (Knox Coll., killed WW 
I); Dr. Harvey (= Ruth -> Dr. Dorothy, d. 1979); Greta (21 Aug 1897, 



nurse at Sick Kids & in a UC northern mission hospital, retired to Guelph 
w Dr. Flora & Jean Little); Dr. Flora (= tropical diseases specialist 
Cdr . Dr. Lou Little, who ret'd 1974, d. of anaesthetic during oral surg- 
ery after moving to Guelph in practice with Flora, 4 children, 3 married 
& blind award-winning [inc. Order of Canada announced 12 Jan 1993] child- 
ren's book author Jean Little & Dorothy (arthritis, d. 4 Dec 1979, Brit- 
ish flier D. H. Stevens in England, friend of Dottie Coates' mother <& 
held Dottie as a baby.) Paul remembers, as a child, Aunt Gretta teaching 
him a few phrases in Taiwanese & Shanghai dialect, Gretta scaring him by 
taking out her teeth & being a ghost in a sheet, & Dorothy's story of 
being on the last plane out of Singapore before the Japanese capture when 
it ditched in the Indian Ocean.

Prior to coming to London shortly before the commencement of the war he was for 30 years a resident of Parkhill. During the greater 
part of that time he conducted a grocery business there and while living in that town first became known in public affairs. 
He was for years the municipal clerk at Parkhill and his educational interests commenced in that town, when he served as chairman of 
the public school board. 

Recently he had interested himself in the junior farmer organizations of the county and was honorary president of the Middlesex 
association. He was also connected with the London Chamber of Commerce. 

While in London he was a member of St. Andrew's Church. He was born in Niagara-on-the-Lake and before going to Parkhill had 
lived in Walkerton, St. Mary's and Thedford. 

Surviving are five sons, F.V. Laughton, M.L.A., Parkhill; Harry and George, Toronto; Clair, Detroit, and Jack, at home, and a 
daughter Miss Louise, of Toronto.

Louise VanWyck [Tot] Laughton 24 Sep 92-2 Jul 85: Harry 's legal 
secretary, later social worker; owned & drove first car in Parkhill area 

George VanWyck Laughton 10 May 97-11 Jun 66: joined Canadian army 
1914, became subaltern in the Northumberland [UK] Fusiliers, won MC for 
capturing German machine gun nest ("50 men) single-handed, buried on the 
battlefield by a shell, invalided home, given 2 years to live, hired as 
#2 person in the Dep't of Soldiers' Civilian Reestabl ishment [later DVA] , 
became Director of Circulation for MacLean-Hunt er , founder & life presi- 
dent of the Periodical Press Association 

Bessie, who died at 7 in 1905, was John Hugh's youngest t except for 
Jack who was born in 1918. Edna died at 2 on 24 Apr 1894, presumably born 
In 1891. John was born & died in 1881. 

My birth date is 8 Sep 1923; Eleanor's is 10 Oct 1922. My mother's 
was 23 Feb 1897. When she married father, she had been an occupational 
physiotherapist, daughter of an 1885 woman MD, Mary Jane Hutton. 

Our last correspondent in Orkney, Lily Laughton (Archie's widow) has 
not written for two years, so we are a bit worried. Mary Frances knows 
her son, so may be able to find out what's going on. 1 still keep in con- 
tact with Norm & Phyl as they migrate around the south-west, Capt . Mike 
Laughton [no relation so far as I know] exchanged a series of E-mails 
with me [through Mary Frances] a couple of years ago. Lindy Laughton sent 
me her family tree from Gilbert on down over the recent holidays. 

On the home front, I retired in 1984, but former students found con- 
sulting jobs to keep me busy for several years, E.g. manuals and/ or book 
chapters for the World Meteorological Organization, Agriculture [pesti- 
cide data base], & Environment Canada. I am cutting back on do-gooding, 
but am still on the Boards or Executives of my own community association, 
the Federation of Citizens' Associations of Ottawa-Car let on , the Olde 
Forge Community Resource Centre [serves the west end of Ottawa] , & sing 
in my church choir. Eleanor uses a cane for her arthritis, but is treas- 
urer of her own circle of the United Church Women & on the executive of 
the coordinating group for her church. We travel whenever money & en-ergy 
permit, e.g. last year from Santiago to Buenos Aires around the Horn, 6c 
group tours of Northern Ireland & the Channel Islands with a veeK roaming 
around Yorkshire by train in between. In April, God willing, we will tour 
Sicily & Malta with our favourite company, Horizon. 

Now for comments on the massive compilation you were so kind as to 
send me. Many thanks. 

I have been puzzled by the changing spelling of "Laughton" from dif- 
ferent sources, but I suppose it isn't too surprising, A book, "The Ork- 
ney Parishes", 1927, by Sir John Sinclair & J. Storer Clouston lists 3 
Laughton' s among the lawrikmen [elected constables] for Holm in the year 
1674, including, of course, a James Laughton from East erbist er . Eleanor 
had an aunt with 3 given names; all 3 are spelled differently on her 
birth & wedding certificates. Our own spelling may well be the oldest 
because it is the one used in the Domesday book for the gated village of 
Laughton in Leicester. It also seems to be the original spelling for the 
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village of Laughton in E« Sussex, which has a pub founded in 1493. There 
was a Sergeant Laughton on the rolls at the battle of Crecy . I'm also not 
sure how literate immigration & census officials & the like were; I have 
a friend whose ancestor was enrolled in the American Rebellion as Muili- 
neaux & persisted as the family name - his surname was really Molyneux , 

There also seems to be disagreement about the meaning of "Laught on . 11 
For years I have been under the impression that it was simply a variant 
of "laketown", but Burke's Peerage seems to believe it means a fortified 
homestead. Take your pick.

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Meg LAUGHTON/MILLEY FAMILY HISTORY 

Mary Eleanor Milley and Paul MacDonell Laughton were married on the 
second of August, 1946. As we faced our 50th anniversary in 3 years, and 
as our eyes dimmed and our joints creaked more and more each year, it 
seemed wise to put on paper our stories, both before and after marriage, 
before our memories also dimmed. In this we were inspired by the autobi- 
ography produced in her 90' s by Ross Robertson's mother. 

Both of us have roots that go well back to early days in Canada. We 
will begin with Paul's family. 

Paul was born on September 8th, 1923, at Women's College St. Hospi- 
tal in Toronto. His parents were George Van Wyck Laughton, MC (10 May 
1897-12 Jun 1966) & Mary Elizabeth McDonell (23 Feb 1897-7 Jan 1970) , 
married in Toronto 22 Feb 1919 . > Paul was a breeches birth & was born mis- 
shapen, head distorted, spine twisted, shoulders not level, not an auspi- 
cious beginninq. At the time I believe we lived on^ Pauline Ave. In 1^19 
they lived at 583' Crawford. \ r>W- ^^^^OU^ p^U^f-^. C^&(C^^ 

His brother Charles VanWyck, QC ("Van" as soon as Auntie saw him & 
cooed "Isn't Charlie cute?") was born November 27th, 1919 & baptized 12 
Dec 1920 , When the family moved to Vimy Ridge Dr (later Glenhurst Ave) 
off W St. Clair, he went to public school there & taught Paul what he had 
learned when he came home each day. Paul enjoyed fighting with neighbour- 
hood boys, & when Van caught him, the other boys were shooed away & Paul 
got a few licks from Van instead. When we moved to 254 Glenview Ave. just 
E of Avenue Rd . , our back fence faced on the Havergal College playing 
field & was a northern city limit. Avenue Rd, was not paved past Glenview 
& on to the north; I remember Van & I sailing a raft in a huge puddle in 
the middle of the road, yelling "Yo ho ho & a bottle of rum!" Van went to 
Lawrence Pk C.I., but ran into a neurotic woman Latin teacher who expel- 
\ led the whole class every couple of weeks. Because Van had hopes of a law 
f A/^degree, Latin was then essential, so he was sent to Pickering College in 
J^^y* Newmarket , where he flourished except for Latin & was Senior Stick in his 
y ) \j^rf : final year. He went briefly to the U of T, but dropped out to join the 
RCNVR . He was commissioned directly & with appallingly brief training was 
jjP^ >J j* J s^rit to St. John's to join a corvette. This was when trains on the narrow 
>Kr gauge railway along the south coast of Newfoundland could be blown off 

A the tracks. They were storm-stayed for a couple of weeks, chopping wood 
by the tracks to keep the train warm & eating the supply of sandwiches 
sent along for such fairly frequent emergencies. (A woman's job half way 
along the coast was to notify the CNR when the wind was too high.) As a 
result he arrived late, joined the ship late in the afternoon, sailed 
with a convoy around midnight in a thick fog, & after showing him the 
complex zigzag convoy patterns, the signalling procedures with the convoy 
commodore, & the primitive SWC2 radar which could tell you that something 
dead ahead, dead astern, port or starboard, the captain went to his bunk 
& left Van on duty as Officer of the Watch! The ship's offensive armament 
was a dummy wooden gun on the focsle & a stripped Lewis submachine gun on 
the bridge! Van ultimately took the Long S [signals specialist] course, & 
was mustered out in early 1946 as a Lieutenant, long after Paul. He elop- 
ed with Maureen Kennedy, a bank accountant & RCNVR white-striper Lieuten- 
ant with seniority earlier than his own, to Niagara Falls on June 22nd, 
1946, when they felt the two mothers were ganging up on them for a fancy 
wedding. They went to Halifax for Van's law degree at Dalhousie, where 
the lack of Latin was not in insuperable obstacle, returned to Ontario to 



article & qualify there as well. He joined in an Exeter law practice with 
Elmer Bell, which turned out to have been a building used by Beth' s legal 
relative years before. Elmer was President of the Conservative Party, Van 
became President of the Young Progressive Conservatives, 

Their father, George VanWyck Laughton, "Gummie" to the children, was 
born at Parkhill, Ontario, the son of John Hugh Laughton (1 Jul 1859-22 
Nov 1933, married Louise Estelle [Louella] VanWyck at Walkerton on 15 Sep 
1880 [7 Jan 1860 in Charleston, d, 1912.]) [For John Hugh's siblings & 
other relations, see appendix A; for those of Louise Estelle see appendix 
B.] George was the youngest surviving child. The other children were: 
John <d. St. Mary's, 2 Oct 181 at M l month & 15 days"); Fred V.W. (Uncle 
Fred, 1 Nov 1882-5 Sep 1947, one of Paul's favourite people, Myra Elmira 
Rogers, 3 Jan 1891-?, no issue); Harry V.W. (20 Sep ? -19 Jun 1955, Mary 
Elizabeth Buckley, Parkhill, ?-2/3 Nov 1966); St. Clair V.W. (Uncle 
Clair, Eva Wicket); Paul (drowned ? Jul 1899, age 11 yrs 10 mths at Grand 
Bend, 1 Jul 1899); Louise V.W. ("Aunt Tot", 24 Sep 1892-2 Jul 1985); Edna 
01892-24 Apr 1894, scarlet fever); John (d . age 6/7); Bessie (7 Nov 
1898- 26 Dec 1905, jaundice), 

John Hugh was an affable grocery goods drummer [commercial travel- 
ler] for the Canada Bag Co. of Montreal. His love letters to Louella from 
Walkerton were long, detailing his work with his church & with youth 
groups, & his efforts to find a home for his intended bride; hers were it- 
page large scrawls of complaints because he was taking so long! They were 
married in Walkerton, where JH clerked for White's drygoods, -> St. Mar- 
y's -> Thedford (Fred born) -> Parkhill, White's went out of business, 
with Gibbs, groceries in old store (JH had no head for business; Fred was 
the comptroller & took over when the family broke up) , 1st house across 
the road, 2nd on Hastings St. When Louella died (of dropsy), John Hugh 
married "Kate" Campbell in 1914. Most of the family [less so Uncle Clair] 
cut John Hugh dead after his second marriage, [for remarrying too soon?], 
so Paul barely remembers him. Too bad, because the comments in the papers 
after his death reported that he had been vice-supreme ranger of the In- 
dependent Order of Foresters, president of the local chapter of the Gide- 
ons, President of the Ontario Commercial Travellers' Association, chair- 
man of the Educational Council (?) , chairman of the Trustee' Association 
of the Ontario Educational Association & municipal clerk of Parkhill be- 
fore Fred. John Hugh & Kate had Jack C, in 1918, who showed up once at 
254 Glenview drunk with an Indian girl in tow, He was a "Capt 10th F Amh" 
in WW II. He worked for the provincial Department of highways, known to 
Winnie Critchley's Frank Fancy, who supervised the strip E of the beat 
Jack worked on N of L superior & died many years ago without issue. My 
greatuncle Ed liked him. 

Uncle Fred & Aunt Myra operated a general (mostly grocery) store on 
Parkhill' s main street. Uncle Fred was a fun-loving very friendly man who 
served as Parkhill town clerk for over 40 years, and was Conservative MLA 
acting as parliamentary assistant to the Minister of Highways with George 
Drew, They lived over the store, but spent summer Sundays & weekday even- 
ings at a wonderful "cottage", the Bend House, on the north shore of the 
Sauble R. at Grand Bend in a gated development. The path along the jetty 
at the mouth of the river started at steps going down the west side of 
the Bend House. Paul spent many summers of his youth at Grand Bend, "hel- 
ping" in the store (e.g. candling eggs in the basement; washing the which 
sold very slowly & became dusty; filling the cookie bins in the hopes of 
being given one; & on one occasion taking $10,000 bills to the bank to 



pay some bills.) Aunt Myra was a volunteer in the library with Mabel Mag- 
ladery, which Paul haunted when he had the chance. At the Bend, he spent 
many hours by & on the river, making stone pools for minnows & crayfish, 
rowing up the river to collect driftwood to be sawed up with the old 
bucksaw now in Ottawa & sell it to Uncle Fred for a quarter (a vast sum 
for a little boy with 2 £ @ wk allowance) for a face cord, swimming in 
the lake (thrown off the jetty by Van to learn how to swimi) , playing 
auction bridge with the Aunt & Unk . While walking with the Unk in the 
Pinery by the shore, a small tornado came up within less than a hundred 
yards, but then turned around back out over the lake. Allan Campbell was 
a frequent playmate much of the same age, & the Campbell cottage across 
the "road" had a collie dog & an interesting library, particularly a copy 
of "Tanglewood Tales." Paul rowed Aunt Tot south along the lake shore one 
day & reduced her to tears by trying to teach her to sing "Row, row, row 
your boat", not realizing till then that she was tone deaf. Eleanor & 
Paul went to Parkhill in Aug 1945 & Paul helped unload a train car of 
oyster shell (grit for poultry) in the heat & vividly remembers the dust 
& heat exhaustion, despite being in top condition after naval training. 
They stayed unchaperoned on the top floor over the storel 

Myra was brought up in Long Lake, NY, together with the Helms. Her 
father was manager of the apple plant in Parkhill, & she was bookkeeper 
for White & Mays, staying on when the apple plant folded & the rest of 
her family returned to the US. She kept the store books for Uncle Fred. 
The Greek books that I used to teach myself Greek in Gr 8 came from her, 
including Xenophon's Anabasis which I painfully translated word by word. 
It puzzled my innocence mightily why it was such a big deal that Cyrus 
stayed a while with the princess of Cilicia <& "knew her!" She let me 
play her mandolin & read the scripts for the Saturday afternoon radio 
operas. She & the Unk religiously followed the radio stock quotations. 
They had an old cylinder record player, & I learned how to type on the 
store's antique typewriter, now in the Carleton Journalism museum, with 3 
instead of 4 rows of keys, & both up & down shifts with 3 characters on 
each key; numerals were the upshift of the top row, which led me to swear 
for decades after when I touch-typed numerals on a proper typewriter. 
There were a lot of books at the Bend House; one of my favourites was 
"Tisza Tales', folk tales of Hungary. 

Uncle Harry was a handsome kindly man; Aunt Mary was an abrasive 
socialite. Paul particularly remembers going in the car to the Granite 
Club as a little kid, trying out his new word for the week (he thinks it 
was "metropolis") <& being laughed at by Mary when he put the accent on 
the wrong syllable. Her father owned a hotel in Parkhill, & grandfather 
Powell a hotel in Thedford. Mrs. Buckley was a widow when Paul first re- 
members her, & though huge was completely dominated by tiny widow Mrs. 
Powell, George stayed with the 4 of them in 1914 while he completed Gr 
13. I was at Mrs. P' s 90th birthday & watched bemused as she talked Harry 
Fred & George into the ground on current events & politics. When asked 
her plans, she said "I intend to be at my 100th birthday, then die," & 
she did, once again crushing the Laughton males, & dying within a few 
days. Harry & Mary had a son Barent , a homosexual, clobbered by Van for 
trying to seduce Paul when he was small. He went to Upper Canada College, 
was a brilliant pianist, organist, etc, tried to commit suicide by swim- 
ming out into a camp lake but was chubby & floated [he could sit on the 
water & read a newspaper] , succeeded while in RCAF training in WW II by 
leaving windows open while naked in a hotel room, froze to death. He 



climbed on Paul when P was on a toboggan heading down the hill in the 
ravine behind John Ross Robertson PS & was thrown head-first against a 
post & into a coma when Paul hit it trying to get him off. 

Like his father, Clair was a commercial drummer, I think for a pick- 
le company, living in Royal Oak outside Detroit. I saw him only occasion- 
ally, at Grand Bend or rarely in Toronto. He had a gravelly voice & was 
generally amiable, but his wife Eva was none too popular. After Clair 
died, she lived in a cottage at Grand Bend. Van St Maureen (who was office 
manager for Van's legal office) looked after her affairs; she was angry 
when Van tried to charge her for his out-of-pocket expenses & more or 
less cut off diplomatic relations. Eleanor & I had one brief & somewhat 
uncomfortable visit with her at the cottage not long before she died, 

George's only surviving sister Tot revered her mother in an unheal- 
thy manner - destroyed the only picture she had of Louella by scratching 
out her face, probably because it made her nose too big. When the family 
broke up after John Hugh's remarriage, the house was rented, then sold, & 
JH changed to being a commercial traveller, I have LVL's drivers permit 
of 1914; in that year she took George to Toronto to go to Harbord Colleg- 
iate, living with Harry & Mary at 354 Markham, later Lippincott , LVL went 
with Hazel Racey to Norman R. on a farm near Viceroy, Sask. Harry & Fred 
urged LVL to go to Remington business college. GVL & LVL in apartment 
over H & M. LVL finished course in Dec,, 1 mth w CIBC, then to National 
Trust as secretary for vice-pres Harry [law degree by correspondence 
course through Queen's U, came 2nd in class to wife Mary I] A wanderlust 
overtook her, & she & Aileen McDougall decided to work their way around 
the world. They made their way via Winnipeg & Regina to Vancouver, Tot 
got a job as secretary for the Credit Men's Association, then with Pearl 
Hopper [Liz's aunt] to Chatauqua, then the Settlement House (HVL wrote 
her advice there 12 Dec 1920) , returned to Toronto to take social work, 
certificate 1923, diploma 1924, living at St Christopher House with the 
[Anglican] Grey Nuns, worked for an organisation for the rehabilitation 
of wayward girls, could not keep her emotions separate, retired, bought 
an old [staging inn & horse provender site in the 1812 war] house by the 
Credit R, in Terra Cotta with the idea of operating teahouse, existed 
with the financial aid of Harry [later his will, $1000/mth] & George. 
When Beth was very ill, Tot looked after Paul when he was tiny. Paul nea- 
rly died of whooping cough & she nursed him through it; all he could keep 
down was Canada Dry Ginger Alei On another visit, she tried to satisfy 
her desire for a niece by teaching Paul to crochet clothes for a doll, 
Mary, which he still has hidden away. She took Van on a holiday to Les 
Eboulements, & came back with the carving of the old man [used to have a 
pipe] for Paul . 

In the period leading up to WW I, George drove Tot's car when he was 
only 12. He tried to enlist in the Territorials but was caught as under- 
age & turfed out. He began studying law at U of Toronto & with Mary, but 
joined the COTC in his first year <1915) at U of T. It was taking too 
long for the Canadian contingent to train for overseas, so he said he 
deserted, wangled a berth on a transport to England, took a commission 
through a short course held at Magdalen College, Oxford [invited to play 
"rugby", misconstrued the nature of the game, tackled someone & broke his 
collarbone] , was posted to the 5th of the line, the 26th Northumberland 
Fusiliers, based in Newcastle. To his dismay he discovered that the 
troops spoke incomprehensible Geordie, Fortunately the sergeant also 
spoke English. British officers wore distinctive uniforms with Sam Brown 



belts, sidearms & peak caps even on the battlefield, so were sitting 
ducks for German snipers. As a result of this lottery, George was several 
times acting lieutenant-colonel commanding the battalion, although his 
substantive rank never changed beyond lieutenant throughout the war. He 
rarely talked about his experiences; the only story I recall was about 
German heavy machine guns, which were set to sweep back & forth just over 
the Allied trench parapets; on one occasion he was standing beside anoth- 
er chap viewing no-man's land when the sweep came up, turned around at 
the other chap & cut him in two. George was awarded the Military Cross at 
19 for single-handedly capturing a German machine nest that was holding 
up his battalion's advance at Vimy . He went through much of the trench 
warfare, such as the Somme & Vimy, was sitting on a log by a ruined house 
at Passchendaele with his old friend, the sergeant, when the latter was 
hit by a shell & GVL buried in the crater for several days, sent back to 
Blighty [England] to be put back together, sent back to Canada to die, 
helped train recruits for a campaign with the White Russians near Vladi- 
vostok against the Bolsheviks (including Ken Brown's father), was 
invalided out with a warning to take it easy & he might live a couple of 
years. Fred & Harry recommended Osgoode, but he hired on as the second 
staffer for the Department of Soldiers Civilian Reestabl ishment [later 
the Department of Veterans Affairs] for a couple of years until the con- 
valescent hospitals were running across the country, then to Maclean's, 
later Maclean-Hunter. In Oct. 1-319 he gave 2 temperance sermons, at col- 
lege St. Presb'n Church & at a Baptist church. In 1925 he was a presb'n 
commissioner at Jarvis St. when the Methodist, Congregational, Four- 
square Si 2/3 of the Presb'ns joined to form the United Church. He became 
a mainstay of St. George's UC while at 254 Glenview, but finally burned 
out & dropped all church administrative duties. In WW II he applied to 
enlist (n faced at his medical review board the chair of the earlier board 
who had told him he had 2 years to live! The man remembered him & ex- 
claimed, "What are you doing here, Laughton? You've been dead for 25 
years!" He was accepted as a captain in the U of T COTC . I didn't know 
about this & shortly after, while marching along Bloor St. by myself in 
my COTC private's uniform, saw this tough-looking captain coming toward 
me, saluted (smartly, of course), & nearly fell off the sidewalk when I 
realized I had just saluted my own father. (When Paul tried to go on 
active service in 3rd yr Hon Chem, George pulled a lot of strings to get 
around the requirement that scientific students complete their degrees & 
go into defence research, including General Pearkes who had been put up 
by George & Beth for a while when he fell on hard times after WW I . ) 

George was Circulation Manager for Maclean's, then Circulation Dir- 
ector for the company. My childhood was filled with books & magazines, 
including British & US publications that were distributed by Maclean's, 
such as the Boys' Own Annual, Irving Berlin's music sheets, and all sorts 
of US magazines such as M Flying Aces" & "Down Beat". I worked a few times 
at the Maclean-Hunter plant on Unversity Ave, e.g. handling notifications 
of Christmas gift subscriptions, or returning unsold copies of "Down 
Beat" for rebate after tearing off the covers. George also was a founder 
of the Canadian Circulation Audit Board & long-time member of the Audit 
Bureau of Circulation, president still at his death even after retirement 
in 1964. He was instrumental in establishing a much-needed industry code 
of ethics for door-to-door salesmen. He was a long-time member of the 
Military Club, resigning when a Jewish officer friend was blackballed for 
membership. George did not take kindly to being crossed. Van had sense 



enough not to argue with him more than very briefly; Paul did not, stuck 
to his guns & was subjected to a number of red-faced yelling matches over 
the years . 

At our cottage on Snake Island in L . Simcoe he had a convulsion & 
went unconscious & clammy one weekend, I had to row to the mainland for 
help, but he was conscious when I returned. The problem was not properly 
diagnosed at the time, but much later a arterial aneurysm was detected in 
his brain, probably an aftermath of the WW I injury. He and Beth were 
living in London by then, & Van & I were summoned to vote on the risky 
operation. Since no operation meant a limited life & sudden death without 
warning, we voted "Yes." He had the operation, it was a success, but he 
died instantly on June 11th 1966 of a blood clot that probably formed in 
his leg lying in the hospital bed. He is buried with Beth in the sol- 
dier's plot at Exeter. 

Mary Elizabeth [Iza in Hensall, Beth for George) McDonell, later 
MacDonell, was born February 23rd, 1897 in Forest, ON, to Charles Alex- 
ander McDonell ("Charlie 11 , 7 Jul 1862 [4, says Mildred]-16 Oct 1940) and 
Dr. Mary Jane Hutton (30 Oct 1869[71, says Mildred]-Jan 1946; Molly to 
many, "Auntie" to Paul because known to foster child Patsy as mother.) 
[For siblings & relation of C.A., see appendix C; for Molly's, see appen- 
dix D . ] Beth's siblings were: Dorothy Lilias (1899-1945); Alan (1904- 
1935, d, in a drunken accident; Melba Glanz d. in childbirth with Patsy; 
Patsy lived with Auntie several years , then with her other grandmother in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma); Mildred Winona (1911- , Edward Powell "Ted" Taman , 

1911-Sep 1979.) Dorothy was a teacher, had a "nervous breakdown", spent 
the rest of her life sitting in the bay window staring out at the street 
& being ordered around. Alan seemed to have no visible means of support, 
but allowed Paul at ~4 to drive his car sitting in his lap; Paul fell 
out, causing a bit of a stir but undamaged. As a kid I thought he was 
great, but my view was not widely shared. Melba was said to be uncommonly 
beaut i f ul . 

Molly graduated from Trinity Medical School in Toronto In 1890; Paul 
has some of her textbooks, including Gray's "Anatomy" & some chemistry 
books. She may have practised briefly with her father, but simply main- 
tained her licence after marriage. The old rolltop desk in Hensall was 
stuffed with pharmaceutical advertising. In 1942, a couple of years after 
Grannie died, she turned over her investments to a trust run by George & 
Ted. 

Beth spent most of her youth in Hensall, ON in a big rambling old 
house; George used to tease her that he had been brought up in a town 
[Parkhill] , while Hensall was only a police village, i.e. not entitled to 
a reeve, but could have a policeman. She went to high school in Clinton, 
boarding with the Gauld' s . In WW II she became an occupational physio- 
therapist, working with injured returning soldiers, near Whitby, I 
believe. George met her as a therapist, later induced Dave wilson to 
reintroduce them in Parkhill, and they were married on 22 Feb 1919 so 
their ages would be the same on the certificate (George's idea.) George 
was a handsome soldier with wavy hair. 

Beth played golf with a number of friends, & enjoyed a long-time 
bridge club with Mrs. H,R. Haart , Alice Mclntyre & Helen Forrester.

A John Hugh's siblings were: Dave (5 Jun 1861-?, Nelson, BC optician, 
Mary Eleanor [Minnie] McAlmon, 5 children, eldest optometrist John R. 
whose optometrist son Ivan of Nelson, BC contributed the beginnings of 
the Orkney tree); Mary Ann (17 Jul 1863 [Malton]-22 Aug 1935, druggist 
John Wesley Black who deserted her, 3 children but no grandchildren) ; 
Julia (25 Nov 1867 [Hamilton] -1960 , Niagara Falls, NY); Jean [Jennie] 
Robertson (15 Apr 1870-1927, both buried with parents "on the Cdn side 
1/2 mile from the border"); Wm Severn (28 Feb 1872-9 Mar 1927, -> dairy 
in Niagara Falls, NY -> Lehigh Valley RR -> Detroit; = ?, 4 children inc 
El Reno, Oklahoma osteopath & John E M Watertown, NY pharmacist); Marga- 
ret Elizabeth (17 Jun 1874-1964, Niagara Falls, NY); & Edward (24 Jul 
1876-1970, Jean, Wm & Ed born at Walkerton, long-time invalid "Bert", 
Manheim, PA RR, 3 sons, 2 survived infancy, married doctors, no issue; 
Gummie & Nana maintained contact with Ed,) 

John Hugh was the eldest son of John (15 Aug 1829 [Holm, Orkney] -9 
Jun 1896) and Catherine [Kathleen?] Murphy (25 May 1828-26 Mar 1896) . 
Catherine was from Cy Mayo, & her brother emigrated to Niagara Falls, 
N.Y. John was born on the farm Vigga of Orkney, moving to Kirkwall as a 
carpenter, then to Walkerton, ON in 1853, and later to Niagara Falls, 
N.Y. in 1892.) The 2 main streams of Laughtons on Orkney of interest are 
the Easterbister clan on the E. farm dating back at least to 1674, most 
of them called James, & our line, tenants of the Laird of Graemeshall, 
owner of Lambsholme (island on the E side of Scapa Flow, pronounced & 
often spelled "Lamman", from 1666 to 1886. His siblings were: Elizabeth 
(Betsy 23 May 1825, Archibald Foubister, 4 children); Margaret <17 Dec 
1826); Jane (Jean - seem to be almost equivalent in Orkney; 19 Jul 1828, 
Wm Sinclair, 4 children); Thomas (1832, Margaret Jane Berston d. 17 Jun 
1940, 1 daughter Maggie Jean d. by 1960); Sara [h] (15 Feb 1833, David 
Wooldrage, 9 children, 1 dying young; her granddaught ex- Jessie [John Ait- 
ken] by Isabella [Alexander Spence] wrote to us regularly until she died 
in 1993, <& provided very complete trees of Sarah's descendants; her tree 
for John & Archie is completely different from Lily's); Jerome (Jerry, 2 
Nov 1834- 1925 at Walkerton, ON, Jean Smith, 16 Dec 1854-1935; when we 
searched for Louise Estelle's & Jerry's graves in Walkerton several years 
ago, the gravedigger who helped us remembered sitting on Jerry's lap as a 
child listening to fascinating tales of Orkney ; 4 children inc. Herbert, 
d. 17 Jun 1950, Wilmar, CA, whose son Norman [Phyllis] writes us every 
Christmas) ; Mary (2 May 1836) and David (1840, Margaret Laughton of East- 
erbister, sister of the grandfather of the James in 1972; David's young- 
est son, Wm [Willie o'the Park, Sep 1888-1973] had 8 children; Paul saw 
him with James in 1972 in a nursing home, but he only spoke Orcadian.) 

Lily says the descent of John & Archie is from Wm (16 Apr 1869-4 Feb 
1962, Margaret Rendall of Westray, 1905), whose father Archibald drowned 
in 1886, when the widow & family left for a 70-acre croft on the main- 
land, Foveran, provided by the Laird. John (1906, d, at 81 11 Jan 1987, 
Jean Smith, d. 1975) & mason Archie (1908-16 Apr 1993 at 86; 30 Sep 1944 
- Lily Alice Walden of London, son John Wm Mackay 7 Aug 45, son John Rit- 
chie 4 Jun 1976, daughter Claire Elizabeth 2 Jan 1981] , whom we met in 
1972.) In 1996 Lily, the only one of that generation still living, at 
Lambholm hse in Kirkwall, contributed to our 50th Anniversary Memories 
Book, & was visited by Mary Frances that fall.) MF says their son John Wm 
was named after his grandfather, so Jessie's John may be Lily's Wm . 



Greatgrandfather John in turn was a son of John (30 Apr 1801, Lamb- 
holm[e] [Lamman] Is -> Vigga, Jane or Jean Spence, 1806) and grandson of 
Gilbert (born between 1771 & 1775 in the parish of Holm [pronounced 
M Ham M ] , Orkney, Margaret Miller, parish records lost in a church fire in 
1815; census records showed 5 Gilbert Laughton' s [actually all recorded 
as M Laughtan M ] born in that parish in that period!) 

B Louise Estelle came from a cadet branch of the Counts of Utrecht, 
named for the town of Wyck on the Rhine in N Brabant (Roman Vicus) where 
Jacob Van Asch Van Wyck received Charles I's Queen Henrietta in 1642, 
with Princess Henrietta Marie & her son-in-law Prince Wm II of Orange, in 
the moated family castle, now a tearoom. The earlist known van Wyck was 
Alger the Crusader "1162. Three brothers emigrated for New Amsterdam [New 
York] in 1660; one was so seasick he dropped out in England & founded the 
VanWick's there. Of the other 2, only Cornelius Barentse, the owner of 
the original Flatbush farm [site of the Bums, the Brooklyn Dodgers] was 
heard of again. He was elected constable in 1675. Cornelius married Anna, 
daughter of Dominie Theodorus Johannes Polhemus, b. Bern, Switzerland, 
1596, minister in Drenthe, Netherlands, emigrated to Brazil in 1637, & 
became the first minister on Long Island in 1654. His grandson Cornelius 
(1702-1769) married Mary Hicks, daughter of 1621 Plymouth settlers & des- 
cendants of Sir Ellis Hicks, knighted at Poitiers by the Black Prince. In 
the next generation, 2nd son Cornelius was elected to the 3rd & 4th [reb- 
el] provincial assemblies, while 3rd son Gilbert, a Justice of the Peace, 
was a Loyalist. On 14 Jan 1768 he married Abigail Seabury, sister of 1st 
bishop Sam Seabury & great gr eatgranddaught er of John Alden , commander of 
the troops on the "Mayflower" and co-founder of Augusta, Maine, wife Pri- 
scilla Mullens. Louise Estelle was Gilbert's gr eatgreatgranddaught er by 
Samuel (1770-1815, to Chincuagousy Tshp ~1797, Sarah Bartow, daughter of 
Veart , Lt in the King's Militia Volunteers); Cornelius (1800-?, ammuni- 
tion boy at Queenston Heights, Matilda Forsythe, buried in Balaclava cem- 
etery on a farm near Annan N of Owen Sound) ; & John (Eliza McNeill Phil- 
lips, d. 26 Jun 1882 at 49 yrs & 6 mths , both second marriages, her fath- 
er's kilts fr Northern Ireland.) Her siblings were: Abigail (d . 5 Feb 
1888, "at 20 years 11 months <& 3 days", Eugene Doberer) ; & John (photog- 
rapher in Hanover, Alpha,) Brothers Norval & Adam VanWyck lived in Park- 
hill, then Norval moved to Owen Sound, Van has correspondence from Owen 
sound chartered accountant Clarence L. VW, & Paul has talked to son Har- 
old L. VW (wooden works grandfather clock.) 

C C.A.'s McDonell's siblings were: Catherine Jane (Kate, d, by 1928, 
Bawden, go-getter teacher, Clinton, 6 children); Jack (married a widow 
late in life, London); Archie (d . before Beth); Allan J. (d. 29 Mar 1923, 
Exeter drover, eg horses sent over in WW I); Janet Sparling (Lewis Dick- 
son, daughter Dorothy Kathleen "Doll", who unexpectedly left Paul $1000 
in her will, received at a time which it was much needed); Susan ( d, =< 
1936, operated private school in Exeter with) Elizabeth Ann ("Liz", d. 
Apr 1931, Dr. Joe W. Browning [21 Nov 1843-24 Dec 1942, Exeter, 6 chil- 
dren]); Frederick J. (Fred, Hensall jeweller, drunk, Hensall librarian in 
1909, Martha "Aunt Mattie" Hawkshaw, Detroit msic teacher, d. ^90); Alma 
Melinda Baker (Art Bennett, Saskatoon, daughter Greta = Joe Kelly, Van- 
couver CPR . ) 

C. A. McDonell was the son of Alexander, a staunch RC who married 
Dorothy Balkwell, a staunch Anglican, & was said to sit in his rocking 



chair muttering to himself in Gaelic. Dorothy's sister Anne was married 
to Isaac Carling (London 1825, -> Exeter 1847, 1st tannery, MLA 1868-71, 
1st Reeve 1873, 1858 home later owned by cousin Browning, then part of S 
Huron Hospital where Aunt Myra stayed a couple of months on different 
occasions; Ike's brother was the brewer & federal politician Sir John 
Carling; one son W.J. was C.A.'s partner in an Exeter store, another, 
Ike, was law partner with Lewis Henry Dickson [d t 17 Dec 1923, solicitor 
1884, barrister 1897, judge of Huron Cy 1916] in the Exeter building la- 
ter owned by Bell & Laughtonl) Alexander is buried in St. Paul's (RC) 
cemetery S of Hensall on the E side of #4. He was said to be a grandson 
of Att'y Gen'l & Lt-Col John MacDonell, b. 1785 & killed as aide-de-camp 
trying to recover Gen. Brock's body at Queenston Heights (he is with 
Brock under the monument; his Cornwall Dr. Strachan School friend, Arch- 
ibald McLean, 1791, later Chief Justice, was beside Col . John, who called 
out, "Archie, help me" when he was shot; letters were written of his 
death at noon the following to Justice Powell, later Chief Justice, & his 
daughter M.B. Powell, Col. John's fiancee) via John (owner of Centrel 
Hotel, Exeter, sold by Van in 1963, Dorothy Bissett; we have an assign- 
ment of mortgage dated 17 Feb 1873 of a property from one Thomas Coates 
to, we think, this John.) Beth was rather close-mouthed about this line- 
age, presumably because the Lt-Col died unmarried. The latter* s ancestry 
comes from John Grandy, & goes back through the Lairds of Aberchalder, 
taxmen cousins of the chief of Glengarry, to Donald VIII of Glengarry & 
Margaret of Clanranald. He traces back to Donald Arnad, Lord of the Isles 
"1250, founder of clan Donald & descendant of the Viking kings of Dublin, 
Argyle & the Isles. She was a descendant of Sir John, Steward of Lome 
(1421) , in turn descended from the Brittany Lords of Dol & the Scottish 
kings Malcolm Canmore, David & Robert the Bruce. 

D Mary Jane Hutton's siblings were: Elizabeth (Aunt Iza, Alma College, 
Forest dentist George Walters, son Dr. Fred, WW I major, = Vera, nurse 
for Dr. Harry Browning); Jemima (Aunt Mina, U of T 1898, German MA, WW I 
Parkhill canning factory, suffragette, Dr. Dave Wilson, w Mina WW I in 
England, Parkhill); <& James (RMC dropout, Forest, then 6th concession 
Warwick farm, Elizabeth [Forest steno] , 7 children, no contact.) 

Mary Jane was the daughter of Dr. James (who emigrated from Denny, 
Stirlingshire at 19, graduated in medicine from Vic, served as Forest's 
1st doctor & druggist, founded with 2 others & was president of the East 
Lambton Farmer's Loan & Savings Co., d. 2 Jul 1920) St his second wife 
Jemima Smith , who was from Scotland & a teacher in Forest. I was told 
that the family speculated in land, owning much of Edmonton in the ' 90 J s , 
but the deal went belly up. His siblings were: Margaret, married, N J , & 
Archie, daughter & granddaughter, New Zealand. 

His father, Capt . Hutton, was awarded Haddon Hedley estate for his 
services as a commander at Trafalgar, Mildred says in the Orkneys. Jemima 
had 3 sisters, Jane (Aunt Jen, = [23 Oct 1856] Robert Mellis, Kippen 
gen'l store) & 2 unmarried. She had 4 children: Jemima (Mina, 1860, Henry 
Iveson) ; Elizabeth (Libby , 1862, Rev, Archie McKibbin, son-in-law Nicho- 
las Zaykowski , Bradford hotel); Mary Jane (Jen, 1865, Jack Balfour, black 
sheep David 5 pounds in 1861 to leave army [1/cpl] & go to family in 
America) ; & Margaret Ann ("Aunt Gretta, 17 Jun 1867-4 Dec 1960, Rev. Wm 
Gauld, medical missionaries to Formosa in 1892). It was with them that 
Beth stayed for high school. Gretta had: Gordon (Knox Coll., killed WW 
I); Dr. Harvey (= Ruth -> Dr. Dorothy, d. 1979); Greta (21 Aug 1897, 



nurse at Sick Kids & in a UC northern mission hospital, retired to Guelph 
w Dr. Flora & Jean Little); Dr. Flora (= tropical diseases specialist 
Cdr . Dr. Lou Little, who ret'd 1974, d. of anaesthetic during oral surg- 
ery after moving to Guelph in practice with Flora, 4 children, 3 married 
& blind award-winning [inc. Order of Canada announced 12 Jan 1993] child- 
ren's book author Jean Little & Dorothy (arthritis, d. 4 Dec 1979, Brit- 
ish flier D. H. Stevens in England, friend of Dottie Coates' mother <& 
held Dottie as a baby.) Paul remembers, as a child, Aunt Gretta teaching 
him a few phrases in Taiwanese & Shanghai dialect, Gretta scaring him by 
taking out her teeth & being a ghost in a sheet, & Dorothy's story of 
being on the last plane out of Singapore before the Japanese capture when 
it ditched in the Indian Ocean.

Mary Frances & David have been keeping me up-to-date on the E-mails flying 
about, so I have concluded I should stick my oar in too. 

First, the clan as they joined the British troops for the American Rebel- 
lion all were signed on as McDonell & mustered out as MacDonell. In the 
17 00 f s they were Gaelic speakers & couldn't care less which way it was 
spelled by the Sassenachs. The young gentleman were, however, often fairly 
well educated, many of them at the Scottish College in Valladolid, Spain, 
My mother, Mary Elizabeth, was baptized "McD" but 1 got "MacD". 
As a general comment, the bits & pieces I have assembled are loaded with 
inconsistencies 6 contradictions* George Van Wyck's siblings are a case in 
point, I have all sorts of paper trails, the family tombstone in Walkerton, 
& several funeral cards. Fred, Harry, St. Clair [known as Clair] & Louise 
[known as "Tot" for reasons no one seemed to remember] Van Wyck you all 
know. The others were: two John's, both dying in infancy, one 2 Oct 1881 at 
1 month & 15 days, the other in 18 98; I also have a note of another dying 
at 6, but no other trace! Paul, the one who drowned at Grand Bend off the 
pier, was 1887 to 1 July 1899, age 12; Edna^ who died of scarlet fever, was 
1894 to 1894 according to the tombstone, "died April 24, 1894, aged 2 
years" according to her funeral card; Bessie was 7 Nov 18 98 to 26 Dec 1905, 
so GVL knew her well. ch^u^ilT^ 

Richard asks for more on the Laughton brothers. He has covered GVL' s mili- 
tary career very thoroughly. GVL joined the territorials [militia] when he 
was 14, but his mother ratted on him k he was tossed out as under age. GVL 
moved to Toronto with Tot after his mother died & his father "remarried too 
soon" in Tot's very strong opinion, stayed with the HVL' s to finish HS 
[Harbord, I think] , began to article with Mary as he began his law studies 
at U of T before going from the equivalent of the COTC into Active Service 
in WW I in his freshman year. I have a dim recollection that GVL met Beth 
at the military hospital in Saskatoon when he was the second person hired 
for the DSCR [Department of Soldiers' Civilian Reestablishment = DVA] with 
the job of setting up TB hospitals for the returning troops. TB killed more 
allies than the Germans. When he was mustered out after a medical board, he 
was told by the Colonel chairman of the board he might live a couple of 
years if he took it easy - easy was getting married & the DSCR! The same 
colonel chaired his board on his reenlistment in WW II & exclaimed, "Laugh- 
ton, what are you doing here, you've been dead for 25 years!" He joined 
MacLean's, later Maclean-Hunter, after his stint with DSCR & as Circulation 
Manager, later Director, he became the leading Canadian figure in that 
field. He founded the Canadian wing of the Periodical Press Association, 
which set ethical standards for the business, & was its President for life, 
even after his retirement. You presumably know lots more about him. 
Fred was one of my & Eleanor's favourite people, kind, a great sense of 
humour, & a real charmer. Fred took over the store when his mother died & 
his father left the business to become a drummer. He was town clerk of 
Parkhill for over 4 0 years as well as parliamentary assistant as an MLA to 
the Minister of Highways. [There is a Laughton township somewhere in the 
north, Kenora county, i think!} I loved to go campaigning with him as a kid 
because of the number of different pies at the strawberry socials. I have 
his statue of Sir John A., whose hand he had once shaken. Myra, whose HS 
Greek texts taught me to read Greek in Grade 8, was his bookkeeper, & I 
often spent Saturday evening till after midnight with her at the store. 
They had a typewriter on which I learned to type, unfortunately. It had 3 
rows of keys instead of 4, 3 fonts on each key accessed by down as well as 
up shift. Numerals were upper shift on the top row. It is now in the Carle- 
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ton U Journalism museum. 

Bits about Harry are scattered through Mary & Tot. They lived quite close 
to us in north Toronto & we saw a lot of them. 

Clair we saw less of than the others, only occasionally at Grand Bend, He 
was a gravelly-voiced amiable sort. Clair was a drummer, like his father in 
later years, in his case for a pickle manufacturer. Like Fred & Myra, they 
had no children. They lived latterly in Royal Oak, Michigan. When he died 
& Eva moved to Grand Bend, Van voluntarily looked after a lot of her af- 
fairs, but got scant thanks for his pains. 

Mary Jane Hutton wasn't anywhere near the first woman MD to graduate in 
Canada. That honour goes to Augusta Gullen, ne£ Stowe, a Vic student who 
got her degrees in 1883 through the Toronto School of Medicine. The next 
four graduated in 1884 were from Queen's, the first two from Trinity were 
in 1887. Mary Jane McDonell, nee Hutton, was from Trinity in 1890 at age 
20! She kept up her medical society membership as long as I am aware, & 
therefore received all the ads for new drugs, which were kept in a rolltop 
desk downstairs where I was allowed to rummage. I also have several of her 
texts, including her Chemistry [1885; M Chromium is thought to be a metal. 
Its salts are used in tanning. . .Formic acid is prepared by distilling red 
ants"] & Gray's "Anatomy". When Eleanor visited Goldie in Hensall, where 
Goldie' s father was bank manager, Molly [Mary Jane] was their Sunday School 
teacher! Word of Eleanor & me "going together" reached our parents by the 
Hensall conduit. Molly was a daughter of Dr, James Hutton of Denny, Stirl- 
ingshire, son of Capt Hutton, a commander who lost an arm at Trafalgar & 
was awarded an estate. James emigrated at 19 to Forest, Ont. He was a Vic 
grad, & as a telegrapher received the first news in Canada about the battle 
of Balaclava. Molly's sister Jemima [Aunt Mina] was a suffragette, a U of 
T grad, 1898, with a German MA. 

I knew Mary's mother, the large Mrs Buckley, completely dominated by hg.r 
tiny but redoubtable mother, Mrs Powell* I was at Mrs P's 90 th birthday, 
where she debated the male Laughton siblings into the ground, announced she 
was going to see them again for her 100 th & die, same result, did. Mary was 
a very sharp cookie, but brittle with everyone except Mary Frances, Harry 
was as easy-going as she was brittle, a strangely disparate pair. She & 
Harry joked that she stood first in their law studies, he came second. 
Their son, Barent Van Wyck [Cornelius Barent se VW was the one who emigrated 
from the Netherlands to New Amsterdam in 1660 & established the family farm 
in Flatbush, later home of the Brooklyn Dodgers] was a brilliant student & 
musician, but very sensitive & somewhat effeminate. He joined the RCAF in 
WW II, stripped naked in a hotel, left the windows open in the winter time 
& froze to death. Earlier attempts to commit suicide failed, Harry devel- 
oped a doctor-induced deadly phenobarbital addiction, I visited them on my 
way to a summer RCAF posting to find Harry had just died & waited with Mary 
for the police & a coroner because their GP was out of town & therefore 
unable to sign the death certificate , 

On the advice of Fred & Harry, Tot went to Business College. Tot worshipped 
her mother & cut her father dead for the rest of his life. I have the love 
letters of John Hugh to Louella when he was struggling in Walkerton to make 
a life to which he could bring her. He wrote long loving letters about his 
work, his church & the youth groups he was helping* Her replies were single 
pages filled in a huge script with complaints that he was taking too long! 
Because of the rift, I rarely saw my grandfather, except a couple of times 
at Grand Bend when Tot wasn't there. I was quite surprised to read the 
glowing obituaries collected by Ivan Laughton in Nelson, BC, with encomia 
from the Gideons, the Travellers, school boards & other groups which he had 
helped. Tot worked for a bit at the Canadian Bank of Commerce [before the 
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merger with Imperial], then as Harry's secretary when Harry was estate 
manager at National Trust [later senior VP] . She left to travel around the 
world with a friend, Aileen McDougall. They stopped in Vancouver to earn 
some money, & Tot worked as secretary for the Men's Credit Association, met 
Pearl Hopper at a Chautauqua Settlement House 6 became interested in wel- 
fare work, [Pearl's niece Liz was later one of Eleanor's college friends!] 
I have a letter to Tot at the Settlement from Harry advising her not to 
take all the cares of the world on her shoulders (written on 12 Dec 1920, 
the day of Van's christening - "was proud of Van's perfect behaviour".) 
When she returned to TO, she took a certificate (1923) & diploma (1924) in 
social work, but got so involved with the girls in a home for wayward girls 
that she had to quit, & retired to Terra Cotta with a canning factory job, 
at Brampton if I remember correctly. Her Terra Cotta home had been a way 
station for drivers taking supplies to Niagara during the war of 1812. 
My mother said she was an occupational physio therapist. A gal who was on 
the governing board of the physiotherapists visited Van & Maureen at Grand 
Bend, saw the pair of pictures of Beth & GVL in their WW I uniforms, & 
exclaimed "That's the original physiotherapy uniform; I've read about it 
but never seen it before." I don't know when the occupational & physio were 
separated. I have many unlabelled pictures of soldiers in what seems to be 
a hospital setting, some with Beth in them, 

Beth stayed with Aunt Gretta Gauld in Clinton when she was going to HS 
there, as reported by much-awarded children's author, Jean Little, whom I 
knew as a baby. Gretta was Molly's first cousin. She & Rev* Gauld were 
medical missionaries in Formosa, now Taiwan. She taught me some Chinese 
phrases. Jean was blind at birth, improved somewhat, slowly worsened to 
using a computer with one letter filling the screen at a time, is now 
forced to use a computer with voice synthesizer. 

Lots more where this came from - some of it may even possibly be true!

More E-mails arrived today from MF, whose patience is outstanding. 
I am glad to hear that Tot's family Bible has been preserved by you, Geor- 
die, with the blank-filling dates in it. Especially the birthdate for Edna 
of 22 Apr 1894, showing that the funeral card should have read 2 days 
instead of 2 years, & the date for Clair. 

Aunt Myra's name was Myra Elffiira Rogers, although I have forgotten why. She 
was born in Long Lake, NY. Her father became manager of an apple-packing 
plant in Parkhill & Myra bookkeeper for White & Mays' store. When the apple 
plant folded, the rest of the family went back to the US but Myra stayed 
on. 

Mary's father Buckley owned a hotel in Parkhill, her grandfather Powell a 
hotel in Thetford. John VW Laughton, the first child of JH & Louella, was 
born in Thetford, Fred at St Mary's, so JH & Louella moved around a bit 
before settling in Parkhill where Harry & the rest were born. JH was town 
clerk of Parkhill before Fred, & active in the School Board. 
Geordie mentions Beth' s siblings- She had 3, not 4, of whom Mildred is the 
only one still very much alive in Listowel . Dorothy was a very sad case. It 
was alleged that she had a sunstroke, but for whatever reason she quit 
teaching & spent the rest of her life sitting in a big window looking out 
at the street & being a bit of the family drudge. GVL was her executor by 
common consent, since she died intestate. Getting rid of the few bonds that 
made up her life savings just about drove him around the bend, with all the 
distant relatives to be contacted who had some possible claim on the pit- 
tance. GVL and Ted Taman were also trustees for Molly's assets, charged 
with paying her $4 0 twice monthly out of them* 

Befft^'s brother Alan was a bit of a handsome ne'er-do-well. He took me for 
a ride in his car along the 1 country roads, sitting in his lap & driving the 
car. I fell out without significant damage but considerable family conster- 
nation. His beautiful wife Melba died from childbirth complications shortly 
after the arrival of Patsy, so Patsy was initially brought up by Molly. 
Since Patsy thought Molly was her mother, I was induced to call Molly 
Auntie, to my dismay. That left me without a Grannie, so that's what I 
called my grandfather McDonell! When Molly grew too old to cope with Patsy, 
she was shipped off to Melba' s mother in Tulsa, Oklahoma, & contact with 
Patsy became rare. She married Don Bissell, a chemical engineer who proba- 
bly was one of the first to computerize the operations of a chemical fac- 
tory. He was in great demand to extend his ideas to glass manufacture & 
brewing, among others. He is rather deaf. [We visited Patsy in Ohio on our 
way to Kentucky during his glass period.] We visited them in Arkansas a few 
years ago, & they came to our 50 th anniversary in 1996. On a second visit to 
Ottawa, they went on to visit Keith & Linda in Fredericton, then went on to 
NS where Patsy was victim of a brain catastrophe & died after an air ambul- 
ance trip back to Arkansas* When I was in Hensall I used to try to teach 
poor Patsy what I was learning in school at the time. She was a gifted 
writer & advocate for the down & out. Their children included a famed 
danseur noble some of you may have heard of. 

Charles Alexander McDonell was the Hensall entrepreneur, owning the hard- 
ware & furniture-undertaking businesses. I think he was the local car 
dealer & insurance man as well, but check with Mildred on that. I think 
there was a fire that damaged both stores, & Charlie used the insurance to 
help his two managers to get the businesses going again. [He continued with 
the insurance business, I believe. Van will know.] We got our blond maple 
furniture that we still use from his furniture guy, Mr Bonthron, essen- 
tially at cost. Charlie was also said to hold the Canadian distance record 
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for throwing a baseball. He loved lawn bowling in his later years. One of 
my more vivid memories was that he was prescribed a raw egg daily, which he 
expertly slurped out of the shell! He was a bridge shark, with a phenomenal 
memory. He remembered every card played. His McDonell father is buried in 
the RC cemetery attached to St Peter's RC church, #4 N of Clandeboye, E 
side. He died 18 Apr 18 86. He married a strong Protestant & is said to have 
sat in his rocking chair muttering to himself in Gaelic. 

By the way, if anyone is interested in reading about one of the more col- 
ourful McDonell' s, uncle of the one at Queenston Heights with Brock, try 
Ontario Historical Society Papers & Records, Vol XXII, 1925 r pp, 20-57, for 
Lieut, Col, John Macdonell of Glengarry, first speaker of the Legislative 
Assembly of Upper Canada & terror of the Mohawk Valley with Butler's Rang- 
ers behind the US lines in the Rebellion, 

I can't figure out who "Brother Jack" is re the letter to LVL of 2 Oct 
1912. Her half-brother Jack came from the second marriage of John Hugh. 
Re married women not being allowed to sign as Nursing sister: Eleanor was 
denied admission to Library school when she admitted being engaged to me. 
Richard, I have been to Orkney & seen Willie o' the Park in a nursing home 
not long before he died. Unfortunately he spoke Orcadian, not English. He 
was the youngest son of the youngest brother, David [married Margaret 
Laughton of Easterbister] , of John, John Hugh' s father, & Jerome. I have 
piles of genealogical charts from Jessie Aitken, granddaughter of Sara[h] 
Laughton Wooldrage. I carried on correspondence with Jessie, & John, Archie 
& Lily L. of Kirkwall until the last one [Lily] recently died. I also 
corresponded until recently with Norman, grandson of Jerome, who is buried 
at Walker ton where I talked to a gravedigger who remembered sitting on 
Jerome's lap fascinated by his tall tales about Orkney. Mary Frances knows 
Lily's son. Holm [pronounced Ham] is an Orkney parish - township, & in- 
cludes Vigga & also the family island Lamman or Lambholm, now part of the 
Churchill barricade of Scapa Flow, the great Royal Navy roadstead that was 
penetrated by German subs with deadly effect at the outset of WW II [like 
Pearl Harbour - several battleships sunk,] 

Jane & Jean are interchangeable in Orkney* Spelling may just be our more 
recent preoccupation, I have the birth & marriage certificates of Eleanor's 
little milliner aunt "Wearie", & all 3 of her given names are spelled 
differently on the two documents, Eleanor's maternal grandmother was plain 
Mary Critchley, & she ran amuck with her kids, eg Lily Hannah Valerie, 
Leola Priscilla Maude, Percy William John, 

Richard, you know not what you ask of David, I have fat folders of bumph on 
MacDonell & Laughton, & a drawer full of miscellaneous junk, much of it 
little scraps of paper jotted down when one of relatives got in the mood to 
communicate when I was unprepared, One is a brown bag filled with tombstone 
information in the Holm church cemetery by flashlight while E sorted laun- 
dry on the back of the little station wagon, 

Geordie, I am curious to know whether the state is mentioned where Louise 
Estelle's Charleston birthplace is to be found. . .Getting dates for Holm, 
Orkney is unlikely, because the parish church burned down with all its 
records about 1815. Census records only give you 10-year periods. John 
Laughton was born 30 Apr 1801 to Gilbert Laughton & Margaret Miller, In 
1841 he was head of the Vigga farm, married to Jean [Jane] Spence. No 
mention of sons John [born 1829] or Thomas, but Jerom [sic] was there. In 
1851, no mention of John senior, & Thomas is head of the household, tho' 
John was the elder. Two sisters, Jean & Sarah are missing, but they would 
have been 20 & 19, so may have gone off married. In 1851 it is now Jerome 
in the parochial records £ Jerom in the census.

The Scottish lav/ appears to be harsh and almost 
unjust if one should follow the letter of the law. I know 
of a similar instance within the year. Our cousin James Flett 
fell heir to a small farm from one Uncle and a piece of 
property from another Uncle for the reason that they had 
neither left a will, and he was the oldest son of their 
oldest brother. One thing that relieved the situation was 
that neither Uncle had a nearer relative living. 



If the solicitors verify that my Father was the 
oldest brother they will no doubt communicate with you, and 
I thot it would be just as well if you knew what has already 
been written. Probably in the days to come they will have 
great need to hold any possessions from which they can raise 
food. 

This is a terrible war. I hope England can bomb 
the continent hard enough to awaken the peoples "there to a 
horror of this war and whip them into rebellion against one 
Hitler who thinks he is the Man of Destiny, but who is an 
emissary of the devil.

The birth of my father, Jolm Laughton, is recorded in 
his own hand writing in our old family bible; it roads "Born 
August 15, 1029" . My Uncle Jerome was married to Jean Smith, and 
I v;as shown a document entitled "Extract of an Entry in a Register 
Kept at the General Registry Office Edinburgh" , and this document 
shoivs the following: 

, "1854* 

Smith (Jean lawful daughter of Robert Smith and Margaret 
tGarrioch mi born loth December, 1854". 

I mention this because Jerome claimed to be twenty years older 
than his wife Jean. If this be true, then Jerome was born in 
1834, and younger than my father by some five years. Uncle Jerry 
came to my father's home when he' first wont to Canada, and we 
always understood he was a younger brother; but we have no proof 
of it, other than a definite understanding that he was younger -

Mrs .Margaret J.Berston*s Exy . 

We act for the executor of the late Mrs .Margaret Jane 
Berston,Vigga, Holm, Orkney who was a cousin of yours and who 
dies on 17th June last. 

Mrs.Berston who was survived by her husband but no family 
left no Will and according to the law of Scotland the farm of 
Vigga which belonged to her will fall to her heir-at-law whoever 
that may be. We do not know who the heir is as we have so far 
been unable to get at the order of birth of the brothers of Mrs. 
Berston's father. Her father was Thomas Laughton the eldest of 
the family v/e understand and his immediate younger brother we 
further understand was Jerome, the next John your fatherland the 
next David. There was also a number of sisters but so far as 
sucession to the land is concerned they have no interest so long 
as any brothers or brothers descendants are alive. If the above 
order in age of the brothers of Thomas is correct Jerome, if 
alive would be the heir at law and would succeed to the farm of 
Vigga. We understand, however, that he is not alive in which case 
his eldest son would succeed. Failing that eldest son if he is 
not alive his son if any. If, however, your Uncle Jerome left no 
sons the daughter or daughters would succeed to the land equally • 

We found among Mrs .Berston' s papers a letter to her 
dated 14th April 1924 from your brother John H, Laughton the 
address being 54 St. George Street, London, Ontario . We wrote him 
to that address but we today learn that he is not alive and that 
the only members of the family now alive are yourself , your sister 
Margaret Laughton and the children of your sister Mary. We 
understand, however, that your brother John had by his first 
marriage four sons viz ; -Fred, Harry, George and StClair and one 
daughter whose name we do not know and by his second marriage 
one son Jack. 

In the letter referred, to from your brother John he 
mentions that he had not seen his uncle Jerome for some time but 
that he lived about 130 miles north from London.

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We do not know the names or addresses of any of Jerome's 
family and we shall be obliged if you can supply us with this 
information i.e. the names and addresses of his children alive 
and also the names of any not alive who may have left children 
and also the names and addresses of these children all in the 
order of seniority* Please also let us have similar information 
concerning your own brothers and sisters or their families. 

The farm of Vigga is considered to be worth about 700 
pounds but it is mortgaged for the sum of 400 pounds The land 
is good but the buildings are in a very delapidated condition - 
in fact the dwelling house is really uninhabitable .The moveable 
estate so far as we know at present is estimated at 456 pounds 
but we do not knov/ the exact figure until we know from the 
auctioneers the exact proceeds of the sale of stock, crop and 
implements which were sold on the 6th inst* The moveable estate 
is divisible as follows:- one halfi to the husband and the other 
half to Mrs .Berston' s heirs other than the heir who succeeds to 
the* land. We do not as yet know who these all may be but they 
will consist of Krs •Berston* s cousins alive at the date of her 
death and when we get exact information concerning the families 
of the brothers and sisters of Mrs .Berston." s father we shall then 
be in a position to know exactly who are entitled to succeed. 

We wrote your borther John on lines similar to this 
letter our information then being that he was still alive but we 
got today information from Mr Alfred Flett,Et Maryts^Kolm ^tfhose 
brother James Plett had we understand seen you before he returned 
recently from Canada that he was dead and that we should write to 
you as you would be ab^e to give us all information. Mrs.Berston* 
husband had not very full information concerning his wife's 
relatives and we had inquired at your cousin John Laughton, 
Middle ton, Holm, Orkney , whose father was David Laughton, but he 
likewise was unable to give us the information we really required 
especially concerning the order in age of his father and uncles.

This son, we call Davie - born in our Nelson B.C. home has just retired from his job for 
the Canadian Government as Ambassador to South America - Columbia, Equador and 
Venezula.

There were few Western Ontario platforms upon which he had not appeared, at some time during his career, as 
speaker, or chairman, and he was highly regarded as a public speaker.

For 33 years he was a commercial traveler, connected with the Canada Box Company, Limited, of Montreal. Holding 
membership with the Ontario Commercial Travelers' Association, he had risen in that association until he was elected 
its president. 

In educational matters he was keenly interested and his activities in that regard brought him a few years ago, the posts 

of chairman of the Trustees' Association of the Ontario Educational Association. 

He was the immediate past vice-supreme ranger of the Independent Order of Foresters. 
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For years an enthusiast supporter of the Conservative cause, he was on a number of occasions asked to stand as 
conservative candidate for North Middlesex. He always declined to accept that honor. 

INPARKHILL 

Prior to coming to London shortly before the commencement of the war he was for 30 years a resident of ParkhilL 
During the greater part of that time he conducted a grocery business there and while living in that town first became 
known in public affairs. 

He was for years the municipal clerk at Parkhill and his educational interests commenced in that town, when he served 
as chairman of the public school board. 

Recently he had interested himself in the junior farmer organizations of the county and was honorary president of the 
Middlesex association. He was also connected with the London Chamber of Commerce. 

While in London he was a member of St. Andrew's Church. He was born in Niagara-on-the-Lake and before going to 
Parkhill had lived in Walkerton, St. Mary's and Thedford. 

Surviving are five sons, F. V. Laughton, M L. A., Parkhill; Harry and George, Toronto, Clair, Detroit, and Jack, at 
home, and a daughter Miss Louise, of Toronto.

We do not know who the heir is as we have so far 
been unable to get at the order of birth of the brothers of Mrs. 
Berston's father. Her father was Thomas Laughton the eldest of 
the family v/e understand and his immediate younger brother we 
further understand was Jerome, the next John your fatherland the 
next David. There was also a number of sisters but so far as 
sucession to the land is concerned they have no interest so long 
as any brothers or brothers descendants are alive. If the above 
order in age of the brothers of Thomas is correct Jerome, if 
alive would be the heir at law and would succeed to the farm of 
Vigga. We understand, however, that he is not alive in which case 
his eldest son would succeed.

The farm of Vigga is considered to be worth about 700 
pounds but it is mortgaged for the sum of 400 pounds The land 
is good but the buildings are in a very delapidated condition - 
in fact the dwelling house is really uninhabitable .The moveable 
estate so far as we know at present is estimated at 456 pounds 
but we do not knov/ the exact figure until we know from the 
auctioneers the exact proceeds of the sale of stock, crop and 
implements which were sold on the 6th inst* The moveable estate 
is divisible as follows:- one halfi to the husband and the other 
half to Mrs .Berston' s heirs other than the heir who succeeds to 
the* land. We do not as yet know who these all may be but they 
will consist of Krs •Berston* s cousins alive at the date of her 
death and when we get exact information concerning the families 
of the brothers and sisters of Mrs .Berston." s father we shall then 
be in a position to know exactly who are entitled to succeed. 

We wrote your borther John on lines similar to this 
letter our information then being that he was still alive but we 
got today information from Mr Alfred Flett,Et Maryts^Kolm ^tfhose 
brother James Plett had we understand seen you before he returned 
recently from Canada that he was dead and that we should write to 
you as you would be ab^e to give us all information. Mrs.Berston* 
husband had not very full information concerning his wife's 
relatives and we had inquired at your cousin John Laughton, 
Middle ton, Holm, Orkney , whose father was David Laughton, but he 
likewise was unable to give us the information we really required 
especially concerning the order in age of his father and uncles.
